Though Aubuſſou were endu'd 
with a Martial ſoul, and that the love 
of war overſwayd his Inclinations, yer 
had he a diſpoſition and a 'Genious 
tor- Learning. He had a quick and 
piercing wit ; a happy memory, and 
a ſolid judgment. So that it was no 
difficult thing for him to conform 
himſelf ro the humour of theEmperor; 
having in a ſhort time fitted himſelf

as was requiſite for 'a 'Souldier- ro 
know ; he apply'd himſelf ro the-un- 
derſtanding-.of all the noble ſciences.

Whatever love he had for reading, 
and what ever pleaſure he took in ir, 
yer he ſtudy'd the world more then 
books : and above all the world, and 
all books, .the Emperor. As he had a 
free acceſs to his perſon, and was 
with him every day, he was able to 
obſerve nere' at hand his Maximes, 
his words his ations, and all his be- 
haviour. But among all rhe Vertues of 
$.gi/muwd he' was taken with none 
mare. then his. Zeal for the Chriſtian 
Faith; of which he ſhew'd ſo many 
real marks, mot only in the Councils 
which he upheld by his authority and

met with Hungarie, and that there 7 
might be no queſtion of his faithful.

inclinations, he confirm'd the League *ſ

France his Daughter with King' La- * 
arflaus. As tor the Knights, he pro- 
mis'd them all afliſtance, and imme- 
diately caus'd ſixtic thouſand Crowns 
in Gold to be paid to the Embaſiador 
of Rhodes. —_

Peter D' Aubuſſon. 
Aubuſſen lay'd out that mony fox 
proviſions of war, according to the 


orders he receiv d , and itreighted 


away Ships laden with Canon, Armes, 
Powder and Lead. Then he depart- 
ed himſelf, after he had collected 


moſt of the money, which was due 


to the Order in ſeveral parts of Eu- 
rope. 

"The ſucceſs of the Embaſlie, and 
the Letrer which he preſented to the 
Grand-Maſter from the King of 
France, made him to be acceprably 
receiv'd by the Knights and all the 


people. The Letter was very gene- 


rous and .yery obliging. For the King 
after he had only ſpok'n a word or 
two touching the gratifying of their 
deſires, and excus'd himfelf for not 
having done more at the preſent jun- 
Aaure, frankly engag d himſelf to 
give them farther aſſiſtance, and aſ- 
ſur'd them of his friendſhip, in very 
civil and affeFtionare language, which 
Kings were not wont to make uſe 
of, 

But whatever obligation the Order 
had to Charles the ſeventh, the _ 
ni

niſh Knights could not forbear to 7 
decal very rudcly - with the French 
Knights at a general Chapter, held * 
a little afrer the return of the Embaſ- # 
ſfador, and which was no leſs famous *# 
for the attempts of Hoſtile Nations # 
or enemies of France, then for the * 
number of famous Commanders that # 
were preſent. 

So ſoon as the Chapter war open'd, 
theKnight de L7nian,Procurator of the 
Spaniſh rongue, ſtood up , and ſaid 
aloud, that they ought not to pro- 
ceed any farther, withour decreeing 
one Article which he ought ro pro- 
poſe, and which was very important, 
the publick tranquility.

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pos'd with all their might rhe Pro- 
poſal of LZinzan, and above all the 


Z Commander D' Audbuſſon, who held a 


conſiderable degree. in the Aſſembly, 


2 by vertue of his title of Conſtable of 


Rhodes, and Procurator of the Grand- 
Maſter. 

The zeal which he had for the Ho- 
nour of his Country, made him ſpeak 
louder and more earneſt then the reſt. 
To ſhew how unjuſt the Propoſition of 
the Spaniards was, he declar'd in few 
words, that the French being the firſt 
Founders of the Order of $7. John 
of Jeruſalem, deſery'd fuch honour as

- But befides thoſe advantages which 
Anbuſſon had common with the reſt 
of the Knights, he was alſo. honour'd 
in particular with a new dignity. The 
Atuvergnian language reprefented ro 
the Council, that in regard they had 
a great number of Knights thar faith- 
fully ſerv'd theOrder, and few dignities 
that depended upon the Council , 
they demanded for a recompence of 
their ſervice, that they might have 
beſtow'd upon them ſome particular 
juriſdiftion, as other languages had, 
that were Icfs ancient and leſs nume- 
rous. 'The requeſt ſeem'd bur rea- 
fonable, ſo that the Chapter in favour 
of them made a new_ Capital Juriſ- 
diction ; they gave them authority 
to aſſign a Commandery for the re- 
venue 
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yenue of the Charge, and declar'd ar. 
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the ſame time, that the Baily whom 
they ſhould elect, ſhould enjoy his 


Commandery in the ſame manner as. 


other Bailies ; that is to ſay, thathe 
ſhould enjoy all the-prerogatives and 
pre eminencics that are appropriated 


ro Capital Juriſdictions and Commans-. 


deries. They annex'd the Comman- 
dery of Eutezil to the new. Bailywick, 
and after that Anbuſun was eleted 
Baily, as he that was adjudg'd fitteſt 
for rhe dignity. oe - 
The firſt rime that Aubuſſou took 
his place in Council as Baily, he ſpoke 
for Charlotte de Luſiznan Qucen of 
Cyprus. For that unfortunate Princeſs, 
whom. the Rebellion of her Subjects 
had reduc'd almoſt ro utmoſt extre- 
mity, could find no Sanctuary bur 


Rhodes, aftcr the rujne of her affairs. 


There ſhe ſtay'd for ſome time, and 
was entertaind ar the expences of rhe 
Order, 

Bur io regard her ill fortune had 
not broken her courage, ſhe rcſolv'd 
upon a journey to Ree, to deſire aid 
of the Pope againit her rebellious 
Sub- 
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Sybjeats, or at leaſt ro oblige him fo 
thunder out againſt them the Ana- 
thema's of the Church. . And thar 
which made her abſolutely determine 
upon that courſe, was the conveni- 
ency. of the French Gallies then .in 
thc Port of. Rhodes, which were ſud - 
denly to ſer- ſail for Naples. But in 
regard ſhe- was very poor, and had 
not- whcrewithall to detray. the ex- 
pences of- her journey, ſhe defir'd 
thoſe Knights - who ſeem'd to have 
. moſt compaſlion and kindneſs for her, 
to ſpeak to the Grand Maſter ro ſup- 
ply her with what was. neccſlary ro 
carry her: into . [taly. 
- . The Baily Aubuſſon was. very much 
troubled for rhe: misfortunes of the 
Queen, and cfpous:d her intereſt. He 
with'd with 'all his heart, that the 
condition of the affairs of Rhodes 
would haye permitted the Knights to 
have reſlor'd her to her Throne, nor 
were there any dangers to which he 
would not have expos'd himſelf ro 
ſerve ker. Bur beeauſe there was no 
likelihood of undertaking avy thing 
abroad, whils che Order was in fo 
| much 
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much danger at home ; he only re- 

eſented, that ſince. the Knights of 
Sr: John were not in a -condition to 
reſtore a Queen difpoil'd of her King- 
dom, that had pur her ſelf under 
their protefion, that they 'would at 
leaſt 'relicve a Queen in neceſſity, who 
did as it were crave their Alms. That 
it was true, that rhe Treaſury-was 
not over-rich;” and that Mony was a 
precious 'thing jn caſe of a'Siege, but 
that there were certain occaſions, 
-wherein decency, generoſity, chariry 
and juſtice were ro prevail” aboye or- 
dinary /prudence ;/ and that afrer-all 
was done, thar the :Spring's of Pro- 
vidence were inexhauſtible, -and thar 
"Heaven was never wonr'to fail them 
that inconvenienc'd thernſelyes to re- 
lieve the miſerable. He ſpoke with 


ſo much earneſtneſs, and with ſuch a 


lively and encouraging Air, that the 
Council order'd, notwithſtanding the 
oppoſition of the -Knights, cither 
wanting generofity, or over-prudent, 
thar rhe Queen of Cyprzs ſhould be 
plentifully furniſh'd with all things ne- 
ccllary for her Voyage.

ro Baily Aubuſſon the charge of look- 
ing after the Fortifications of the Ci- 
ty. He had apply 'd himſelf in his 
youth to that Military Science, where- 
in betimes he became ſo expert thar 
the moſt able Ingineers could rcach 
him nothing. He was not content 
only to repair the breaches, bur he 
added ſomething new to the ancient 
Works. 
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Works: He caus'd the Moats to be 
made wider and broader ; but be: 
cauſe it was nois d abour, that My. 
homet was preparing his Galleys a- 
Sainſt the Knights of St.John, and 
that the Turks/þb Army which had 
tais'd their Siege from before Scutarz, 
might well come to Rhodes, the Coun- 
cil thought ir neceſſary for fear of 
being ſurpriz'd;ro plant their Cannon 
round the Walls of the City ; which 
was alſo entruſted to Aubrſſon's care; 
who brought out all the great Guns 
and planted them upon the Walls and 
Ramparts,whereyer occaſion requir'd. 

He was then Grand Prior of Au- 
vergne, having ſucceeded a little be- 
fore to the Chevalier Corfef, who 
dy'd about thar time ; and ſurren- 
der'd his Bailywick to the Knight de 
Rillac . ;

Though 
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Though this Letter were but only 
a ſnare which the $u/t2# laid for the 
Grand Maſter, it was ſincere on the 
Princes ſide that were put upon the. 
affair. For they had both of them 
a natural affetion for the Knights of 
Rhodes, and ſomething of an inclina- 
tion to the Chriſtian Religion ; par- 
ticularly Zizim , who was endu'd 
with much Generoſity, and a Regu- 
larity imhis conditions. 

After Demetrius had preſented the 
Letter to the Grand Maſter, he de- 
clar'd to: him that he did-not demand 
bur only a ſlight Tribute for the ſole 
conditions of the Peace; and then 
craftily infinuared that the Propoſals 
of the Princes were too: civil to be 
deny'd by the generoſity of the 
Knights, Thar the friendſhip of the 
Invincible Mahomet was above the 
value of a ſlight homage. That it 
highly concern'd the Chriſtians to 
act prudently with a Conqueror 
who made all the Earth ro trem- 
ble, and. who youchſaf'd to be their 
friend. | 


Theſe 
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Theſe fair. words wrought little 
effet ; for beſides that the . Grand 
Maſter was informed by his Spies, 
that they had a mind to 1ſurprize 
them, he conjectur'd- of himſelf ar 
the motives of the Embaſly by the 
Perſon of. the Embaſſador ; who was 
not unknown to him. The yery name - 
of  Renegado gave him a ſuſpition. 
He lookt upon Demetrius as a Trai- 
tor, whom-it behov'd him to beware 
of, and not asa perſon with whom he 
could negoriate ſecurely. So that the 
affair miſcarry d at firſt, where Ma- 
bomet thought he had done tor the 
beſt, Of ſo great -importance it .is 
for the ſucceſs of Negotiations and 
Embaſiies ro employ perſons of In- 
tegtity and honour ; or at leaſt fuch 
as have the reputation of being ſo. 
- Neverthdleſs the Grand Maſter 
diſſemb!'d his diſtruſt, and- judging 
how advantageous a ſuſpenſion of 
Arms would. be, till ſuch time as all 
the warlike Proyifion which he ex- 
peed every day were arrived, toge- 
ther with the Knights which had been 
ſummon'd, he did not utterly —_ 
the 
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the Propofitions of Demetrins, nei- 
ther did he abſolutely accept it : and 
whatever Artifice the cunning Fox 
could uſe ro draw from him a preciſe 
anſwer, all his reply was, that the 
Knights of Rhodes could not treat 
with Mahomet without the permiſton 
of the Pope ; - that queſtionleſs his 
Holineſs would not oppoſe the peace, 
provided that his Maſter would har- 
ken to thoſe Conditions which had 
formerly been concluded with Amm- 
rath, that is to ſay, without any 
mention- of Tribute. Thar in ex- 
peRation of the Popes anſwer, it 
would do well, if ſo it pleas'd -the 
Ottoman Princes, that there ſhould 
be a Ceflation of Arms, and liberty 
of Commerce between the Chriſtians 
and the Turks. | | 
The Renegado,who well underſtood 
how nice the Knights were in point 
of Tribute, and thought of nothing 
more then a poſitive refuſal ar firſt, 
contented himſelf rhatthe had ſet the 
bufirieſs- a'foor.

ning the Tribute, that he could nor 
come to any: concluſion, - till he knew 
the Popes. reſolution, and how the 
Chriſtian Princes ſtood: affefted ro-ir- 
who made the affairs of Rhodes their:

' Demetrius had no fooner given atx 
accompt of his Negotiation, but'the 
Princes ſent him back, with order '

Nevertheleſs. the Grand Ma- 
ſer did nor fail-ro prepate for War, 
as if their had not been fo much as:

thing, he order'd that no Veſſcl ſhould 
ſtir our of the Port, He ſoon per- 
ceiv d that the Infidels were not very 
curious in obſerving Truces: and the 
advice which was brought him that 
the Turkiſh Brigantines had taken cer- 
tain Veſſels. belonging ro the Order; 
near the Iſlands of Calamo and Epiſ- 
- copia, confirm'd him more and more 
inthe thoughts which he had, my

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all this Treaty: was but an Artifice ; 
and he rather believ'd that the Turks 
Were fo much the more ready to be- 
Kige Rome,by how much they feem'd 
to be fartheſt from any ſuch deſign. 
So, that he renew'd all the Orders 
"which he had given out-for the ſecurt- 
ty of the we ; he alſo ſent to Naples 
the Knight D* Aſpalat of Aragon to 
buy Corn, and beſides that, as he - 
was reſoly'd thar the Barbarians 
ſhould not carry by famine whar 
they could nor win by force, he ſent 
into Zgypt and Syr:a for plenty of 
all ſorts of Proyifions. 

In the mean time the Knights ar- 
rivd at Rhodes from all parts of 
Chriſtendom, 'And in, regard the 
aſſembly which was to be held the 
firſt of May, was pur off by the 
Popes Bull, and deferr'd to the 2876 
of Oftober, by an order of Coun- 
cil they appear'd almoſt all at a 
time. Wo 
The Grand Maſter, at the opens 
ing the Aſſembly, made a ſpeech that 
made no ſmall Impreſſion upon their 
Spirits. Aſter the uſual —_ 

YL an 
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and Formalities, the ſixteen who wete 
eleted for the Goyernment of all 
things, laid new Taxes upon all the. - 
Commanderies, and earneltly defir'd 
the Grand Maſter to rake upon him 
the adminiſtration of rhe Revenue. 
Though he had other weighty buſi- 
neſs enough to do, and that this a- 
lone was ſufficientto take up a mans 
whole time, he readily accepted it'; 
bur the eaſineſs wherewith he ac- 
quitted himſelf of a charge ſo bur- 
rhenſome, oblig'd the Knights to qua- 
lify the hardneſs of the Labour by 
the entire confidence which they ma- 
nifeſtly ler him ſec they had in him. 
They gave him full power to employ 
ro what uſes, and after what manner 
he ſhould think good, all the money 
that ſhould be broughr into the Trea- 
ſury. They alfo order'd thar all the 
Ammunition and Watlike proviſions 
ſhould be pur imto his hands, to diſtri- 
bure as he ſhould ſee cauſe, Moreo- 
ver that he ſhould have power to cre-_ 
ate the Receiver General of Avignor, 
and all the other Receivers, by one 
Warrant ' alone -ſign'd'by his: m__ 

h that 
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this without having regard to the 
priority of Languages, nor the anti- 
- Quity of the Knights, he might make 
the Caſte1Iaye of Rhodes, the Judges 
and Baily of Commerce, the Captain 
of the Caſtle St. Peter, and all the 
Captains of the Galleys. That he 
mighr alſo chooſe the Captains of the 
three Towers, and rhe Gates of the 
City ; that in caſe the Grand Com- 
mandery of Cyprus, the Bayliage of 
Lango, and the Office of Procuratotr 
General at the Court at Rome came 
ro be yacant during his adminiſtra- 
tion, it ſhould be free for him to dil- 
poſe thereof at his pleaſure. But to 
the end he might nor be thwarted in 
the exetcife of his charge, rhey for- 
bid the Bayliffs, the Priors, and all 
the reſt of the Knights to meddle in 
any manner whatſoever with the 
treaſury. . They alſo gave him the 
liberty ro retain next his perſon, or 
to ſend to what place he pleas'd, ſe- 
ven of the Grand Croſles which they 
nam'd, and ro choofe others by his 
own particular authority, if any one 
happen to miſcarry. Laſtly, __ 

4 Ihe 
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the revenue of the Grand Maſter, was 
very much impair'd, becauſe of their 
extraordinary expences for the Forti- 
fications of the Iſland, or for the aid 
of the. Subjeas of the Order, they 
permitted him to keep in his hands, 
during his life, three of rhoſe Com- 
manderies which he had the privi- 
ledg to diſpoſe of himſelf, as Grand 
Maſter. 

Hardly were the affairs of the 
Chapter at an end, when news was 
brought, thar the Intidels had ſhewn 
themſelves before the Caſtle of Sr. 
Peter, under pretence of parlying up- 
on an accommodation, but in truth 
ro ſurprize the Garriſon. The Grand 
Maſter wrote further to the Gc- 
vernour of the Caſtle, and comman- 
ded him, by vertue of the holy obe- 
dience, to have no commerce with 
them, and to treat with them as if 
there were no truce in being. Net- 
ther was he ſatisfi'd in giving him his 
Orders, and advertizing him of the 
Ambuſcades of the enemies; he alſo 
ſent him a conſiderable reinforce- 
ment of Knights and Souldiers, 

| which 
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which forc'd the enemy to retire, 
Bur that the Order might nor be 
in want of Money, when there was 
more occaſion for it then ever, the 
Grand Mater, according to the abſo- 
Jute authority which he had in the 
management of the Treaſury, eſta- 
blith'd the Knight D'Erland his 
Licutenant in the Priories of Sr. 
G/es's and Tholouſe, with ample pow- 
er to change the Receivers and the 
Treaſurers; to be urgent with bad 
Paymaſters, and to puniſh them if 
there were occaſion; and to do his 
utmoſt to raiſe what large ſums he 
could. He diſpatch d away the 
Knight Chall; for the ſame cauſe, in- 
to the Priories of France, Aquitazn, 
and Champazrgn, after he had ho- 
nour'd him with the dignity of 
Knight Hoſpitaller of rhe Order, 
which he had tak'n from the Knight 
de Mol y, for not appearing at Rhodes . 
according to the time pretix'd in the 
Bull. He more ſeverely handl['d alſo 
other Knights, who heing oblig'd to 
have made their appearance art the 
Aſſembly; had contemn'd his Orders, 
I 3 and 
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and inſtead of haſtning to the defence 
of the Iſland, loyter'd at home, citner 
plung'd in rhe pleaſures of an effe- 
minate lite, or raken up with the at- 
fairs of the world. For after he had 
declar'd them diſobedient and Re- 
bels,.he took away from them their 
habir, and cut them off from the 
body of the Order. 

Now, though AMahomet got no ad- 

Yantage by all his devices, however 
he continu'd his undermining practi- 
ccs; imagining, according to the prin- 
ciples of his policy, that men: were 
fo much the more to affet credit 
and reputation, by how much the 
more thoſe pcrfons, with - whom he 
treated, _ a diſtruſt; and thar 
there arc fuch moments wherein the 
wiſelt are ſurpriz'd, when a man 
knows how to maintain a cheat long 
enough. 

Thercforc in ſome meaſure to re- 
Pair the fault which he had commits 
ted, in making, choice of a ſuſpected 
perſon, he ſent a Turk of merit to 
{Rhodes ; and to take off all ſuſpiti- 
cn, he reſolv'd to appcar, and own 

the 
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the negotiation himſelf, The Em- 
baſlador did all that lay in his power 
to perſwade the Rhodzans to believe 
thar the Grand Signior ſincerely de- 
defir'd a Peacc;and he dcc/ar'd in ful 
Council, that he came as well on the 
Grand Signior's behalf as on the 
parr of Zz2zm, to conclude it in the 
molt amicable manner that might be: 
He deliver'd himſelf worthy and no- 
bly, and far from that infolent and 
diſdainiul air with which the Turks 
are wont to treat the Chriitians, with 
whom they negotiate ; there appear 'd 
neither pride nor haughtineſs in his 
behaviour. But all this afieted ear- 
riage, whereby the Embaſlador of the 
Ozrroman Court pretended to diſpel 
the ſuſpitions ot rhe Grand Maſter, 
did but . augment them. He con- 
jzectur'd thar ſuch an extraordinary 
ſhew of ſincerity was but a mask of 
more fine and ſubrtil deception ; that 
there was no more credit to be given 
to the words of the unknown perſon, 
then ro the Gree& Renegado : For 
which reaſon he gave the ſecond Em- 
F 3 batiador 
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baſſador no other anſwer then he had 

givn the former. But becauſe that 
he who intends to defend himſelt 
from a conceal d enemy,is not by any 


means to make his diſcovery pub- 


lick ; and for that there are certain 
decencies to be obſery'd with 1luttri- 
ous enemies, how perfidious ſoever 
they be ; The Grand Maticr would 
nor permit the Turk:/b Embaſſador 
to have the leaſt glimpſe of his in- 
tentions, but ſent a Knight along with 
him, to let Mahomet underſtand that 
the Order was ready to make Peace 
with him upon the ancient conditi- 
ons, but that he could nut ſubmir to 
the payment of any duty. Mahomet 
extremely reſented a refuſal ſo plain 
and ſo haughry, bur he had ſo much 
power over himſelf as to diſguiſe ir. 
And therefore inſtead of manifeſting 
his diſpleaſure againſt the Embaſla- 
dor of Rhodes, he ſhew'd him all rhe 
marks of his favour ; and the better 
to make good his Politicks, he ad- 
ded rich Preſents to his flattering 

words. | 
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Yet all this did not dazle the eyes 
of the Grand Maſter : and therefore 
conlidering what he had done, he 
thought ir bur reaſonable to pur him- 
ſelt in a poſture to expe&.the utmoſt 
of extremities, believing it would 
not be long ere the Grand Signior's 
fury would break our. 

Mahomet indeed fet forth from 
Conſtantinople with a Puidſant Army, 
But inſtead: of turning towards 
Rhodes, he march'd toward Scutary, 
whether it were out of an intention 
to amuſe the Knights, making them 
believe that he had no thoughts up- 
on them; or whether he had a de- 
ſign ro affright them, and at the ſame 
time to-puniſh the Venerzans tor their 
obſtinate reſiſtance. The City was 
belieg'd three years by the Turk; and 
it may be ſaid, that never place was 
more vigoroully attacqu'd, nor more 
generoultly defended. The Aſlailants 
gave ſeveral Onlſets at ſeveral rimes ; 
and if we may believe the Writers of 
that time, they threw ſo many Ar- 
rows and Javclins into the Ciries, 
that the beſicg'd had enough to make 
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up the breaches of the Walls, and 
for neceſſary firing when their wood 
was ſpent. And that which, was 
more ſtrange, they were nothing dil- 
maid by the cruelties of Mahomet, 
who caus'd three hundred Priſoners 
to be.cut in two in view of the Town. 
The only want of ViQtuals and Soul- 
dicrs conſtrain'd- them to ſurrender. 
And the reducing of'Scutar; was one 
of- the Articles 'of Peace which the 
Tirks made with the Common-wealth 
of: Foadee;:: -> ---- - 

The Grand Maſter after that made 
no-queſtion-\but that all the fury of 
the Ottoman power would fall upon 
him. But becauſe the affair of Rhodes 
was the common cauſe of the Church, 
and that without" the affiftance of 
the-Chriſtian Princes, it. was not poſ- 
ſible ro. hold our againſt the Bar4a:- 
7118s any long: time,” he diſpatch'd 
away three Knights of ſingular worth 
to the principal Courts of Europe. 

And becauſe it was of high impor- 
rance in caſe of a Sicge, that ſome of 
the Knights ſhould continue abroad 
ro ſolicit the Succour of the Princes, 
and

and to managethe other affairs of the 
Order, the Grand Maſter order'd the 
Knight P:oz2aſco, whom he had 
eſtabliſh'd his Lieutenant, when he 


- ſent him to S:xtus the fourth, and 


who had always been refident' in the 
Court of Rowe, He commanded the 
Knight Blanchefort , his Nephew, 
whom he ſent to Lewzs the eleventh 
co ſtay in France with the Knights de 
Bridiers, and de Danvois, who ac- 
eompani'd him in his Embaſſy. And 
having thus ſertl'd his affairs, he re- 
ſolv'd ro'put himſelf into a poſture 
to receive the Barbarians, fully be- 
lieving thar' the Turkiſh Army would 
ſuddenly appear before Rhodes. Nor 
was his conjecture falſe. *' Mahowet 
put off his Vizor; and as before his 
ambition gave way to his prudence, 
now his prudence gaye way to his 
eholer and deſpighr. He could no 
longer endure that a ſmall Republick 
ſhould brave him in the very boſom: 
of his Empire, and the haughtineſs 
of the Knights augmented his ſo far, 
aSto make him fall into tranſports of 
rage, which would not permit him to 

+ liſten 
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liſten to the reaſons of his wiſeſt Mi- 
niſters. He believ 'd none but Deme- 
trius and Meligale : thoſe two Rene- 
gado's obtain d the ſole diſpoſal of 
his thoughts; and according to the 
cuſtom. ot intereſted Courtiers, who 
flatter the paſſion of the Prince to ſa- 
tisfy their own; they ſo vehemently . 
incens'd him againſt the Rhodrans, 
and the Order of St. John, that he 
reſoly'd to lay fiege tro Rhodes. 

The better to fix and ſettle fo 
important an enterprize, he held 
a ſecret Council, ro which he 
call'd rhe moſt expert Engineers 
of all his Armies; but the perſon 
he . moſt contided in, was George 
Frapam, a German, who was pro- 
foundly $kill'd in the art of War, 
and who after he had liy'd ſome years 
in the Iſland of S$c;o, went to Con- 
fantinople, where being marri'd, he 
had acceſs to the Grand Signior, who 
lov'd men of Parts, He had former- 
Iy been at Rhodes, and had taken an 
exact plat-form of the Ciry. Upon 
this plat-form, as that which was ad- 


judg'd the moſt regular of all the 
reſt, 
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reſt, he began to lay his contrivances 
for the management of the ſiege. 
Mahomet, who was rcſoly'd nor ro 
go in perſon, whether for fear of ha- 
zarding his Renown, or elſe not ca- 
ring to honour the Knights by fight- 
ing againſt them himſelt, declar'd his 
Baſha, M:ſach Paleologus, General of 
his Army. This was his principal 
Favourite, and the moſt Vluſtrious 
Baſjha of the ' whole Empire. He 
was a Greek of the Imperial Houſe 
of the Paleologr, born a Chriſtian, 
and bred up in Chriſtianiſm. He for- 
ſook his Religion ro ſave his lite at 
the taking of Conſiantizaple, when 
the Conqueror put to death all that 
fell into his hands of the Family or 
Blood of the Emperor Conftantine. 
Having abjur'd'his Faith, it. was no 
hard thing for him to obtain the 
higheſt Commands in the Ottoman 
Court, His wit, his courage and de- 
ortment , were anſwerable ro his 
irth. He had by degrees habituared 
himſelf co the cuſtoms of the Turks; 
yet not altogether forgetting the fa- 
ſhions of the Greeks ; 1o that in _ 
nc 
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the rudeneſs of the one, and the po- 
liteneſs of the other,ſeem'd to be both 
joyn'd together. When he had gain'd 
the ' favourof. the Grand Signior, he 
accompani'd him in all his military 
Expeditions ;, and always thar'd both 
in his dcfigns and Conqueſts. So that 
in time he acquir'd great experience 
in War ;; and it was the general opi- 
nion of 7urkey, that next to Maho- 
#7, there:was none more fit to un- 
dertake 'the Conduct. of a difficylc 
enterprize then Baſha Paleologus. 

In the :mmean while, for .tcar the 
Grand Maſter ſhould have advice of 
whar paltat Conſtantinople, Mahomet 
fer 'iguards upon all 'the Paſſes, and 
commanded his Governors to ſtop 
all Poſts, and to open all Letters. He 
erder'd-alſo, a great riumber of Infan- 
try; to fall down through A/2 the 
leſs. But that it ſhould nar be thought 
that he -intended a ſiege, while he 
prepares the: great Ships which were 
to carry the extraordinary picces of 
Cannon ; he ſent forth our of the 
Streight a hunder'd and fifty light 
Ships with ordinary Artillery, giving

All theſe precautions of Mahome? 
and the Baha could not prevent bur

by his Spics which he kept in the Or- 

toman Court. However the News ” 

did not come much before the Gallies 

that fſct out firſt began to appear, 

For they ſhew'd themſelves within 

fighr of the Iſland upon the fourth 

day of December in the year 1479, 

and came to an Anchor before the

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Fort. of Fano, The General of the 
Turks, who would not be idle, in cx- 
pectarion ot the reſt of his Forces, 
immediately landed the Cavalry 
which he had brought with him ; and- 
order'd his Avant Curriers to harraſs

berg, Baily of Braudenburgh, whom 
the Grand Mafter had aflignd to ſuf- 
tain the firſt efforts of the Enemy, 
did not ſuffer the Spah;'s punttually 
to execute the Orders of their Gene- 
ral ; for he charg'd them ar the head 
of the Light Horſe which he com- 
manded, and after he had lain ſe- 
veral of them, forc'd the reſt to be- 

rake them to their Ships. | 
This Repulſe conſtrain'd the Baſha 
to retire ; butt was only to atracque 
Felo, one of the Iflands which the 
Knights polleſs'd in the Archipelago, 
The Turks batter'd the Fort with- 
out ceaſing for eight days together, 
and ſeveral times they ſcal'd the 
Walls, but all ro no purpoſe; for 
the Knights, the Souldicrs, and the

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- Country men that defended the place, 


made ſo ſtout a reiiftance, that the 
Enemy rais'd his Siege with no ſmall 
loſs and diſgrace, Whereupon the 


- Grand Maſter did not only commend 


in full council the valour of the Gas 
riſon, but alſo ſent conſiderable re- 
wards to thoſe that had moſt coura- 
giouſly behay'd themſelves, propore 
tionable to their condition and me- 
rit. 

Theſe firſt Exploits encourag 'd 
the Chriſtians, though they did dif 
courage the Infidels, Nor did Mz- 
ſach Faleologus lay ſo much to heary 
the misfortune of his Arms, as the 
death of Me/:;gale, That Renegade, 
whom the Ba/ſha reſerv'd for great 
occaſions, was ſtruck with a prodi- 
gious diſcaſe upon the Sea, which 
carry'd him off in a tew days, His 
body was all over nothing bur corrup- 
tion; and beſides the inſupportablg 
ſtench of his Corps, the Worms which 
eat him alive, render'd him a miſe- 
rable ſpeQacle to all the world ; the 
ſight of which was dreadful to be- 
hold. After he had endur'd the ut: 


molt 
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moſt extremities of Torment, and itt 
vain implor'd relief from Heaven, he 
dy'd blaſpheming God, and curſing 
men, almoſt in view of Rhodes. Pay- 
ing thar'puniſhment which his Coun- 
try cxated from him by a moſt Tra- 
gical end. 

- In the mean time the Tur#z/h Fleet 
paſs'd the Streight of Ga//zpo/7, and 
the Forces that came by Land, ren+ 
devouz d in Zyc:ia, as they were ap» 
pointed. There the report ran that 
M2ahomet was ſuddenly dead, and 
that the Souldiers which march'd 
from all parts, were only 'to prevent 
ſuch Commotions and InſurreCtions 
as are wont to happen upon the death 
of the Emperor. A Greek Spy, who 
was diſcoyer'd at Rhodes, and the 
Priſoners that were taken and ſent 
thither by the Knights of ' the Fort 
of Faro, conteſs'd all they knew. By 
other means alſo the Grand Maſter 
underſtood that the Encmies Fleet 
drew nearer and nearer, and being 
one that was accuſtom'd to falſe re- 
ports, he believ'd nothing leſs then 
the dcath of Mahomet ; and as for

»>Howover [he omirtted:.nat ta rake 
all the caution. that Humane: pru- 
dence cobld. require.

Mary.andSt:/nthony;thar itood with- 
out.the.City,and very near the Walls; 
might-ſerye: for ſhelter. for the Int» 
dels, and aynvy. the Town; he caus'd 
them to be-puli'd down;:. He orderid 
thar\the::Jnbabirants who -had Gar» 
dens and.'/Houſes] about the Ciry, 
ſhould\cur. down all: the 'Frees that 
did..not bear-Fruit, and 'that .they 
{bouid biing into Rhodes as much of 
the Wood as:they.;could, He com: 
manded. them alſo 'to cut down all 
the Barley and Oats that were grewn 
up, that the Enemy might.want 1or- 
rage for their Hotſes, and alſo all the 
Wheat, and-+to ſpoil the Graſs and 
green. Plaurs. After which having 
"choſen for Captains of the Succeſlors, 
the Hoſpitaller, the Admiral, the 
Chancellour , and Treaſurer of the 
Order ; he gave inſtructions to the

himſelf : he caus'd publick prayers 
to be made to Heaven, and ſenr for 


an Image of the Virgin. It. was that 
which 
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3which the Rhodians worſhipp'd upon 
Mount Palermns, and which aiter 
. Solyman had taken Rhodes was car- 
.ry'd ro Ma/ta,''where ir ſtill remains 
-1n the Church of St. John the Baptiſt. 
Whar the fatal Image of Mzerud 
- was'to the people of Troy, that was 
the Image of the Virgin tothe peo- 
"ple. -of Rhodes ; who tbeliey'd they 
had nothing to fear while ſhe was-irn 
the midſt of them. 

In the mean while the Sentinel that 
ſtood upon the top of St. Stevens 
Mount, gave a Signal, to advertize 
that the Enemies kleer appear'd. The 
Grand Maſter haſted to rhe Moun- 
tain to ſatisfy his own eyes, carrying 
along with him men expert in Sea 
affairs, who were all of one opinion; 
by the courſe which the Fleet iteer'd, 
that they were bound to join with 
the Baſha, who ſtay'd for them in 
the Port of Feſco ; there ro embarque 
all his Forces. Nor were they de- 
teir'd. For the Souldiers being em- 
barqu'd with all ſpeed, the Ortoman 
Fleet composd of a hundred and 
ſixty Sail, ſteer'd directly along the 

K 3 Coaſt 
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'Coaſt of Zycia with a faic Gale : at 
Tength: it appear'd ' before Rhodes a- 
gain the 2340f May in the year 1480. 
Then to ſee the excellent'order ot the 
Barbarians, to hear rhe joytul ſhouts 
'of the Barbarians, the ſound of the 
Fifes, the noiſe of the Trumpets; 
it ſeem” d;as'if they had been Trium- 
phanr. Vidtorers making their _ 
into a conquer'd City. 
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HE City of | Rhoges fo fa- 
mous in Antiquity for Arr 
and Science, there cheriſh'd, 


and for the birth of ſo ma- 
ny famous men, is ſeated by the Sea- 
11de:upon the deſcent of a little Eill, 
which riſes inſenfibly, in a pleaſant 
plain, in the North part of the Ifiand, 
Thar bears its name. Ir'is crown'd 
K 3 with 
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with ſeveral little Hillocks full of 
clear Springs ; and which in the time 
of the Grand Maſter, whoſe ſtory I 
write; were all ſhaded 'with Orange, 
Pomegranate Trees, and others of 
the ſame nature. It was then wel! 
built, immur'd with- a double Wall, 
fortify'd- with ſeveral 'Towers, that 
were , encompaſs'd every one with a 
kind of Ravelin or Baſtion. A great 
Rampart ſuſtain'd theſe Walls with- 
in, and a large and deep Moat. -en- 
viron'd them withour. But toward 


. the South, and on that fide where 


the Jews inhabited in the low Town, 
the Towers were ſomething more 
diſtant one from another ; for which 


reaſon that ſide was ſo much the 


weaker. 
The Quarter where the Knights 
liv'd, which was call'd the Manſions, 
of the Languages, which was a kind 
of City by it ſelf, was the ſtronger 
not only for its ſcituation, but alſo 
for the ſcituation which art had ad- 
ded toir. For beſides that the. Sea 
waſh'd it upon the .North and Eaſt, 
it was defended by two Bulwarks, 
nine 
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nine Towers, and by aparticular For- 
tification thar ct it ſelf ro the 
Sea. A very thick Wall, and flank'd 
with good Towers, ſcparated- it from 
the low Town, which the people and 
inhabitants poſſeſs 'd. The Palace of 
the Grand Maſter that run along the 
Manſions of the Knight upon the 
Weſt ſide, was better fortity'd then 
the reſt, . having three or four diſtin 
encloſures. hy | 

The Port that was the chief de- 
fence of the whole Ciry, look'd to- 
ward the Eaſt, and ſomewhat roward 
the North, It was made by two 


Moles, that ſtretching themſelves from 


the Walls of the City, and almoſt 
meeting onz another, lefr no more 
room: but for one Gally at a time ro 
enter. The entry was guarded by 
two ſtrong Towers, ſeated upon two 
Rocks, upon which formerly ſtood 
the famous Coloſſus of Braſs, which 
was accounted one of rhe ſeven won- 
ders of the World, 
Two little Boſomes of Sea did as 
it were adorn the Port upon the North 
and South ſides, and a Mole that 
— K 4 {ſtrech'd 
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ſtrerch'd it ſelf aboye three 'hunder'd 
paces into the Sea, at the end where- 
of ſtood the Tower of St. Nicholas, | 
which clos'd the boſom that lay up- | 
on the North. | 
If we may believe the old Arab:ick 
Chronicles, intermixt with many fa- 
bles, this Fort was ancjently built by 
an Arabian Prince, call'd by the 
name of Muhauwzas, a great” Souldier, 
and Son of A4: S:firm. This Prince, 
from Governor of Egypt and Syria, 
coming to be Caleph nine and thirty 
years after Mahomer, was no ſooner 
ſeared upon the' Arabzan Throne, 
but he rcſolv'd to conquer all the 
Roman Empire ; and his firſt deſign 
was to attaque Corſtantimople by Sca 
and Land. 'Bur he was advis'd to 
go firſt ro Rhodes, which the cxploits 
of the Romans made every day more 
famous then -qther, among all the 
Nations of the World. For the bring- 
ing of which enterprize to paſs, ha- 
ving befteg'd the City, he built a 
Tower juſt by the Porr, upon the 
Rocks that ran very far into the Sea. 
And thoſe fabulous Stories relate thar 
MO ho 
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he builr this Tower ſo high, thar the 
top of it touch'd the Heavens, and 
the foundations reach'd tro the cen- 
ter of the Earth. 

' The truth is, ' that after the Veye- 
tians had rais'd the fiege of Rhodes, 
inthe ycar 1464, the Grand Maſter, 
Zacoſta, conſidering of what grear 
advantage a Fort built upon thoſe 
Rocks would be for the detence' of 
the Ciry; began that very year to 
build the Tower of Sr. Nzcholas, and 
that Phil:p, Duke of Burgundy, gave 
twelve thouſand Crowns in Gold to 
finiſh it ; which engag'd the Knights 
to ſet the Arms of the Duke of Bum 
gundy, and the Provinces under his 
fubje&tion, upon the Tower. 

This was the condition of the Ci- 
ty of Rhodes, when. it was beſieg'd 
by ' the Army of Mahomet. The 
Fleet came to an Anchor juſt againſt 
St. Steven's Mount ; and mauger all 
that the Knights conld do to hinder 
their landing, the Turks got footing, 
and lodg'd themſelves immediately 
upon the Mounr, and in the 'neigh- 
bouring plains : * Ar the ſame time 

- they 
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they brought a-ſhore all their Artil. 
tery alſo, and their Engines. of War. 
The Baſha had in his Army, which 
conſiſted at leaſt of a hunder'd thou- 
ſand men, all the beſt Squadrons of 
Anatol;a, the choice of rhe Spah:'s 
and Janizarzes, aboye four thouſand 
Voluntiers, ſeveral Beys of Roma- 
ni2 and other Goyernments ; and 
taſtly, ſeveral Companies compos'd 
of the Veteray Bands that had fol- 
low'd Mahomet in all his military 

xpeditions. 

| No ſooner were they encamp'd, but. 
2 Troop of Voluntiers came briskly 
up fo the walls of the City, to brave 
fhe Rhodzans ; whether the firſt heat 
with which they landed were nor yet 
allaid, or whether they thought thar 
ſome bald and irregular ation could 
do no harm at the beginning of the 
Siege. ' Bur their precipitation coi? 
them dear; for a party ot the Knights 
fallying out upon them, charg's ici 
fo vigorouſly, that after they 3d 
flaih a'great number of them, ihey 
put. the” reſt to flight. The Kknigh:s 
were no ſooner re-enter d, bur :::e 

PE | Ec Barba- 
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Barbarians return'd in better, order, 
and far more numerous, to obſerye 
the condition of the Town, The Re- 
negado, Demetrius, was in the head 
of them; in whom the ZB2/92 molt 
confided, ſince the death of Mel:gale.- 
Thereupon the Knights .made a ſe- 
cond ſally, commanded by Antony 
D Aubuſſon, Vicount of Montezl, the 
Grand Maſter's Brother. | 
| He arriv'd at Rhodes but ſome 
days bcfore, with an Equipage and a 
Train anſwerable ro his Quality, 
He came ro Rhodes not only with 
an intention to go to. Jeruſalem, and 
to viſit the holy Sepulcher, according 
ro the cuſtom of thoſe . times; bur 
alſo to aſſiſt the. Grand Maſter, his 
Brother, and to ſerve the Church, 
finding himſclf in a Siege with which 
the Knights were menac'd every mo- 
ment. He was a perſon of great Ho- 
nour and Generolity, very skilſul, in 
the art of War, and. one that pro- 
foundly underſtood the world. He 
was made Captain. General of the 
Rhodzans upon his arrival, the Heads 
of the Council, who knew his worth,

fent. He had brought along -with

To that end they 
laid Planks at the bottom of the Wa- 


'rer all ſtuck with Iron Spiks ; and 


then there was a good ſtrong Guard 
plac'd upon the out Wall on that fide 
of-the City ; in the Trenches alſo 
lay a ſtour ſquadron of French and 
Spaniſh Knights, to relieve the Ga- 
riſon in the Tower, upon occaſion. 

.- The Grand Maſtcr ſpent all the 
night a Horſe back, and in Arms, 
ſtirring continually ro keep his men 
in Breath, The Knights and Souldizrs 
kept their Poſts all night, withour 
ſtirring, bar ſtill upon the watch, 
and ready to fight the Enemy. The 
Grand Maſter was alſo very careful 
to plant ſeveral pieces oft Canon all 
along the Walls of the City that look- 
ked roward the Mole of the Tower; 
to ſink rhe Turtz/h Gallics that ſhould 
ride there to favour the aſſault, He 
alſo provided fcveral fire Ships -to 
burn the Enemies Gallies while they 
= L 3 made 


made the attacque. And:in regard 
all was tobe hazarded to.fave a poſt, 
upon which depended: the ſatery of 
the City, he pur hiraſelf; into the 
Tower, together with his Brother the 
Viſcount of Montezle. 
; All theſe Cautions were - bur little 
enough ; tor day no ſooner. appear'd, 
but the Turki/b Gallics weigh'd from 
before Mount Sr. Stevens, and ſteer'd 
direly to the Tower 'with a freſh 
gale, with a loud noiſe of. Frumpetrs 
and Drums. ' No ſooner were, they 
come near the Rocks! of the Fort, 
bur the Barbarians leapt a ſhoar,-and 
while the Gallies play'd from the Seaz 
they ran to the aſ{au]t, with a fury that 
look'd more like deſperateneſs, then 
courage. At the ſame-time, they 
within diſcharg'd all their 'Cannon 
from the Walls upon the Galleys, and 
the Musketeers from the Mole gave 
the Infidels ſo ſmart aVolley,that they, 
kill'd moſt of them upon 'the place ; 
the reſt more furious for the ſlaughter 
of the others, and -reinfore'd with 
{reſh ſupplics, in ſpighe of all the 
thor from the City, fell- boldly re 

the 
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the Scalado, They thax defended the 
Tower, ;encourag'd by the! preſence, 
of the: Grand Maſter, and the. neceſ-, 
fity of vanquiſhing or 'periſhing, ſu-- 
{iain'd -the aflault with a. reſolucion; 
that aſtoniſh'd the Aſfailants. Ne-; 
ver. was there perhaps; at- attacque- 
more obſtinate, nor a more ſtout de- 
tence, The Turks that fought almoſt 
in the air, tumbl'd every toot from 
the top of: the Rocks either dead or 
wounded, bit their rooms were ſoon 
fll'd up; fo:that it feerr'd as if. they 
had been ſtill the ſame people, & that, 
their blows took no efiect. Alexzs of 
Tarſus, one-of the moſt valiant of the: 
Turks, was carcful to ſupply. the af-' 
ſauſt with freſh men. He comman- 
ded that day in the place of the Ba-, 
/aa, who was detain'd ſick. in the 
Camp ; and: his undauntedneſs gave: 
ſo-much courage to the Turks, that 
they fought all, wounded and bloody. 
as they had. been ſavage-beaſts, en-/ 
rag'd at the ſight of their blood, and 
no. way concern'd- at the fear of 


death. ::;-_ 
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' The Butcherics of the Barbarians 
rather redoubl'd then abated the cou+ 
rage” of the Knights; who fought 
like men that/had nothing to be good 
husbands - of, but rather ſought to 
kill, then to defend themſelves. The 
Grand Maſter, who perform'd all the 
offices of a good Captain, and a pri- 
vate Souldicr, had his head-piece 
ftruck'n from his head with a tione, 
But in regard he was neither woun- 
ded nor itunn'd with the blow, he 
rook a Hat inſtead of a Helmet, and 
continu'd in the heat of the fight with 
his wonted tranquizity ; however, he 
was hit by ſeveral Arrows that pierc'd 
bis Armour in ſeveral places. þ 
Theſe accidents caus'd the Knights 
ro be very ſolicitous for their Cap- 
rain. And the Commander, Carretta, 
ſeeing many. people fall about the 
Grand Maller, befought him earneſt- 
Iy'to retire, To whom the Grand 
Maſter ſmiling,reply'd, Tow have more 
to hope for, then I to fear, Tou will 
oe day reap the fruit of my pains, 
added he, by a kind of Propherical 
Spirit; as it were foretelling the Com-

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mander, that Heaven had deſfir'd him* 
ro- be one day Grand Maliter of 
Rhodes.

The Vieount of Mozfe:l ſhar'd 
with his Brother in the' travel, and 
the danger ; The artificial Fires, and 
Cannon-ſhot that flew continually 
from the Town, and the -perperual 
ſhowers of Muſquet-bullets, Arrows, 
and Stones, wrought a moſt wonder- 
ful effet. On the other fide, the 
Fire-ſhips ſer fire to ſeveral Galleys, 
and the Arillery of the Garriſon ſo 
ill entreated the Galleys that defen-' 
ded themſelves from the Fire-ſhips, 
thar the enemies, after they had in a 
thort time loſt above ſeven hunder'd 
of theirs, were conſtrain'd to give 
way. Now, as-it is uſual to run from 
one ' extremity to another, and that 
nothing is weaker then a Plunatick, 
when the fitt is over ; theſe men, va- 
liant even to fury, and who boaſted 
to out- brave death, betook themſelves 
to their heels with ſo much haſte, thar 
the moſt part were drown'd fly-

At their 
firſt admittance they reported, that 
Mahomet was coming with a formi- 
dable Army, and thar all was loft, 
if they did nor come to''a Capitula- 
tion, before his arrival: Some of 
the 7ra/;an Knights who guarded the 
poſt on thar fide,and queſtionleſs were 
nor the braveſt of their Nation, were

© To thar effeRt, the General of the 
Barbarians underrook to build a 
Woodd'n-Bridg thar would hold fix 
men a breſt, which ſhould reach from 
the Church of Sr. Antony ro the foot 
of' the Tower.

' - The Grand Maſter omitred nothing 
that lay in his power. Reſet a thou- 
Jahd Pioncers at work, who labour'd 
46 day 
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day and night in cutting the Rock, 
to make the Moat wider, and deeper, 
After he had reinforc'd 'the Garriſon 
with ſuch Forces as; the Eſcalle had 
brought from YVerong at. the begin- 
ning-of the Siege, , he poſted ar the 
foot of the Mole a Squadron;of Spa- 
#2/þ and German Knights, to be luc- 
cour'd from; thence. as occaſion re- 
quir'd. But.as he had reaſon. to ſuſ- 
pect left one part of the enemy ſhould 
attacque the City, while the other 
aſlaulred Sri;Nichotas's Fort, and that 
the Jews Wall would beithe, place, 
where, their; Cannon +þad; already 
made ſeveral breaches;; he ſent-thj- 
ther a good number .of Souldiers.un- 
der. the Conduct of -the Knights. de 
Northolon, with order; not. to ſally 
without expreſs command. © After 
that he prefcrib'd ro- every one- his 
particular duty in the Fort, yet doing 
nothing without mature deliberation 
and counſel. For he heard advice with 
calmneſs, and a quick. apprehenſion, 
being | np that the moſt judi- 
cious do not ſee every thing, and that 
the -wiſeſt often miſtake, when roo 
much 
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much wedded to their own judgment. 
Thar courteſy and affability which 
he ſhew'd ro. all the World, allow'd 
not only to the Knights, but alſo to 
the meaneſt Souldiers the liberty of 
ſpeaking their thoughts upon all oc- 


' ecafions that prefented themſelves. 


He took delight ro hear them, 'and; 
ſomerimes: he found in -rhe diſcourſe

quantity of Arms' and>Ammunition: 
mto the Sea. They:were taken in the, 
a&t, and aſham'd of: themſelves when 
they :were--diſcover'd. They. alſo 
ctav'd pardon :of the Grand Maſter, 
and threw-themſelves ar his fcer, ve- 
ry penitent for whar they had done. 
Bur notwithſtanding all their pray- 
ers and entrearies, and all their peni- 
cence, he caus'd them to be hang'd 
our at the windows of the 'T —_ 
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and their bodies to be caſt into the 
Seca. | 

The enemy was ſo much perplex'd 
that he had atracqu'd the Tower in 
the open day, that he refolv'd nor to: 
attacque it any more but by night.

encmics with'an. undaunted refoluti- 
on, vigorouſly ſuſtain'd the iShock. 
They fought on both. ſides: with an 
equal ardor, .without any other'lighr, 
then. that.of the Granado's and: tire- 
pots, that flew continually: from ſide 
ro ſide; ſo that there. was a great

| In the mean time the Galleys being 
come up cloſe to the Rack, and the 
| Wood 'n 
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Wood'n bridg being fix'd to the point 
of the Rock, by the aſliſtance of the 
Parks, a multitude almoſt innumera:- 
ble of the Turks gave the aſſault on 
that ſight where the Groſs of the Wall 
was fall'n down. The diſcharges that 
were made ſo thick upon them, brake 
theit firſt efforr, and threw headlon 
a 'go0d number of them that were T 
ready got up. The reſt were repuls'd 
by the Knights that defended thar 
art; and there ir was to be ſeen, 
pow ſometimes valour might prevail 
againſt number, The Grand Maſtcr 
who was every where, encourag 'd

This generous and haughty anſwer 
quite diſappointed all the Baſha's de- 
11gns.

barter the. City night and day with- 
out ceaſing. Never were orders bet- 
ret execured; ; for the Turks enliven'd 
by the fury of the Ba/ba, and tranſ- 
ported at the ſame time with a de 
ſire of Victory and revenge, in a ſmall 
time made above three thouſand five 
hundred Shot, which brought the 
| Towers 
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Towers and' Walls almoft down to 
the Ground... Yet neither-digd'$his at- 
fright the. Rbodzans.. For the Grand 
Maſter went up and down-te hearten 
the Inhabitants and encourage rhe 
Souldiers. His confidence' in God 


increas'd his natural Conftancy, and 


ſpread in his Countenance a ſerene 
Air, which prov'd. a happy ſuccels. 

. - When he thought: the Enemy was 
ready to give, the- aſſault, he plac'd 
at the mott:dangerous place , itrong 
Squadrons of:Cavalry,under the mott 
Skalful Conimanders which.he choſe 
hicaſclf. .. Kerrerain'd near: his: own 
perſon, the French: Gentlemen who 
had follow'd: tbe Counr:.df Maatrit 
to Rhodes ; ard plac'd himſelf-with 
them near the Jews. quarter ;; from 
whence he might rclieve-all;parts as 
need requir'd.: But becauſethe repos'd 
all: his hopes:n jtho protection of 
Heaven, he:fr{t wenr'ang.proſtrated 
himſelf at the feet .of the Altars rc- 
commending,"to: 'God the ſafery of 
Rhodes, and commanding; prayers 
ta becontinually faid in all rhe Chur- 
ches of the City. E366; 
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192 . The Hiſtory of. 
-: In-the mean: time the: Baſha ch- 
courag'd . by the. Havock .which his 
Artillery /had made, after. he:had flar- 
ter 'd his men with their Martial.ver- 
rue, and/ had perftwaded them that 
they had nothing more now to take 
then. Ruines without defence, he: 0- 
penly .declar'd to them that they 
thould freely have the pillage of. the 
Town, He commanded them to put 
all ro the Sword, except the young 
Infants, whom he permitted them to 
preſerve either for their own benefit, 
or the” Grand Signiors Militia. He 
ordain'd alfo thar. all the men that 
ſhould eſcape the Sword of. the Muf- 
ſel men, ſhould be empal'd, to which 
purpoſe he ſet upright a thouſand 
Stakes in the Field. 

The :Turks reviv d anew by this 
apparent faciliry of the —_— 
and the hope of phunder, with im 
patience.expected the hour of affaulr 
with rheir Arms in their hands, and 
Chains abour their waſts,ro bind thoſe 
that they ſhould nor-kill; Nor. could 
the Ba/ha hardly retain them one day 
more, that he ſhot continually ar rhe 
Town to level the Fortifications of the 
Belieged, ; A 
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Art length the 29th of July, he 
gave the ſignal juſt ar break of day, 
y the ſhooting of a Mortar piece. 
Immediately the Ofrtomany Army ran 
furiouſly on, invoking the name of 
their falſe Propher, and aſlail'd the 
City on every fide with moſt dread- 
ful ſhouts and yells, that made all 
the Sea-ſhoar, and all the Hills to ring 
again, Nevertheleſs the main onſer 
was giv n to the Jews Wall, where 
the Kuines, which had fill'd up the 
Ditch again,made the way eaſy. Then 
an innumerable multitude mounted 
the Walls, and fell on with that fury, 
that theChriſtians who kepr theWalls, 
were quite overlaid with number, and 
almoſt all ſlain. The Turks putt up 
with this ſucceſs, drove back the reſt, 
and ſct up ſeven of their colours upon 
the walls, beforc the Chriſtians could 
get upupon a ſlope, made with rhe 
Ruins of the Wall on their fide. The 
Knights and Souldiers that firſt aſcen- 
ded fell upon the Turks with ſuch a 
fury that they forc'd them to retire. 
Bur the Turks being preſently rein- 
forc'd, both parties diſputed a long 
O 


time. 
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time for the Wall ; they oh both 
ſides with. great heat and courage, 
But when the Combar grew hot, and 
that the victory ſeem'd to encline tg 
the Infidels, the Count of Monte! 
came into the aſſiſtance of the Chriſti- 
ans ; but notwithſtanding all the cf 
ſects of their valour, they could not 
drive back their Enemies, whom the 
preſencs of the Baſha made undaun: 
red, and not being able ro with- 
tand ſo great a number as tell upon 
them. 

In the mean time the report which 
was ſpreal that the Enemy had car- 
ry 'd the Jews Quarter, firnck terror 
and contufion every where. Put fo 
ſoon as the Grand Maſter ſaw this 

eginning of a Rout, with a halt pike 
in his hand, he mounted the Wall, 
having already kilt'd fome that were 
gor down, and conſidering that the 
!ols of :1' depended upon this poſt, 
he refoly'd to hazard all, or regain it. 
The oid.. Commanders and young 
E.nizhts thar were near to his perſon, 
mounted aticr ;- at * what time -rhe 
Grand Maker breaking into a' thick 
Bat- 
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Battalion of the Turks, with an aſto- 
nithing fury, charg'd them ſo rude- 
ly, that they were ſoon clear'd off. 

No ſooner was it known to what 
danger the Grand Maſtcr had expoſ'd 
himſelf, but the Burgeſlcs of theTown 
ran with all ſpced to diſingage him,or 
to dye with him. The Women alſo 
who were for the moſt part habited 
in mens apparel, appcar'd upon the 

Ramparts to terrify the Aſſailants,fol- 
low'd their husbands, and pouring 
down ſcalding Oil, Flints, and old 
Iron upon the Turks ; while others 
were ſo hardy as to throw Wild fire, 

and others to take up the Arms of 

the Slain, and .fight in their ſtcads 
they did very good ſervice. On the 
other fide the Archers which the 

Grand Maſter had plac'd in ſuch parts 

of the Wall which the Cannon had 

a little ſpar'd ; ſhot continually upon 

thoſe that came with freſh recruits. 

The Barbarians tell in great heaps 
every where, yet dearly ſelling their 

lives, bur more eſpecially making 'a 

great {laughter about the Grand Ma- 

{.er, Bur the preſent Image of death 

2 r c- 
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redoubl'd his zeal, and no way di- 
miniſh'd his valour. Let us dye, my 
dear Brethren, ſaid he, rather then 
retire, "tis for the faith, tis for hea- 
ven that we fight, our death ſhall 
be honour 'd among men, and precious 
in the ſaht of God, His example, 
and his words, ſo encourag'd the 
Souldiers, that mauger. the obſlinate 
reſiſtance of the enemy, they regain'd 
the Field, and made themſelves abſo- 
lute Maſters of it, after a diſpute of 
two hours. The Knight de Montho- 
lon, being the firſt that tore up the 
Ottoman Banners, and flung rhem to 
the ground. 

As much afirighted as the Zarba- 
rians ſcem'd, and as much wearied 
as they were indeed, ſhame or ho- 
nour caus'd them to return to the 
Charge; and the Pafa drew out a 
Body of old Janizaries to ſecond 
the afſauſt. Now, in regard the Grand 
- Maſter was known by his gilded 
Arms, and the throng of remarkablc 
perſons that environ'd him; the 
Baſha commanded thar they ſhould 
pick him our particularly, _ 
91 "0 irc 
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freſh men threw themſelves, like beaſts 
of prey, upon the Chriſtians;& having 
forc'd their, way through the Pikes 
and Swords, were making direCtly to 
the Grand Maſter, it the Vicount of 
Mecnteil, who faw them coming, 
had nor pur a ſtop to them; who 
flew upon them with the moſt va- 
liant of the Auvernian Poſt: In 
the mean time ten or twelve of the 
boldeſt of the Turks joyning with 
thoſe thar were at handy-ſtrokes with 
the Grand Maſter, they laid at him 
with ſeveral blows ; ſo thar his arms 
being broken,he recciv'd five wounds: 
however, he fought ſtil] very valiant- 
ly. Bur the Knights perceiving he 
was wounded,fell on ſo furiouſly,rhar 
the enemy firſt began to give ground; 
and laſtly, ro betake them to their 
heels. | | 
As for the Turks who were got 
upon the Poſts of - the other Lan- 
ovages, where they found equal re- 
| fiftance ; ſo ſoon as they Gow the 
| Jews Wall forſaken,they quitted their 
attaques, and fled in the greateſt diſ- 

order in the World : except thrce 
Oo 3 hundcr'd 
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hunder'd of the ſtouteſt, who ſtaid up- 
on the. Walls, and being no fjonger 
able ro defend themſelves, fell half 
dead into the City, where they were 
maſſacred by the people. 

At the ſame time the Rhodzans il-. 
ſa"d out after them in throngs, and 
purſu'd them ro their very Camp, 
making a molt-faral flaughter among 
them. The Turks alſo kill'd one ano- 
ther to make room for themſelves ; 
ſo much they dreaded to fal! into the 
hands of the Chriſtians. The Ba- 
Jha did all he could by threats and 
promiles tro ſiay their flight : their 
jcar would not let them take notice 
of cither, and he was at length con- 
firain'd to fiy to the ſhore, that he 
might be near his Galleys. 

Khodgia Afendy, who has wrote 
in the Tar#z/h Language the Sicge of 
Rhodes, attributes the rout ot the 
Infidels to the avarice of their Gene- 
ral : For he ſays, that the Souldiers, 
more covetous of booty then blood, 
being ready to enter the Town, and 
preparing themſelves ro plunder, 


where they hop'd to-find great riches; 
the 
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the Bſha, to preſerve the whole for 
himſelf, *cans'd prociamarien - to be 
made. thar the treafure of Rhodes 
was the demicans of "the Otto ar : 
Courr, and that the generous A47ffh fe. 
men were to ſeek nothing: more in 
fight then the honour of {crving, the. 
Eniperor ; however, he would not fail - 
ro!recompetice thoſe that tihould do: 
their diity,,'as he-would pub thoſe; 
thar ſhouldztake the Jealt rag... The : 
Hiſtorian xd#5s} thar this Proclamati-! 
on ſo cool'd'the conrage of. the Soul-., 
diers, that'they :rhought: of nothing. 
atter thar, but how to fave their lives. : 
Bat we may cafily.con;<&ture, by the. 
examination: of-his words,.that he: 
does not ſpeak truth according to the 
manner-ot the Tzrhs, who make no* 
ſcraple of lying, when it is cirhcr to 
excule and cover the cowardicc,or dif- 
honcur of their Nation. Ir. it has 
been the cuſtom of the Citom. tm Em: 
perors, and: their Baſha's, always to 
abandon ſuch Towns as were 1akcn 
by aſſault ro the plunder of the So'2]- 
dicrs: So that ir is not likely that 
Faleologns, who us'd ail-the mcans 
| O 4 ke 
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| he could, 'to make himſe!f Maſter of 
the place; and who was naturally 
magnificent, ſhould of a ſudden take 
ro a courſe ſo contrary to his deſign 
and humour, FS Dy 

In the mcan time. the Grand Ma- 
ſter, who felt himſelf very much 
weaken'd by his wounds, return'd 
into the City all bloody ; after whom 
follow'd the victorious Knights with 
the Imperial Standard, which they 
had tak'n from before the Pavilion 
of the Baſhi: bur the condition of 
their Prince put them imtoſuch a con- 
ſternation, that they-- could not re- 
joyce for their Victory, One of his 
wounds was accounted - mortal, and 
the ſecond day they began to de- 
ſpair of his lite, 752 

So ſoon as the Baſha had recover'd 
the Sca-ſhore with the remains of his 
Army, he never ſtood to conſult whe- 
ther he ſhould raiſe the Siege or no. 
Whatever confidence he had had till 
then, in the fortune of Mahomert and 
his own, he deſpair'd to take the 
place after ſo many vain aſſults ; and 
underſtanding that he had loſt above 


nine 
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nine thouſand men ſlain out-right, 
and above fifteen thouſand wounded, 
which were not in the fight ; he took 
care of nothing more then how to 
fave the rcſt by retiring. | 

While the Turks were embarquin 
their Engines of War, and all their 
Baggage, there appear'd two - great 
Ships, which Ferdznand, King of 
Spain, had ſent ro the relict of 

hodes, Paleologus, who ſaw them 
making to the Port with full ſail, con- 
ſidering what a ſhame it would be ro, 
let them enter the Porr, ſhot at then 
with ſuch picces of Artillery, as were 
not embarqu'd; not being able ro 
allault them with his Galleys, becauſe 
the winds were contrary. The ſhor 
brought one of the Maſts of one cf 
the Ships by the board, bur did tl1e 
other no harm, Bur the wind chang e- 
ing, and the Sea growing rough of a 
ſadden, they both came ro an Anchor 
juſt againſt the Porr, till rhe cemp«:ſt 
forc'd them to make all the ſail chey 
could to get in, The Ship, whoſe 
Maſt was broken, was the mo te for- 
tunate, and ſtcer d ſo wel, th ar the 
| caflily 
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got in, The other being + carri'd off 
by ſtorm, ſell back into the road ; fo 
that ſhe was the next day very near 
the Infidels Fleet. The Baſha, un- 
willing ro let go a prize that he 
thought in his hands, ſent out twenty 
Galleys to ſcize her; and comman- 
ded the Captain of the Galleys ro 
go himſelf. The Chriſtians; prepare 
themſelves for fight. The twenty Gal- 
leys furround the Veſſel, and thunder 
wpon her on every fide ; and by an 
incredible kindneſs of divine pro- 
reftion, did them much: more miſ- 
chief then ſhe recciv'd her ſelf. How- 
ever, ſome that wcre beſt mann'd 
ferch'd her up by the ſtrength - of 
their oars; and having grapplÞ'd her, 
a' whole throng of Barbarians en- 
deavour'd to enter upon all her quar- 
ters. But the Spaniards and Italians 
kept their ground with ſo much re- 
ſolution, that after a bloody Fighr 
of three hours, the Turks were con- 
ſtrain'd to give way : and the death 
of the Gencral of the Galicys ſo aba- 
red their courage, that they wholly 
torſook the Velle]. - © + |

Then it was, that M:{ſach Paleolo- 
gas, being out cf all hope, and fear- 
ing all the worit of fortune, gave or- 
der to weigh Anchor, and be gone. 
And that which hafled his depar- 
ture, was, that he underiiood by his 
Spics, that the Chriſtians expected a 
very conſiderable relief, and that the 
Veſlels of Ferdmmand were but the 
forc-runners cf the Chriiiian Prince's 
Fleet. So that the Orztoman Flecr 
pur out to Sea the 18th of Argufſt, 
and ſtcer'd toward the Port of F:{co ; 
where having ſet the Army a-ſkore, 
they continu'd their courlc toward 
Con5Fant inople. - | 

The Victorious Ship enter'd the 
Port of Rhodes almoſt at the ſame 
that the Offoman Fleet ſet fail. And 
now it is no difficult thing ro appre- 
hend the joy of the Rhodzars, to ſee 
themſcives ſo well deliver'd, after a 
ſiege of ſixty days. The whole Port 
reſounded with ſhouts of gladneſs : 
and the noiſe of the Bei!s, mix'd wirh 
that of the Trumpets, made a plca- 
ſing harmony, which procijaim'd the 
railing of the Siege to all the peopls 
O 
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of the Iſland. Bur that which moſt 
contributes ro the publick rejoycing, 
was, that the Grand Maſter began to 
recover; whether the Chirurgeons 
were deceiv d in their judgments, or 
that the wound, which they deemd. 
to be mortal, were not ſo-indeed ; or 
whether there were ſomething di- 
vine and miraculous in the cure, 
However, in that languiſhing eſtate, 
whercin as yet he continu'd, he com: 
manded ſolemn Procefſions to be 
made for three days; and that Maſſes 
ſhould be ſaid in all the Churches of 
the City, for the ſouls of the Knights 
and Souldiers that had been ſlain du- 
ring the Sicge. 

So ſoon as he was cur'd of his 
wounds, and that he had ſtrength 
enough to walk, he went himſelf to 
return thanks ro God at the feet of 
the Altars. And becauſe he was per- 
ſwaded that the protection of the 
Virgin had ſav'd Rhodes, he made a 
Vow to build a magnificent Church, 
by the name of St. Marzes of the 
Victory, necr the Jerws Wall, where 
the Tarks were put to the rour, = 

L 
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did he delay the execution of his 
yows ; for being ſomewhat better 
ſerrl'd in his health, he caus'd himſelf 
to be carri'd to the place, and order'd 
the foundations to be laid in his pre- 
ſence. They labour d might and 
main at this great work, ſo ſoon as 
the fortifications of the Town were 
repair d. And becauſe the Victory 
was won upon the day wherein the 
Greehs ſolemnize the Feſtival of Sr. 
Pantaleon, the Grand Maſter built a 
ſumptuous Chappel for the exerciſe 
of the Grecian Ceremonies, in ho- 
nour of that holy Martyr; ro the 
cnd thar the Latzns and the Greeks, 
celebrating at the ſame time the 
holy Mylteries, they might re- 


- turn thanks both together, in both 


Churches, tor ſo renown'd a Victo- 
ry. 
"ou was his devotion enclos'd 
within the Walls of Rhodes. He 
founded a perpetual Maſs every week 
ar the grear Altar of Sr. John of Je- 
7uſalem ; to preſerve until the end of 
time, the memory of ſo happy a ſuc- 
ceſs, and in ſome meaſure ro make 
an 
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an immortal acknowledgment there- 
of, in the ſame place where rhe Or- 
der of Sr. John had its firſt Inſftitu- 
tion. 
\- Bat becauſe, that having implor'd 

the aid of St. John Baptiſt, when he 
fally'd ro the Combar, he found in 
his Souldicrs, and in himſelf, a new 
courage, which could nor ſpring bur 
from above ; he reſolv'd to build a 
Church in 1:a/y, in Honour of the 
+ happy Precurſor, whoſe body 7:4: 
the Apoſtate caus 'd to be burnt, and 
| whoſe precious aſhcs lye in the Ca- 
thedral Church ot St. Lawrence at 

Genoa. 

This StruCEture time brought to per- 
fe&ion; and it was built ncer to the 
Chappe), where thoſe holy Reliques 
are expos d ro the vencration of the 
people. To which, that he might do 
the greater Honour, he alſo built a 
Convent ncer to the ſaid Chappecl, 
for rwelye religious perſons of the 
Ordger, to ling Divine Service, to ſay 
Maſics tor the propagation of :the 
Faith, for the Penctaftors of the 


Ocder, and the Sou's of the Grand 
Ma- 
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Maſters deceas'd : ro which end | 
he employ'd the Revenue of fe- 
veral Commanderies, and his own, 
according to the power which 
he had receiv d from the See of 
Rome. 

He wrote at the ſame time to the 
Princes of Chriſtendom, to give them 
advice of the Victory, and to en- 
gage them ro ſend him relief, in caſe 
the Turks thould make any new at- 
rempts, and that the Knights ſhould 
be conſtrain'd ro hold out ano- 
ther Siege. But becauſe thar Ferd:- 
nand's Ships had brought him a 
Brief from S;xtus, which Brief con+ 
tain'd ſuch expreſſions, as teftifi'd 
how much the Pope did intereſt him- 
ſelf in the affairs of Rhodes, he ſent 
to Rome? the Prior of Capua, and the 
Commander of Al/aga, with the Ti- 
tle of Embaſladors Extraordinary. 
He charg,d them alſo in- their way, 
ro wait upon the King of . Naples, 
and to rell him how much the 
Knights were oblig'd to him for his 
aid. That in his own particular, he 
highly acknowledg'd his Foray 
an 
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and as long as he liv'd, ſhould ſeek 
all occaſions to teſtify his. gratitude, 
Nor was the Grand Maſter thus 
contented to declare his obliga- 
tions to Ferdinand; he alſo gave 
ſubſtantial marks of it to Lew:s 
Palafox, a Gentleman of Aragon, 
and Captain of the Ship, which had 
ſo valiantly defended the Tower of 
St. Nicholas, and the Jews Wall. 
For beſides thar, he preſented him 
with a Diamond of a very great 
price ; and made his natural Son a 
Knight, as being a young Gentle- 
man of great hopes and merit. 
He permitted him to carry in chief, 
above the Arms of his Family, the 
Arms of the Order, as an authen- 
tick proof of the Services which 
he and his had done, during the 
SIEGE. 

He alſo granted other conſide- 
rable Favours both ro the Knights 
and Souldiers, which had moſt fig- 
naliz'd themſelves: And becauſe 
che Countrey was utterly Jaid waſt; 
and for that the miſeries of the 


people were not ended with the 
| War, 
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War, he causd Corn to be di-: 
ſtributed to the Ilanders in great 
plenty ; and diſcharg'd them for 
ſeycral years of all forts of Tax- 
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HE O:10man Fleet carrid the 

_ news of their own misjortunc 
home themſelves ro Conftantinopte. 
And Mahomet was as deeply ſenfible 
of this mis{ortune,as a wiſe and-ambi- 
tious Prince poſſibly could be, who 
had nor proſper'd in an honourable 
Enterpfize; which he underrock nor 
F 3 but 
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but upon great conſideration. Though 
he were a great Maſter of himſelf, 
and one that could diſlemble his par- 
ticular anguiſlt of mind; yet upon 
the ſight of the principal Captains 
of the Army, and in that rranſport- 
ment, he was about to have pur them 
all to death. . The Ba/ba, . Mifach 
Paleogo, his favourite; preſum'd: to 
tc!] him with that freedom which his 
tavour allow'd him, that they had 
nothiag to accuſe him cirher tor his 
conduct or his courage ; and that the 
Muſful-men had done as much as men 
could do. He was glad to tell him 
withal, that the Knights of Rhodes 
were mcn of an extraordinary valour; 
and rhar there appcard in the Air a 
bright-ihining Troop,_ whoſe blows 
neither the Zirrks could thun; nor a- 
bide their looks, Burt all rhefe rea: 
{ons gave the Grand Signior no fatis- 
tation, He drove his Fayourite our 
of his fſighr, and was ſo far from 
giving him the Veſt of Honour, which 
he was wont to beſtow upon his Ge- 
'nerals and Vilters, at their returns 
from military Expeditions, that he 
com- 
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commanded him to retire to the Sux- 
gracat/hip of Gallipoli, Nor indeed 
had Mahomet any other way to cheer 
up. himſelf for this misfortune, but by 
believing thar the conqueſt of Rhodes 
was refery'd to him alone, and thar 
it belong 'd only to him to tame the 


'Knights, and their Grand Malter. 


They were ſoon inform'd at /{hodes 
of the preparations which wcre made 
at Conſtantimople tor a new Expedi- 


tion; nor was the Grand Mater idle 


in preparing to receive them. 

But while the Rhodians were re- 
pairing the defences of their City, 
there happen'd extraordinary acci- 
dents which chang'd the whole courſe 
of their proceedings. A little while 
after rhe leet of the Zarks was de- 
parted, there was heard over the 
whole Ile a kind of ſubrerrancal 


noiſe, like ro that of thunder that 


begins to grumble in a cloud, This 
was a prognoſtication of thoſe Earth- 
quakes with which the }{land was ter- 
riftid for many months. The moſt 
firm foundations ' of the City were 
thak'n by the firſt ſhogs, and almoſt 
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over-turn'd*by the ſccond ſhakings, 
which happen'd one after another ; 
an]J which many times did not give 
over, bur only to begin again with 
ercater fOrc?. | 
The half. of the Fort of St, N- 
chot.ts rumbl'd down one night, and 
the ruines of the Towcr overwhelm'd 
moſt parr of the Souldiers in the 
Tower. As the cxhalation that caus'd 
theſe motions grew to be more and 
more enrag d by the attempts which 
it made ro gct looſe out of the ca- 
verns wherein it was enclos'd, the 
Earth-quake cncreas'd every day. 
'The Earth rear'l it ſelf vp, and vic- 
ently bounded forward in ſome pla- 
ccs$ ; it cleir and open'd in others. 
Nothing but ruine and abyſics ap- 
pcar d cyvery where; nothing was 
ncard bur the cries of affrighted pco- 
ple, that run up and down to ſave 
themſelves, and yet no where ſound 
ſccuriry. In ſhort, it ſeem'd that the 
Tiland of Rhodes, which ſome belicy'd 
was produc'd our of the Sea,to make 
the Earth tremble; was now juſt 
rcady to periſh by the fame ac- 
” | cident 
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cident for which it was created. 

To add to their affiition, theſe. 
tremblings of the Earth were ac- 
compani'd with ſuch prodigious ard 
imperuous ſhowers of rain, as if a 
ſecond deluge had been come to over- 
flow the World. Beſides all this, the 
Sea ſwell'd ren foot high ; and having 
ſurpaſt its bounds, oyer-run the C.. 
ty with ſuch an imperuoſity and noiſe, 
as if it came to ſwallow it up. The 
Rhodzans belicv'd themſelves loſt, 
when they beheld how the very Ele-

forriftid him againſt ſo many cala- 
mitics. Upon this Chriſtian confi- 
dence it was, that he was often heard 
ro fay, like Moſes and David, The

f death, I will fear none il} ; be- 
cauſe, thou Lord, art with me,

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- He exhorted all the people to take 
hearri but all his exhortations figni- 
fd little; for the people ſenſible of 
what they felt, abandon'd themſelves 
to thoſe impreſſions which ſuch ſorr 
of calamities produce. And that 
which enereas'd the publick confter- 
nation; was, that about that time 
Mahomet was ſet out of Conſtantz- 
Hople at the head of three hunder'd 
thouiand men, reſolv'd ro conguer 
Ttaly or Egypr, ſo ſoon as he had 
conquer'd Ahoges. He cioſs'd the 
Thractzan Boſphorus, and took his 
way for Bithyiia; with a deſign to 
croſs all-A/zz2 the Jeſs, and ro come 
ro the Port of Zyc:a before the 
Knights ſhould know of his march. 
Bur Heayen is pleas'd ſometimes ar 
one blow to bring down the pride of 
the Grandees of the Earth. This 
proud Prince; who thought upon no- 
thing but new conquelils, was taken 
away -by a violent Cholick in the 
midd'ſt of his Army, neer to Nzco- 
medza, . He was three and fifty years 
old ;* fo vigorous, that he endur'd' all 
the travels and Iabours of War with-

out any detriment to his health ; the 
anguiſh that perplex'd him for raifing 
the Seige of Rhodes did not a little 


contribute to his death. He always 


appear'd melancholly after that miſ- 
fortune ; and upon the very naming 
the word Grand Maſter, he fell into 
ſuch dull fits as made him inſuppor- 
table ro himſelf. William Caonrſm, 
who liv'd at that rime, and was Vice- 
Chancellor of Rhodes, makes him to 
dye after a very ſtrange manner. For 
he reports in his memoires, that Ma- 
homet paſſing thorough a Forreſt of 
Bithyna,a young Man clad in white, 
of a ſhape ſomething more then Hu- 
”an, preſented himſelf before him, 
with a viſage burning with anger, and 
a flaming Sword. in his hand, who 
after he had beheld him with a fiery 
and menacing eye, Moſt impious a- 
mong men, ſaid he, TI will run thee 
thorough with this Sword. At which 
words Mahomet tell trembling from 
his Horſe, as if he had been ſtruck 
with a Thunder-bolr. That art the 
ſame time he ſuffer'd moſt bitter tor- 
ments, which caus'd him to cry our 
moſt 
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molt dreadfully, and that ſoon after 
he died, blaſpheming the name of Je- 
ſus, ang curſing the Rhodzans, Whe- 
ther rhe Apparition were true or no, 
certain it 1s, that this Enemy of tl:c 
Croſs dy'd the ſame day that the 
Charch celebrates the feitivai of the 
tnding the Holy Croſs, and that as 
he was expiring, he ſeveral times ut- 
ter d the word Rhodes, and comman- 
ded in the extremity of his pangs, 
thar this Inſcription ſhouid be writ- 
tcn over his Tomb. My deſign was 
ro have taken Rhodes and ſubdued 
Italy. 

The death of the Ottoman Em- 
pecror was the ſafety of Chrittendome, 
and particularly of the /thodzan Ter- 
ritorics, So thar when the Grand 
Maſter heard the news, he gave 
thanks in publick ro Heaven, that 
the Ocdcr was dcliver'd from ſo pow- 
criul an adverſary, 

_ But that which more encreas'd the 
joy of the Knights, was this, that the 
City of Otranium was retaken from 
the Turks'in Puglia, fo ſoon as the 
death of Mihomet was known Ach- 

1m.1t 
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mat Baſha, one of the greateſt men 
of the Empire, had made himſelf 
Maſter of this City the year before ; 
and had left a ſtrong Garriſon there- 
in, and ſertl'd it in a condition not 
ro be aſſaulted. The taking of O- 
trantum made all Italy ihake. And 
the vigorous holding out of the Turks 
againſt the Neapolitans that beſieg'd 
it, began to make /ome ſenſible of 
her danger ; bur when the beſicged 
underſtood the death of the Grand 
Signior, their courages fail d them, 
and they tfurrendred to the Duke of 
Calibria, Son to the King of Naples, 
not ſlaying for the ſuccour of five 
and twenty thouſand men which Ach- 
mat was bringing himſelf. Theſe Ty- 
dings wereacceptable to the Church ; 
and then it was that the Rhodzans 
began to take breath after ſuch a ſe- 
rics of misfortunes. The Earth grew 
ſicady, and the Sea retir'd, fo that 
they had the liberty to repair all the 
ruins of the City. Bur as the cor- 
ruption of manners uſually proceeds 
from the diſorders of War, the Grand 


Maſter undertook a reformation of 
the 
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the Knights and people. To that end 
he made ſevere Laws againſt thofe vi- 
ces that wound Chriſtian Piety, and 
civil ſociety,upon which accompt he 
forbad all manner of unlawful Games. 
Theſe Laws were publickly proclaim- 
ed, and what was thought almoſt 
Incredible, as readily obey'd; bur a 
Soveraign finds no great trouble to 
make his Subjects obey him when 
he commands nothing but whar he 
practiſes himſelf. 

While all things were calm at | 
Rhodes ; the two partics that ſtrove | 
to ſucceed in the Oitoman Empire, 
= all Turky into a confuſion. Ma- 

omet at his death left rwo Sons be- 
hind him, Bajazet and Z7S17, for 
Muſtapha their elder brother was 
put to death by the command of his 
Father, That young Su/ran, who 
who was both ſtour and valiant, and 
had nor long before won a very ſig- 
nal victory trom Uſſurm Caſſan King 
of Per/iz, coming to the Ortoman 
Court about the particular affairs of 
his government of Amufia, fell fo 
deeply in love with the wite of Ach- 
mat 
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-4at, that famous: Ba/ha that. took 
Otrantum, that one day\ in the hight 
of his paſſion, he offer'd her violence 
as ſhe was going into the Bath. Ach- 
mat complain'd to Mahomet and tore 
his. Turbant and his Veſt, to expreſs 
his grief. What is that you complain 
of,haughtily anſwer'd the Grand Sig- 
nior to the Baſha, My Son has done 
nothing but abus'd the Wife of one of 
my Slaves. However to give Achmat 
ſatisfaction, he gave immediate order 
that Muſiapha thould be ſtrangl'd, ar 
the ſame time acting the part of 2 
cruel Father and a juſt King. 

Thus Bajazet and Z7z:m remain- 
ed the only Heirs of the Crown. The 
firſt govern'dPaphlagonia,and reſided 
not tar from the Black Sea. The Se- 
cond had the Government of Zzco- 
11a, in Afia the leſs, ſo that they 
were both at a grear diſtance from 
their father when he dy 'd. They 
had ever been kept a ſunder the one 
from the other, and had never ſeen 
one another but once, out of a piece 
of policy of Mahomer, for fear leaſt 
jealouſy ſhould divide themſelves, or

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a ſtrickt amity? unice them both a- 
g4inſt him. They were of a different 
Character , and diſpoſitions reſem- 


bling in nothing bur the paſſion which Þ 
' they had to raign. B3j2zet, to whom | 


the Turks gave the name of Lyght-þ 


ning or Thunder, by no means made 
his Title good, as being of a fpirir 
' altogether poor and mean, and one 
that minded nothing leſs then War. 
Z1izim, whoſe name ſignifies love, 
on the contrary had a lively Wit, a 
noble Soul, and was moſt generouſly 
enclind. He was not fo handfome 


as Bajazet ; but there appear'd in | 


his Perſon, and in his Countenance, 
ſuch a mixture of Grandeur, fwcet- 
neſs, and haughtineſs mix'd together, 
that ſurpaſs'd beauty ir ſelf. He de- 
lighted extreamly in hunting, and all 
Mi'itary excrciſes. And yet he had 
no lcſsa love for learning then he had 


for Arms. He underſtood- Langua- E 
ges, among the reſt the Greek and | 


talian; he ſpent ſome part of his time 
in reading of Hiſtories; and he was 
then writing the Story of his Fathers 


Life, when the news came to him-of |

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his death. He was very zealous for 
the Mahumetan Religion, yet not with 
that hcad-ſtrong pation, but that. he 
had a great kindneſs for the Knights 
of Rhodes, whom his Father mortally 
hated, Beſides all thar,hc had a par-_ 
ticu;ar affection tor the Grand Ma- 
ſter, from the very time that rhe firſt 
overtures of peace were made, and 
he had always a dcſign to make as 
{tri&t a league with him as the law of 
the Mullel- men would permit. And in- 
deed there is ſuch a coherence between 
the Story of the Grand Maſicr and 
71811, tharl cannot forbearto relate 
what nappne'd to the two Brothers, 
before the Knights aid intereſt them- 


ſelves altogether in the quarrel.

They 
maintain'd that £72:m,being endow- 
ed from Hcaven with all the qualitics 
that made a Prince worthy of an Em- 
pire, ought to beprefcrr'd inthe ſuc- 
ccſſion to his Father. And-as to the 
right of Eldcrſhip they added, that 
Bajagzet indeed was born before Z7- 
Sim ; but that for thar very reaſon 
he had noright tothe Imperial Crown, 
For , ſaid they y the jirſt is only the 
Sor: of  Bajazer, the other zs ihe Sou 
of the Emperor. Pajazct was born 
while Amurath 70 '@, and before Ba- 
Jazet bare the Scepter. But Zizim 
came inio the World, when his Fa- 
ther was in poſſeſſion of all the Tur- 
kiſh dominicns, and after he had con- 
guer'd the Empire of the a - 
O 
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ſo that tt might be truly ſaid, that 
{hs young France was born upon the 
Throne; and that Nature, as well as 
Fortune, had defien'd kim for the Em- 
pare.

Thereupon the 
Grand Maſter order'd his Galleys to 
ctuize along the coaſts of Syr/2 and 
Ezypt, and to make all the hayock 
they could upon a fairhleſs Barbarian. 
Which was fo cfietually perform'd, 
that Caerbez, the Sol/dan, ſoon repen- 
ted him of his perjury.

Af- 
ter -he had declar'd ro him the reaſon 
of his coming, he told him withal, 
that-he apply 'd himlſelt ro him, as to 
the moli zealous obſerver oi the Ma- 
bumetan Law. - He conjur'd him by 
the Temple of ' So/o-mon, and the Se- 
pulcher of the Prophet Mahomer, 
which were both in his-Dominions, 
to aſſiſt an unfortunare perſon with 
his counſels and his forces, againſt 
the violences of a barbarous Brother, 
who had depriv'd him of the Crown, 
and alſo ſought to rake away his life.

But the poſture of his affairs, 
and the conſideration of his wife and 
children that came after him troCazre, 
enforc'd him to diſſemble.

Hardly was the Ottoman Prince 
return'd, 'but news came from Con- 
ſtantinople.

This Monarch, whom Mahomet

be bur meer. raſhneſs to give Battel.

He alſo endeavour'd to perſwade hin 
that it was the part of prudence to 
retire. But the young Prince. could 
not ſo reſolve ; either honour or'de. 
ſpair caus'd him to make a propoſal 
tro Bajaget, that they might termi. 
"nate their differences by a ſingle com- 
bart in the ſight of both Armics. Bu- 
Jazer, who was not: ſtout enough, 
and who was in too. proſperous a 
condition to accept ſuch a challenge, 
propos'd to Z7z:M another way off 
accommodation, and offer 'd him any 
ſuch Province as he ſhould like upon 
the.

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When Z:2im underſtood that;and 
thac. Achmar fought for him in all 
places, he left Mount Tauras, and 
rook the way of Zyc:ia toward the 


Sea with the Grand Caraman, who i 
was himſclt his guide. Who,no ſooner | 


were they gor clear of the Streights 
of the Mountain, bur their Troops 
who were poſted there, and were pre- 
paring ro follow them, were ſurroun- 
ded, and cur in pieces by Achmat. 


Theſe new misfortunes pur the young 
Prince upon ſending to the Grand 
Maſter two prudent and faichful per- | 
ſons, the one .of which was. nam'd 
Duan, and the other Solyman. And if 


there happen'd to be at thar time a 

 Galiot of rhe Order, that carri'd the 

Embaſladors of Z:zim to Rhodes. 
Duan and Solyman tully inform'd 


the Grand Maſter of the adventures | 
of their Prince. And afterwards they | 
told him that it belong'd to none but Þ 


the moſt Uluſtrious Knights of rhe 
| World to protect an opprelit Innocent; 
and that ir was lefs an honour to hum- 
ble the proud, then to aſſiſt the miſ- 
crable. That £727m requir'd neither 

Tt money 
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money nor men, bcing reſoly'd rg 
ſubmit a while co his bad fortune ; 
that he did nor covet to rule, but on- 
ly ſought an A/y/um, where he might 
live in ſafery and guier. They added; 
that in his youth he had had a magi- 
teltafteion for the Order of Sr. John 
of Jeruſalem, and thar he hop'd thar 
the Mahumetan Law wherein he had 
been bred, would not hinder them 
from taking pity upon a young 


| Prince expos'd to the moſt cruel per- 
{ ſecurion that ever was. To conclude; 
# they told him that nothing would 
| render the Knights of Rhodes more 
| formidable ro Bajazerr, then their 


having his Brother in their power ; 


| nor more conſiderable either in £4- 
© rope or in A/72, then to be Maſter of 
| the Deſtiny of a Prince, who was Ma- 
| homet's Heir. | 


Theſe reaſons were too ſound nor 


| ro move the Grand Maſter, who un- 
| derſtood beſides how profitable ſuch 


an accident would be to all Chriſten- 
dom. It was therefore refolyv'd in 
Council to entertain Zz72im, and the 
grand Vellel of the Treaſury was 

R forth- 
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forthwith commanded together with 
a Galley, a Caravel, and other Veſſels 
to go and fetch him. They alſo made i 
ready at the fame time a fate Con- | 
dud, after the ſame form which rhe 
Embaſſador deſir'd. The Grand Ma- 
ſter made choice of Don Alvare 
of Z1uinga, Prior of Caſtile, for ſo ho- 
nourable a Command, and gave him 
his Orders how he ſhould bchaveſ 
himſelt roward the Prince. ; 
Bajazett onthe other ſide finding 
by a Leiter intercepred, and by thi 
advices which he had, that Z:=:n 
had bent his courſe toward the Coal 
of Lyc:a, to paſs irom thence by Sea 
ro Rhodes, ſent after him a body 0 
Horſe, with orders to take him deadf 
or alive. 2:=1m, who had intelliÞ 
gence thereof, preſently retir'd to the 
Sea ſide, where the great Carama 
had prepar'd a Ship ready, in caſ 
the Prince ſhould be purſu'd. Thy 
Spahi's however made ſo mult haſte 
that they mifs'd him but a moment 
they appear'd at the very time whe 
he was bur juſt gor into the Barque; 


and he was no ſooner pur off fromſf 
the 
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the ſhoar, bur raking a Bow in ſghr 
of his Brothers ſouldiers, he let fly 
an Arrow, to the point whereof was 
faſten'd a Letter, the Contents of 
which were as follow. |

F I commit a crime in flying for 
Refuge to the Chriſtzans,eſpecially 
zo the Knights of Rhodes, the mortal 
enemies of our Illuſtrious Family, "tis 
thou who art the only cauſe of it,both 
before God and Men.Thou art not only 
content to bave depriv'd me of the 
Empire, contrary to all Laws, Di- 
vine aud Humane; thou enforceſt me 
to ſeek an ignominious ſantFuary to 
ſave niy life. Had Mahomet foreſeen 
that thou wouldſt one day have in 
fuch a manner diſgrac'd the honour of 
the Name of Muſſulman, and the Or- 
R 2 roman 
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roman Race, he would have been thy 
executioner himſelf. But I hope that 
Heaven will revenge me of thy Ty- 
Yanny ; and it u my prayer to our 
great Prophet, to haſten the puniſh- 
ment which thou deſerveſl, . 


When the Horſemen ſaw that the 
Bark was out of their reach, they re- 
turn'd, enrag'd that they had miſs'd 
their prey, and carri'd the Letter to 
Bajazett. The Barbarian could nor 
refrain from tears when he. read 
it: Andirt is reported that he was 
ſeiz'd with a terrour when he had 
conſider'd it, and fell into a deep fir 
of malancholly. So great a power 
have the conceptions of Nature and 
Religion, at ccrtiain times, upon 
minds, the moſt cruel and impious, 
In the mean time, £L72:m, who had 
heard no tidings of his Embaſſadors, 
not knowing what courſe to {teer, 
nor were-toland in ſafety, wander'd 
at the mercy of the waves and winds 
along the Coaſt of Zyc:a, at what 
time he diſcoyer'd certain Velilels, 
that with all the fail they could,

ſeem'd to make toward him. Now, 
as it is natural to the unfortunate to 
be afraid of every thing, the Prince 
imagin'd them to be either Pirates, 


- or ſuch as had a deſign upon his lite, 


being in purſuit of him by his Bro- 
thers vol upon which he com- 
manded the Pilot to gain the firſt 
landing-place : Bur the event prov'd 
to him that he had had a falſe aſa- 
rum. For they whom he rook for 
Pirates and Enemies, were the Ships 
of Rhodes that were ſent to feek him 
Our. 

When the Veſſels were within fight 
of Lycia, Don Atvares, according 
to his Inſtructions, ſent Z:5:m's Em- 
baſſadors. and a Knight along with 
him to give notice of his Arrival. No 
ſooner were they landed, bur per- 
ceiving a Bark not far from the place 
where they went aſhcre, they found 
there £72im himſelf, whom they 
thought to have becn at the Court of 
the Grand Caraman. The Embaſia- 
dors gave him an accomprt of thea- 
vourable Inclinations of the Grand 
Maſter, and the Knight rold him that 
R 3 Dem . 
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DonAluare,a kinſman of the Kings of 
Caftile,Caprain General of the Armies 
of the Order, and the Grand Matters 
Lieutenant, was come on purpoſe to 
condutt him ſafely ro Rhodes. The 
Prince, who found ſomcthing thar 
was very acceptable in ſo ſtrange an 
Adventure, and who pcrhaps out of 
pride, would not ar firſt conteſs his 
fligat and his icar to an unknown per- 
ſon, ſmartly reply'd, that not que- 
{tioning the generoſity of the Grand 
Maſter, he thought ir convenient ra- 
ther to come and expect him upon 
the Coatt, then to put him to the 
trouble-of fcarching aiter him. After 
which the Knight returning to the 
Brigantine, and coming up with the 
Veſlels at Sea, Don Alvarez made 
to the Prince himſelf, to ſalute him in 
his own Galley, He preſented him 
the Grand Matters fate conduct and 
Letter, and then carry 'd himinto the 
great Ship With a Joud noiſe of Trum= 
pets, and the Thunder of the Canon. 
The Prior of Caſt;le was one of 
thoſe Spaniards, who being rarely 
bred, pertcAiy underftood the world, 
| | | being 
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being no leſs polite then dextrous in 
- his. behaviour ; and therefote he faild 
notto 'pay 475m all thoſe reſpects 
and offices which were due to an un: 
fortunate and afflifted Prince. For 
though ill: fortune had not abated 
the courage of the young Iu/tan, it 
had however ſomewhat cncreas'd his 
natural mclancholy. "The. Procedure 
of Don Alvare afftetcd £itim in 
ſuch a manner, that he teſtified ar 
firſt how ſcnſible he was of his kind 
oftices, and gentle ſervices. Generous 
Knight, ſaid he, in looſing 2 Throne, 
T have not loſt thoſe thoughts which 
Nature bequeaths to the mo$t barba- 
rous. And if fortune do not altogether 
deſtine me to miſery, you ſhall find 
that I was not born ungrateful. But 
T1 ſee your generoſity 1s altogether 
pure, and that in treating an Unfor- 
tunate ſo worthily, you only ſeek the 
honour of doing good. Tet I cannot 
wonder enough, added he, that ſo 
much civility ſhould be ſhewn to the 
Son of the moſt implacable enemy 
Tour Order ever had, and I muſt con- 
feſs, that therem I admire your inge- 
nuty, R 4. Great 
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Great Prence, Repli'd the Knight, 
Reaſon commands that we' ſhould 
give honour to perſons of high birth, 
and real merit, whatever their con- 
ation be ; and they are but mean 
ſouls, that rather follow the Fortunes, 
then the perſons of Kings. Tou are 
forc'd to fly i] intreated by your ſub- 
Jefts, and depriv'd of your Domi- 
10us, but you are ffill a King, you 
are S$t;1} Sultan Zizim, Fe vecerve 
you as a Prince, whoſe Tirtue and 
misfortune render him worthy the 
efteem of Chriſtians, and not as an 


enemy. Nor are you to wonder that 


rhe Grand Maſter entertains in this 
manner the Son of an Emperour, who 
mortally hated us. Mahomet your 
Father ad all he could to rume 15: 
we have done all we could to with- 
frand bis triumphant Arms, aud by 
the mercy of God we obtain'd a ſignal 
Viftory againſt him,the remembrance 
of which After- Ages will preſerve. 
The Knights of Rhodes know how to 
vanguſh thoſe that aſſail them ; but 
they know how to relieve with hu- 
manily thoſe that caſt themſetves into 

EE, | | their 
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ibeir Proteftion; nor are there any 
Injuries which they do not forget, 
when their enemies are no longer able 
to dothem harm. 

The Anſwer of Don Atvares con- 
vinc'd Z:;Sim of the generoſity of 
the Knights, and entirely gain'd his 
confidence. 
| The Grand Maſter had command- 
{ cd that he ſhould be treated like the 
| Son of an Emperour and a King. To 


4 & which purpoſe the Officers thar firſt 


ſery'd him at his Table, made an Eſ- 
ſay of the mear, according to the cu- 
{tom of the Courts of Europe. £12im 
ſcem'd to be ſurpriz'd, becauſe thar 
CeaMony is nor in faſhion among 
Ie 7ur+s - but it was told him ir 
was the uſual practice at the Tables 
of the European Princes, and thart it 
was an Atjurance againſt poiſon. 
Oh ! ſaid he, I am not afraid of be- 
ing poiſoned by ſuch generous Knights 
as you ; I have put my life and for- 
tune into your hands, and I hold my 
ſelf ſecure. Beſides, T had rather you 
ſhould treat me as a friend, then a 
Prince, Concluding thoſe words, 
. he 
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he took ſomething our of every diſh 
of- which .no Eſlay had been made, 
and 'putting all the meat into one 

late, he began to cat, to let the 
Knights know how-much he confided 
in them. After that he began to be 
more gay and pleaſanr,while the good 
entertainment that he receiv'd had 
almoſt made him forger his paſt mil: 
tortuncs. 


Neverthelcſs, when the Ships were 
under fail, and that the Coaſts of Zy-i 
cia began to diſappear,he then began 


ro be apprehenſive that nothing could 
be more worthy of compoſition then 
a fugitive and wandring King, driven 
ro ſeck an Aſylum in the territories 
of {trangers, and of enemies. So that 
the ſad thoughts which ſeiz'd him 
all of a ſudden, caus'd him to be 
profoundly ſad for ſome hours; ſo 
that all his courage was bur little 
enough to bring him to his former 
humour, | 

For the mcan while the Ship kept 
on their courſe, and they had fo 
fortunate a paſſage,that they came in 


2 ſmall time within view of &hodes. 
Don 
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Don Alvarez Tpeeded before in a 
Brigantine, to give the Grand Maſter 
notice of the Prince's arrival, All 
things were already order'd for his 
Evtry; and among the reſt of the 
preparations, there was a bridge of 
wood, which reach'd from the gate 
of the Port, above ten paces into the 
Sea, to the very place where the Ship 


| that carri'd £729 was tolye. 


The moſt ancient Commanders 


'K which the Grand Maſter ſent before 
to meet the Prince, receiv d him with 


all the reſpe& which was due to the 
Son of their Emperour Mahomet. So 
that. while the Artillery play'd from 
all parts, he paſs'd over, the Bridge 
which was cover d with clorh, of 
Gold, in the midſt of the Acclama- 
tions of the people, whom curioſity 
had drawn to the ſhoar. From whence, 
after he had mounted a SpaniſhCour- 
ſer, richly harncſlſed, he rode forward 
to the Great P:4524, with the ſound 
of fifes and Trumpets, conducted by 


| Don Alvarez, who did him the Ot- 


tice of a Squire. The Streets: were all 
ſtrew'd with herbs & flowers, and an 
| infinite 
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infinite number of people f11'd the 
plar-forms and windows. £7:zim, 
entring into the City, was ſmitren 
with the beauty which appear d ther 
very rich in habir, as well to ſee asto 
be ſeen, and with a loud voice he 
ſpoke ir, that ir was not for nothing 


that the Rhodian women were ac 


counted the faireſt of all A/a7. 
At the ſame time that the Ship 


which carry'd £L:i2zim entred the 
Porr, - the Grand Maſter march'd ou 


of rhe Caſtle with a pompous train 
and in very good order.- He was at- 
tended by a troop of young Knights, 
very richly habired, 'and mounted 
upon horſes of high price. The Of: 
ticers of the Order follow'd them: 
Every one- wearing abour their necks 
a Chain of Gold, going two and two, 
with countenances wherein there was 
both hanghrineſs and medeſty mix: 
ed together, The Grand Maſter ap- 
pear d ar laſt, apparell'd in Tiſſue of 
Gold, embroider'd with precious 
ſiones, mounted upon a Neopolitan 
Steed, whoſe harneſs was all em: 
broider'd with Go!d and Silycr. The 
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Squires and Pages thar follow'd him, 
were no leſs remarkable for the 
"8 ſplendour of their habits and furni- 
nll cure, rhen for their goodly preſences, 
roll and dexterity in the management of 
tO cheir Horſes. Bur there appear'd an 
heffl Air ſo noble, and ſomething ſo ma- 
ne8 jeſtick in the perſon of the Grand 
-S Maſter, that. he was eaſily diſtin- 
| E guiſh'd fromthe reſt of the company. 
1988 A great body of Horſe clos'd up rhe 
he Rear of the Retinue. - | 
| The Grand Maſter ſtopp'd before 
the Church of St. Sebaſtzan, and pur 
his men inorder in the Paz, expect- 
ing the approach of the Su/tay. So 
ſoon as ZL:izim perceiv'd the Grand 
Maſter, who was thew'd him by 
Don Alvarez, though he were re- 
markable enough ih many other re- 
0. ſpects, he ſaluted him according to 
SE the manner of the Turks, by putting 
-W his finger three times upon his 
-W mouth. The Grand Maſter on his 
'. part making a low obeyſance, ad- 
SE vancd toward him, and making a ſe- 
18 cond. bow, gave him a very civil com- 

plement in [talian, which was . an- 
| ſwer'd 
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ſwer'd by rhe Prince with a god 
grace, and in expreſſions full of gog 
ſenſe. After that they gave thei 
hands each to other, and having 
peated ſome few more words ( 
triendſhip and kindneſs,they march! 
together to the French Lodging 
which were prepar d for the Prince 
The Grand Maſter, when they beg 
to ſet forward, gave him the uppe 
hand, bur Z:z:m, making ſome r: 
flexions upon it, would not permiſſ 
it at firſt, © ] am your Captive, ſai 
he, and it becomes not a Captive ii 
take the place of honour. Sir, a 
ſwer'd the Grand Maſter, Capizves » 
your condition, preſerve thezr dignili 
zn all places, and I would to God you 
had as much power in Conſtantinopl: 
as you have in Rhodes. 

As to the reſt, Z:2im appearl 
neither merry nor ſad, during the 
whole Calvacade. He catry'd the 
look of a perſon, who had the proc 
both at one time of good and bad 
fortune; or like one that beliey'd 
himſelf worthy of the honours which 


were done him. Heſeecm'd however 
to 
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to be highly pleas'd with the beha- 
viour of the Knights; and when he 
alighted from his Horſe, he em- 
brac'd the Grand' Maſicr witha very 
render affeCtion, calling him ſeveral 
times his Protector and Father. That 
day, and for ſome daies tollowing, 
they had ſeveral particular diſcourſes 
upon the preſent condition of Aﬀairs; 
bur all that time abſtain'd from par- 
ticular conferences, - However, there 
was nothing omitted for the diver- 
tiſement of the young Sultan, fo that 
there was nothing ro be ſeen at 
&hodes but Hunting-matches, Run- 
ing at the Ring, Shews, and magni- 
ficent Feaſts, Bur all theſe diyer- 
tiſements did not compleat the re- 
poſe of the Prince's mind. For though 
he were not afraid of the Knights, 
he could not think himſelf in ſafety 
in a place full of Greeks, and ſo neer 
the Turks; and what was more the 
proceedings of the Port, daily en- 
creas'd his diſquiet and his tcars. 

At the beginning of thoſe diviſions 
which turmoil'd the O:toman Em- 
pire, gfter the death of Mahomer, 
| Bajazett 
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Bajazett was afraid rhat it would 
not go well with his affairs, 1o long 
aS he was not in friendſhip wich the 
Grand Maſter, however he could 
not condeſcend to demand peace 
himſelf. There to fave his repura- 
tion, he dealt in private with the 
Sub-Baſha. De P:;zzona, who was 
come over to his Party, and was Go- 
vernour of Zycia, The Sub-Baſha 
ſent an Embaſlador to Xhodes, with 
inſtructions nor ro ſpeak of Bajazerr, 
bur only ro manage a truce between 
the peopie of Lycia and the ho. 
dians, believing that a Peace would 
eaſily follow a Truce. Bur the Em- 
baſſy nor having that ſucceſs which 
was expected, Bajazett made uſe of 
Achmat to carry on his deſign. The 
Baſha, as jealous of the honour of 
the Sultan, as the Governour of Ly- 
cia, wrote, as from his Supream a 
very yielding Letter to engage the 
Grand Maſter to an accommodation, 
and entruſted Za/m Brahim tor his 
Agent, with the Letter. The Grand 
Maſter thought himſelf obliged to 


hear the Propoſitions of Achwat, r 
we 
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well for the love of his people, who 
ſtood in need of reſt aiter the toils of 
ſo long a war, as for the honour of 
the Order, to whom a Treaty could 


| not be bur advahrageous, that men- 


tion'd nothing of Tribute. | 
The Reception of Z:;z;m, made 
BajaZet impatient of a concluſion 
of peace. Upon which Achmat urg'd 
it more and more by his Miniſter 


. Lajſim Brahim. He offter'd allo that 


the Grand Signior ſhould fign whart- 


ever the Knights delir'd, and for a 


pledge of his real intentions, he re- 
{ior'd all the Veſlels of the Order 
which had been taken ſince the Truce 
by the Pyrates of Zycza. 

All theſe condeſcentions.. of rhe 
Port, fo different from the Oztroman 
Haughrineſs,more then ever alarum'd 
Prince £72:m. He imagin'd with 
himſelf, that his Brother was not ſo 
deſirous of peace, bur only that he 
might have an occaſion ro deſtroy 
him; and that when Trade ſhould be 
free between the Rhodians & Turks, 
he ſhould be indaily fear of either be- 
ing ſtabb'd or poiſon'd : and that the 

| S runagatc 
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ruinagate Greeks ſo accuſtom'd to 
treachery and murther, would omit. 
nothing to ſerve Bajazet? to good: 
purpoſe. In the midſt of theſe 
thoughts he reſoly'd to ſeck a San- 
Euary elſewhere, to preſerve himſelf 
from a violent death, ro which pur- 
poſe he open'd his mind to the 
Grand Maſter, in whom he pur an 
entire confidence. The Grand Maſter 
found that 272: offer d nothing 
bat reaſon; yet becauſe the affair 
was of great importance, he reſoly'd 
to have the advice of his Council, 
before he gave the Prince a poſitive 
anſwer. Among them,Opinions were 
different, while ſome affirm'd that it 
was for the intereſk and- honour 
of the Order to keep the Prince; 
that By7j:izert durſt not refuſe' the 
Knights any thing, or make any at- 
tempt upon them, while 272m re- 
main'dar Fhoges; that when he was 
our of rhcir power, they could ex- 
pect nothing bur a cruel war, or a 
very diſadvantageous peace. - That 
by all. the ruſes of prudence they 
were to lay hold upon fo fair an gc- 
Þ | calion; 
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caſion; or at leaſt before the retrear 
of the Sultan, they were to make an 
honourable agreement with the Port. 
As for the ſatety of the Prince, they 
might eaſily ſecure ir, by affording 
him a ſufficient Guard, there being 
yery few Aſſaſſmates that would ar- 
attempt the perſons of grear men, at 
the hazard of their own lives. 

The more diſintereſted, and the 
wiſer ſort were ofa contrary judg- 
ment, that a removal was the only 
way to ares Sultan £12im from 
the misfortunes that threatned him: 
that war did no way ſecure him,thar 
after a refuſal of Peace with theTurks, 
they had no way to ſecure him from 
poiſon cr aſlaſſination, while rreaſon 
enters every where, and the fidelity 
of ſeryants and guards is not proof 
againſt any large ſum of inoney, That 
while Bajazet ſought ro ger him 
into his power by all the waies ima- 
ginable, they could neither ſurrender 
him without betraying thcir faith 
givcn, nor keep him without drawing 
upon themſclves the indignation ot 


the Sultan. | 
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Zizim, who ſaw that his affairs 
would ſpin out too much time, unleſs 
he determin'd ſomething ſpeedily,and 
well cnough underſtood the danger 
of delay, preſs'd the Grand Maſter to 
give him his liberty to be gone, and 
conjur'd him to permit, him thar he 
might go tothe King of France,as be- 
ing the pcrion moi capable to pro: 
rect nim #gainſt the Tyranny of his 
Brother. For beſides thar he gueſs'd 
at the French Humour, by the beha- 
viour of the Grand Maſter, he had 
heard frequent diſcourſes of their ge 
nerolity; nor did he queſtion but 
that the ſucceſlors of Clotzs and 
Charlemaigne,whoſe famous deeds he 
had read, would rake delight in re 
ſtoring a Prince to his Throne. 

The Grand Maſter could not with: 
ſtand” neither rhe reaſons, nor the 
poweriul inſtances of L721. He 
approv'd his determinarica touching 
his retreat into' France. Bur that 
which made him approve it the more, 
was that he thought that Z722m ran 
no hazard in a Countrey which pro- 
duc'd no Monſters, and where poiſon 
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was unknown, So that the ſatcty of 
a poor Prince who had thrown him- 
ſelf. into the Arms of the Knights, 
made the Grand Maſter in ſome mea- 
ſure forget his. own Intereſts, and 
thoſe of his people; for not troubling, 
himſelf abour the il] conſequences 
that ſo haſty a Retreat mighr draw 
after ir, he gave all. orders necetlary 
for the Voyage into France. He re- 
doubl'd at the ſame time his civiltics 
rothe Sultan, and the ceye before his 
departure made him: a moſt magni- 
cent Feaſt, 272: admir.'d more 
then once the varicty and dreſſing of 
the mear, and the order of the ſer- 
vice,confeſling that the magnificence 
of the Otroman Emperours had no- 
thing ſo ſumpruous, During the feaſt 
there was a noble conſort of muſick, 
and among the reſt of the Muſicians 
an, Engliſh man, who ſung rarely, 
and plaid upon a.certain unuſual In- 
ſirument compos'd of four Pipes 
joyn'd together, .charming all the 
company, except rhe Prince, whoſe 
ears -Were not accuſiom'd to ſuch 


ſweet mulſick, . Whereupon the Grand 
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Maſter who perceiv'd it, and fate a- 
lone at the Table with him, ſent for 
a Turkiſh Slave, whom he thought 


- would berter pleaſe him. 


This Slave, ſinging a Turkiſh Air, 
and playing upon I know not what 
ſort of Inſtrument, making faces,and} 
uſing ridiculous poſtures, delighted 
Zizim lo well, that he caus'd him 
to laugh heartily, He eat plentifully 
and as ſtri&t as he was in the obſer. 
vation of his Law, he drank wine 
ſometimes. mix'd with Aromatick 
Juices,” and ſometimes neat without 
any compoſition: The Feaſt was in 
*the Grand Maſter's Palace, when 
they ſate upon two Chairs with 1 


Table before them, after the faſhion 


of Europe ; bur that poſture was un: 
eafie 'to the Sultan, who' was wot 
to cat croſs-legg'd, fo that he caſt his 
eyes up and down to ſee if no body 
obſerv'd his diſturbanee. 

Bur after all theſe lefler obſerva 
tions, Z£72mm was: extraordinarily 
farisf'd with the marks of friendſhip 
which he receiv'd from the Grand 
Maſtct during his ſtay at Rhodes; he 

LE» return'd 
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return'd him thanks ſeveral times ; 
and asa teſtimony of his gratitude, 
-he caus'd three: Authentick Acts ro 
be. forthwith made ready, which he 
put into-the. Grand Maſter's hands, 
The firſt was an abſolute power for 
him to conclude a+ Peace with the 
Port, as he ſhould ſee ggod, The fe- 
cond was a kind of a Manifeſto. tor 
the diſcharge 'of the -Knights, ..by 
which 'the Prince. declar d-that.he- 
had earneſtly deſir'd. .to-go out. of 
Rhodes, and to be: conducted -into 
France :. which is alone, cnough.to 
juftifie the Grand Maſter, whom ſome 


il-meaning, or ill-intarm'd, people 


have blam'd. for letting the Prince 
go. 'Fhe third Act was a perpetual 
confederation of the: Prince witty the 
Order, in caſe he ſhould ever come to 
be: reſtor'd to the Dominions ' and 
Territories of his Anceſtors. This laſt 
A&t is ſo much for the honour of the 
Grand Maſter, and ſo .highly mani- 
teſts rhe acknowledgment of 272m, 
that 1 thought it * might: nur. be 
troublefom to the Reader to ſee it.

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by Sea or Land, That we will be ſo 
far from ſtopping the Veſſels or d:ſ- 
turbing the commerce of the Mexy- 
chants of Rhodes,or of any other lands 
appertaining to ihe Order, that our 
ports ſhall be free to them inall the 
Provinces under our obedience, as 
if they themſelves were our ſubje#ts; 
or rather wewill entertain them as 
our fraends,- permitting them -tobuy, 
ſell, or tranſport what Merchandize 
they pleaſe, without paying any cuf- 
tom, or duty. 

Beſides this, TI conſent that the 
Grand Mafter fhall every year take 
out of my Territories three hundred 
Chriſtians of both ſexes, and at what 
age he pteaſes, to put into the Iſlands 
of the order, or to do. with them 
what he thjnkes beſt. - And in ſome 
meaſure to make ſutisfattion for the 
expences which the Grand Maſter 
has bin at, and every day ſo liberally 
allows for my ſake, I oblige my ſelf 
to pay in ready mony a hundred and 
Fifty thouſand Crowns in Gold. Laft-

The third of September whichwas 
the day that the Prince took ſhipping, 
he was attended to the - Sea with the 
fame Pomp, and the fame ceremonie, 
with which he was'receiv'd. Hetook 
his leaye of the principal Knights, 
aftera moſt o0bliging manner, wherin i 
there appear'd nothing of Barbariſm. 
He alſo laid aſide allhis haughtineſs, 
when he gave the Grand Maſter his 
laſt farewel : For it is reported that he 
threw himſelf at -his feer, and kiſs'd 
his hand with a profound reſpe&. The 
Grand Maſter tenderly embrae'd him, 
and wept for ſome time ovet him e 
ther through compaſſion, or through 

| tim 
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ſome "ſeeret diftate' that he ſhould 
never ſee-him again. The Knight de 
Blanchefort,-'who was return'd to 
Rhodes ſince the raiſirig of the ſeige,& 
theKnight'de Rochechenard had order: 
to condudt che Sultan into France, 
not to mention theKnights who were 
nam'd to accompany him, and 'to 
ſerve him as a convoy; bur they en- 
ter'd ' {[-rogether with 272m into 
the great ' ſhip of the order, and fer 
ſaile the ſame day with a favourable 
wind.

The Grand Maſter, + who'had cal- 
ready- given advice” to the Pope ' of 
the arrival of the Ottoman Prince; 
gave him alſo notice 'of his depar- 
rure by" this opportunity, and ſent 
him word- in particular, that 272m 
of hisown'/accord had made choice 
of France for the ſecurity of his life: 
that' he had good ground for his 
fears; in regard thar' for the forty 
dayes that he had ſtay'd in Rhodes 
he was certainly enformd that the 
Grand ſigniour had us'd all his en- 
deayours either to take or murder 


him.

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' The departure of the Prince did 
not-work that ill effet which ſome. 
were afraid of, For though Baja- 
Set was ſoon inform'd of what had 
paſs'd, yethe defir'd. peace with the 
{ame carneſtneſs as before ;: -. becauſe 
he-always lookt upon 'the- Grand 
Maſtcr - as -the Arbiter of the Sultan 
his -Brothers fortune. So that the 
Embaſiadours thar axparey for Con- 
ter Prince 
£titim was gon,were honourably re- 
ceiy'd by the Grand Signiour, and 
the peace had. binpreſently, conclu- 


ded; had. not, the pride of, Achmat 


pur a ſtop toit.: rin | 
"This Ba/ha,cequally pr#ud &cuning, 
who in his. letters had given a blank 
paperto the Grand Maſter,'could not 
endure- that the ' firſt propofition 
which the Embaſſadours madeſhould 
be that no mention ſhould be: made 
of Tribute, He brake forth upon thar 
ſubje&t with a haughtineſs, which 
made him almoſt forger the reſpe&t 
to the ſacred Perſons of the Miniſters 
.of Soveraign Princes. The Knight 
Guy de Mont Amanud, who was _ 
0 
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of the Embaſſadours, and who in his 
inſtructions had expreſs order to bear 
up briskly againſt the Baha, rook 
him up ſhort, and ſpoke ro him with 
that ſharpneſs, 'that had abſolutely 
broke off the Negotiation, if M:ſzch 
Pateologus, who was at the confe- 
rence, had not allay'd their paſſions. 
After the death of Mahomert he was 
returned to the port, and had gain'd 
the favour of Bajazet, by cſpouſin 
his Intereſt. He, well —c_g 
with the humour of the Knights, and 
having prov'd to his coſt, the con- 
ſtancy of the Grand Maſter, knew it 
was in vain for Achmat to contend 
ſo obſtinately upon the point of tri- 
bute, and told him his reaſons breif- 
ly, though in the Turkiſh language, 
that the Embaſiadours migbrt not un- 
derſtand him. 

The Knight Leonard Duprat,who 
was the other Embaſladour, and un- 
derſtood Turkiſh, underſtanding the 
Baſha's diſcourſe, and repeating it 
in French to the Knight Je Mont A- 
aud, was the occaſion, thar both 
ſtanding ſtifly to their P__ 

e* 
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Achmats heat beganto cool, ſothat 
of himſelf he began to give way to 
their demands. Byjazet promiſed 
, not only to live in good amity with 
the Knights of Rhodes, bur nor to 
trouble the reſt of the Chriſtians. The 
Grand Maſter undertook for his parr, 
ro keep £72244 always inthe power 
of the Knigths, -and to endeavour 
all hecould:thar the&u/tan ſhould not 
fall into the hands of any Prince ei- 
ther Chriſtian or Infidel. Upon this 
the peace .. was concluded according 
ro. the Articſes which the Embaſla- 
dours propos'd; and it may be ſaid 
thar never was any Accommodation 
made with the. Port, either more ho- 
nourable or more profitable to Chri|- 
tendom. That which was moſt rc- 
markable and extraordinary was that 
Bajazer engag d himſelf, cither 
through weakneſs or Policic, to pay 
the Grand Maſter a kind of, Tribute, 
To this purpoſe he ſent ro /thodes 
Cagritaim, . his. principal tayourite. 
and the two Knights beſtirrd them- 
ſelyes ſo wel], that, they carry'd him 
along with them -upon their return. 
ES : Cagritarm 
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Cagrit aim declar'd- in full councel, 
that the Port would pay to the order 
thirty five thouſand Duckets, money 
of Vrnice for the ſubſiſience of Zz- 
23m, and beſides thar, the Grand Sig- 
niour would pay cvery ycar to. the 
Grand Malicr 1a pazticular ten thou- 
ſand Duckets, to make him amends 
in ſome meaſure for the . exceſſive 
charges he had bin at in the laſt 
war. 

Achmat, who was the proudeſt 
perſon in the world, and one that 
mortally hatcd the Chriſtians, eſpe- 
cially the Grand Maſter and the 
Knights, could not brook. this con- 
deſciention in the Grand Signor : He 
accus'd him of lowneſs of Spirit, and 
cowardice; he murmur d in publick, 
and made ſharpe ſcoffs upon it. Ba 
Jazet, who tor ſometime before be- 
ganto grow jealous of the Baha, as 
of: aperſon-that did not love any 
thing. more then war; and was 
therefore likely to take Z727ms part, 
took-theſe murmuors and rebukes for 
the-ſymptomes of a revolt: . And be- 
liev/d:that enly-the death of ſuch a 
£::1iJsg 71 = dange- 
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darigerous enemy could break his 
defigns.True ir is thathe owd to him 
for theCrown;bur uſually great bene- 
firs are look'd upon as crimes:& weak 
Princes often find their ſafery in the 
deſtruction of thoſe that rais dthem, 
and are able topull them down again. 

So ſoon as the peace was conclu- 
ded berween the Knights and the 
Tirkes, the Grand Signiour put to 
death this famous Baſha at a Mag- 
nificent feaſt, where were all the 
grandees of the Port, and where 
Bajaget was preſent himſelf, The 
diſcourſe of the table falling upon the 
Peace, andZ:2:m, Bajazet to provoke 
Achmat, and to engage him to ſpeak 
ſomrhing to be layd hold on, publick- 
ly declar'd that he would leſſen rhe 
Souldiers pay, and deprive the Gran- 
dees of the port of their emploiments 
that were not loyal to their lawful 
Prince, The Baſha, who well un- 
derſtood that thoſe words concern d 
him, preſently rook fire, and went 
ſo high in the heat of the debau- 
chery , as to tell the Grand Sig-

call'd him ſeveral times, The Buckley 
of the Church, and The Preſerver of 
Chriſtendom. 

Nevertheleſs,the Chriſtian Princes, 
whoſe Dominions were neighbouring 
upon the Turk, did not yet think 
themſelves ſafe,fearing that Bajazet 
would not long keep his word. For 
that reaſon Matthias King Of Hun- 
gary, Ferdinand King of Cas7:ite, Ar- 
ragouw and city, made it all their 
moſt earneſt ſuir ro the Grand Maſter 
to have Z:zim in their power. He 
would by no means grant them their 
xequeſt ; but he promis'd them that 
ſo long as he had the Sulrau at his

That Barbarian had 
violated the Peace without any pre- 
tence, as we have ſaid; and his per- 
fidiouſneſs carry'd him ſo far, as to 
ſtop the AKhodians, who traffick'd 
under the publick faith at Alexan- 
dria, and in other places of his Do- 
minions. But now he began to alter 
his behaviour, when he ſaw the good 
correſpondence which was between 
the Port and the Order of St. Jokn. 
The fear he had, leſt the Koights 
ſhould rake a freſh revenge, made 
him before hand in appealing them. 
To that end he ſent an Embaſſadout 
to Rhodes with rich preſents, and a 
very civil Letter, wherein he blam'd 
his paſt proceedings, and accus'd the 
foliy he had committed. Duan Aga, 
for that was. the Embaſſadour's 
name, did the beſt he could to en- 
hance the value of his Maſter's pre- 
ſents and excuſes. He promis'd ſo- 
lemnly an inviolable fidelity, and 
offer'd all forts of Pledges for per- 
formance. 
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formance. Whatever reſentment the 
Grand Maſter had of the Injuries of 
. Cazrber,” he ſaid nothing then: for 
though: he made. little accompr 
.of his promiſes , and judg'd of 
the future by what was paſt, he 
thought it not amiſs to make his ad- 
vantage of the preſent; atid that 
which made him determine it the ra- 
ther was, becauſe he had intelligence, 
that Baz2zet notwithitanding all his 
Ppublick and ſpecious demonttrations 
of Amity, had an inveterate enmity 
againl(t the Order, not only becauſe 
it protected his Brother Z7z22m, but 
alſo becauſe. he had obtig'd him to 
quit his deſign upon Italy.

Sjgnior, to fetch 
all ſorts of grain out of the molt fer- 
tile Countries of Turky, before rhe 
Oitoman Courr: had laid afide its 
Vizor, and had openly brok'n with 
the Order, he gave command at the 
ſame time to Jade.the great' Ship of 
the Treaſury, then upon the Coaſts 
of Provence, with ammunition and 
ſouldicrs, and that a great Veſlc] of 
Raguſca, then in the Port of Rhodes, 
ſhould ſail ro S:mos for wood pro- 
per to build the Ships and Engines 
of War.

The Grand Maſter made anſwer 
publickly, That he was highly 
oblig'd to the Emperour for his 
Reliance and Eſteem ; but that he 
did not deſerve thoſe ſplendid Ti 
tles with which his Imperial Majeſty 
had honour'd him; and that though 
the Order had ſignaliz'd themſelves 
againſt the Infidels for ſome year 
ſince,' thoſe happy Succeſſes wer: 
£0 be attributed ro the valour of the 
Knights, and the ProteAtion of He 
ven. After which, in a diſcourſe in 
private with-the Ambaſſador, helaid 
open to him all the inſight which he 
had into the Holy War, what Ern- 
terpriſes were to be undertaken 
againſt the Turk either by Sea of 
Land, and which were the moſt pro- 
bable ways to ſucceed. 

The wrongs and datnages ,which 
the 'Turks at that time' did to the 
Vellels 
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| Veſſels of the Order, did not a little 


help to heat the Grand Maſter, and 
cauſe him ro cloſe with the deſigns 
of the Emperor, Several Infidels 
that inhabited-the Coaſts of Zycza, 
neareſt to Rhodes, put to Sea every 
day, and pretending themſelves to 
be Pirats, pillag'd the Iſles of the 
Order ; they alſo made inrodes into 
Caria, and brav'd the Knights even 
to the very Gates of the Caſtle of 
St. Peter. The Grand Maſter ſends 
out certain Veſſels againſt theſe pre- 
tended Pirats, of which, ſome were 
taken, and puniſh'd ro the utmoſt of 
their deſerts. But theſe diſorders 
continuing, he writes to the Port, to 
know whether the Grand Seignior 
authoriſed theſe violences or no. 
The Pirats intercept the Letters, and 
kill the Bearers. The Grand Maſter 
being . adverriz'd thereof, ſought a 
more ſure way to write to Bajazet, 
and did it with all the fierceneſs that 
a juſt reſentment could inſpire him 
with. Now though ZBajazet were, 
as we ſaid before, exaſperated in his 
heart againſt the Knights, OI 

2 ittle 
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little value for them firice the dearh 
of his Brother ;: yer he was ſtill un 
willing to diſplay his-fury.:. So that 
he order'd: the” Beglerbes of Anato- 
tia ſeverely to punith. the Criminals, 
He alſo -ſent- to Rhodes a Prudcnt 
and: Intelligent Pefſon, rd examine 
the Loſſes which the  Rhodzans had 
{uſtain'd, and to aflure them, in the 
name of his Highneſs, that all ſhould 
be reſtor'd with Intereſt, 

| While the Grand Seignior la- 
bour'd in this manner to ſatisfie rhe 
Grand Maſter, ſome-of- : the Rhod;- 
ans, interreſted in the Goods which 
the Pirats had taken, ſecretly ſer 
forth fome Veſſels, and exercis'd 
ſeveral a&s of Hoſtiliry upon the 
Coaſt of : ycia, pillaging Villages, 
raking, Ships, and carfy ing away the 
very. perſons of the Zurks. When 
the Grand Maſter: was inform'd of 


it, he would -nor-ſtay_ ill the Beg 


lerbe: complain'd; he caus'd the 
chief in the Enterprize to be Ar- 
reſted ; and having diicover'd that 
the Knights had a ſhare, he- nam'd 
Commillioners to , examine the

illfatisfi'd with the Church of Rome ; 
For Alexander became more proud 
then ever by the retrear of the 
French Army, bad no regard: to the 
Priviledges which his * Preteceſſor 
had granted to the Order of Sr.. Johy 
of Jeruſalem, touching the +Collati- 
on of Benefices. birth 
Francis Boſſolxs, a Catalonias 
by birth, one of the moſt; Anti- 
ent: and moſt Illuſtrious Knights of 
his - Language, had -conferr'd upon 
him by the'Grand Maſter” the Prz- 
ory'of Catalonia. The Pope not 
conſidering either the Age, or the 
Merit of the Knight, conferr'd the 
fame Priorate, with the Commen- 
dary of Nave//es, upon Lewis Boy- 
gia his Nephew. So unjuſt an a& 
eftranged all their hearts from the 
Pope, and occafion'd much trouble

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at Rhodes. It was therefore” re- 
ſolv'd in © Counſel to complain 
thereof in all the Courts of Chriſten: 
dom, /and-particularly tro that of 
FSparn.” 'Towhich purpoſe Commif 
fioners were named, and the Grand 
Prior of Portugal, the Bayliff of 
Negropont, the Commendator V11/el, 
and the Knight de Gotor,. in Qualuy 
of Extraordinary Amballadors. The 
Grand' "Maſter: wrote tro Ferdimand 
a long Letter, wherein” after he had 
ſet forth how . much: ſcandal :and 
diforder the injuſtice of Alexander 
had cauſed in the Order, he beſough |} 
his Majeſty ro eſpouſe their Inte 
reſts, and ro mediate vigoroully fot 


them tothe Pope. | ; 

Ferdimand, who was not ignorant H 
of the Services. which the Grand 
Maſter had done the Holy See, 
found his complaints ſo juſt, that he 
preſently put the Knight de Poſtolr 
in poſſeſhon of the Priory of Cats 
Jogne.

- Bajazet 
kept his deſign very ſecret :- but the 
piblick rumor 'of the Port 'was, that 
thoſe- Preparations 'were intended 
againſt-Zgypr, and; was-a-report pro- 
bable enough. 
- Cairbes had- been dead! ſome 


months before; and the youngeſt of

Nobility 0i-the Court would not en- 
dure the new Government ; 1ſo that 
inſtead of doing Homage to the new 
Sovereign, they revolred from him, 
and made Confedezacies with the 
Turks to deprive him of his Crown. 


The Grand Maſter was inform'd of 


the rumour of the Court, bur he 
belicv'd it ſo much the leſs, the more 
the Grand Signior's Miniſters de- 
ſir'd it ſhould be believ'd. He kept 
himſelf upon his Guard, and gave 
order for every thing. .He engag'd 
in the Service of the Order all 
Strangers Ships thar us'd the Levant 
Seas. He hir'd Companies of Spa- 
niſb Infantry out of S;cily, from 
whence he allo fent for Corn in 
abundance. The Grand Prior 
Blanchefort , after a dangerous 
Voyage, at length arriving ſate, had 
order ro go for France to make 
his Complements, and ro deſire aid 
of the Succeſlor ro Charles the VIE. 


| who was dead of an Apoplexy, a 


difeaſe fatal to great men in that 
Bb 3 Age. 
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Age. Therecupon Lewis the XI, 
who had a great eſteem for the 
Grand Maſter, kindly recciv'd the 


Grand Prior, and order'd two and 
twenty great Ships ro be'made rea- 
dy forthe ſervice of the Knights. 
'- Art that time, the Grand Maſter 
underſtanding, thar Herry the VIII, 
King of England, laid out for the 
faireſt Turky-Carpets that were to 
be gor, preſented him with ſome that 
were.very rare. Henry became ſen: 
ſible of the Civilities of the Grand 
Maſter, and, in acknowledgment, 
ſent him ſeveral excellent Pieces of 
Artillery, with ſome Horſes of an 
extraordinary Mcttle and Colour, 
Ladiflaus King of Hungary, who, 
of all the Princes of Europe, was 
moſt liable to be a Prey to the Bar- 
barians, offered the Knights | of 
St. John two: Provinces of his -Do- 
minions, to engage them all rogether 
ro his Intereſts. But the. Grand 
Maſter was not of that humour to 
deſpoil a Prince, to prote& him ; he 
refus'd the offers of Lad:f{aus, but 
Promis'd hini all manner ot affiſlance. 

2 Rb. Blanche: 
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Blanchefort was no ſooner - re- 
turn'd to Rhodes, but the Armada 
of the Turks paſs'd through the 
Straits of Ga//zpoly; rhe Courſe they 
ſeer'd at firſt caus'd a grear fear, that 
the Storm threaten'd the Order af 
St. Zobn ; but ſoon after it was ſeen 
to fall upon the Republick of Vcnzce. 
The Turks pretended, that they had 
ſuffered great wrongs in Romanza, 
and the Morea. Belides thar, the 
Proveditor Pr/oly having met a Tur- - 
ki/h Vellel alone near Meteline, and 
perceiving that the Ship, in ſtead of 
Loring Sail, fir'd at them with all 


her Artillery, fought and ſunk her. 


Now though the A& of Pr10/; was 
regular, however, it incensd the 
Grand Signior, who lov'd the Ca- 
ptain of the-Ship ; for which reaſon 
he reſolv'd a War againſt them ;| ne- 
verthcleſs he did nor ar all declare 
his reſentment. For Zanrcari, whom 
the Senate ſent ro diſcover the in- 
clinations of the Port, received a 
thouſand Careſlcs from PBajazer. 
Nay, the. Barbarian deſfir'd to re- 
new his Alliance with the Repub- 
Bb 4 lick ; 
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ick ; bur he caus'd' the Articles of || : 
the new Treaty to be written in 
Latine, to the -end he might break ih | 
it when he pleas'd, according to the 
Principles of the Mahumetan Law, 
which ſuffers' them not to have any 
regard to their words in ContraQs, 
that are nor written in their own 
Language. > So OY 
Ar the ſame time that the Orto- 
man Fleet ſaid out of the Streight, 
the Grand Signior enter'd into /o- 
mania with a powerful Army, hav- 
ing impriſon'd - betore all the Vere- 
trans that were at Coni?antinople, 
One parr of the Turk;//h Cavalry 
was diyided from the reſt, and fent 
to haraſs the Countreys of Zara 
and Dalmatia. General Grimani, 
who lay at Modon with the Fleer of 
the Republick, had implor'd the aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Grand Maſter upon 
the firſt noiſe of the War, But he 
more urgently requeſted his aid, 
when he ſaw the Turks double the 
Point of the Morea. PTJuſtiniani, 
who commanded in Caudy, joyned 
hisrequeſts with thoſe .of ey 
| an 
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and both of them ſent to Rhodes . 
certain Letters from the Duke Bayr- 
barigo. | | 
The Grand Maſter look'd on 
the attempr of the Turks upon the 
Venetians,as a violation of the Trea- 
ty of Peace made with the Order, 
by reaſon they were oblig'd not ro 
moleſt the Chriſtians - ſo that he 
made no fſcruple ro ſuccour the 
Venetians in the preſent Conjun- 
ure. But becauſe he would not 
make too great a noiſe, he onely ſent 
them the Spaniſh Infantry that was 
come from S/czly, and ſome other 
Foreign Troops. The Republick al- 
ſo at the ſame time ſent to the 
King of F-axce, to obtain of his Ma- 
jeſty the Veſſels deſign'd for the al- 
ſiſtance of Rhodes. Who thereupon 
being then in League with the Pope 
and the Venetians againſt the Duke 
of Milan, gave order to his Ad- 
miral roſail away for Greece, to ob- 
ſerve the countenances of the Turks ; 
and in caſe that Rhodes were in no 
danger, to joyn with the Verzer:an 


Fleet. 
| The 
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The noiſe-of War 'inflam'd ' ſome 
of the Knights; and, amonglt others, 
the Grand Prior B/anchefort, whom 
the affairs of the Order detain'd in 
France during the Siege of -/&hodes: 
And therefore to farisfic the ex- 
treme defire he had to 'meer with 
the Infidels, he deſir'd leave to go 
and ſerve the Veneizars. The Grand 
Maſter, who, beforc he broke with 
the Turk, was deſirous to ſee the 
ſucceſs of the War with Venice, he: 
firated at firſt upon the propoſal of 
his Nephew ; bur the. bug neſs be. 
ing deliberated in Council, it was 
order d, that the Grand Prior ſhould 
have his liberty, bur thar he ſhould 
not take along with him above thir- 
ry Knights at moſt. So that Blanche: 
fort came to. Mogon ar rhe fame time 
that the French Ships. arriv'd there, 
As for the Venetian Elect,  thev had 
not ſo. many Veſſels . as the Turks, 
But they had better men, and Ships 
more fit for fight. The Tin-4s there- 
fore avoiaged mecting with the Chrr- 
ftians, minding. onely tro husband 
themſelves for ſome greater Enter- 


priſe, 
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priſe: Bur the Adventurers of 
Rhodes deſiring nothing more then 
aPatrel, preſs'd Gr:mani not to loſe 
the opportunity. And indeed they 
might haveſought, found, and van- 
guijh'd: the Infidels, had nor - the 
over-prudence-of the Venetians ren- 
drced the heat of-the French : unpro- 
firable. But the Ottoman Fleet. con- 
ſiſted of 260 Sail, a- number-..thae 
aſtoniſh'd Grimani; 1o thar inſtead 
of engaging, he did 'nothing but 
follow them aloof off _ 'There- 
upon "the Grand Prior, and the 
French Admiral, who had a full re- 
ſolution to. have ſignaliz'd them- 
ſeives, diſguſted at the conduct of the 
General, quitred him with. a gene- 
rous diſdain, = 

The Infidels embolden'd by the 
Cowardice of the Venet;ans, and by 
the' retreat of. the French, fiercely 
Skirted along the Coaſts of Morca, 
and enter'd into the Gulph of Le- 
tanto, whether Bajazet was come 
with his Army. The City was taken 
almoſt in ſight of Gr:mani, who 
had not the courage to relieve ir. 
7 This 
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This untoward news very much 
'troubl'd the Grand Maſter : but the 
Peſtilence that increas'd in Rhode 
much more afflited him. He made 
excellent Orders toſtop the Torrent 
of the Contagion; and to the end 
the Barbarians might not. attempt 
any thing at a time ſo ſeaſonabſle for 
them, he kept in pay four Galleys, 
which his Nephew brought along 
with him from Provence; and hay: 
ing re-inforc'd them with Knights 
and Souldiers, he commanded them 
ro cruiſe about the Hlands ; wherein 
he did two good acts at one time: 
for he preſerv'd the Iſlands from 
Pirats, and empti'd the City of a 


great number of People, which might 


have been ſwept away by the Pelti- 
lence. 

Lewis the XII. who made him- 
ſelf Maſter of the Dutchy of Mz/an, 
while the Turks took Lepanto, and 
who had a deſign to re-conquer the 
Kingdom of Nophs, out of which 
the French had beendriv'n, thought 
himſelf oblig'd to aſlift the Venetczans 
in the low Ebb of their Afﬀairs : but 

| he 
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he. was perſwaded he could not do 
4r, unleſs he acted by conſent with 
the Grand Maſter. For'that reaſon 
he ſent ro him two Heralds at Arms, 
who carri'd a Letter alfo to the Porr, 
to the end that by his means -they 
might travel ſafely through Turky, . 
and have a favourable Audience. 
So ſoon as the Heralds came to 
Rhodes, the Grand Maſter, who had 
made no open Breach with rhe 
Turks, wrote to Conſtaniinople for 
Letters. of ſafe Conduct. To which 
Bajazet did not onely freely con- 
ſear, but gave order to the: Baftha's 
of Zyc;a-to go. and meet the He» 
talds of ance; and convoy them to 
the Porr. Lo 

Eſarcho Centurino, a man of good 
judgment, and-one. of -the principal 
Inhabitants of Rhodes, departed 
along with them, carrying a Eetter 
of Credence, to beſeech the Grand: 
Signior not to detain the Heralds 
long, and to make ſome ſmall Com- 
plement to his Highneſs as ro the 
War which he made againſt. the 
Venetians, Now though the ay 9

nor: teafe: tomoleſt the. Venetians 
and' reſtore all: that had been raken 
from them.

Maſter. In ſome ſort he . eridex: 
your'd, 'in a large: T-etter, ro lay 
the blame upon. the Venetians, and 
gave the reaſons that moy'd him 
to declare War againſt. them. -- He 
pretended, that the Yenerians bad 
violated. the Faith of Treaties, and 
the Right-of Nations, exerciſing all 
manner of violences upon the Turks; 
of which, to- the end he might be 


believ'd, he gave a long Liſt; And 
rhe 
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the more':to defame the *Venetians, 
he: added, that the moſt 1lluſtrious 
King: of. Frauce knew: well enough 
what wrongs'”: they had. done the 
French; when being onely Duke of 
Orteans, he accompani'd Chur/es 
the 84..ro; the Conqueſt of Nuples; 
when they-profier'd [him »ren Duc- 
kats for every Souldicr ro invade 112: 
ly; alledging; that} if they did 'not 
ſtop . the. progreſs 'of.-the. French 
Arms, -: they. wou'd -at-:Jength aſſay 
the Otfomin Empire. - All this' the 
Grand-Seignior wrote, tojuſtifie him- 
{elf ; but mention'd nat a word: how: 
Lodowic: $forza, finding: the King ob 
France in League ' with the) Venerz- 
ans © againſt ' him, had-invited the' 
Ottoman Arms againſt them; ag-: 
eravating 10 .the-Port;; that Lewgs 
the' XII. would certainly pur in ex- 
ecution, _ What Charles the VIII. de-.

'In the-' mean time, - a Ship c# 
Rhodes being bound from thence to 
the Coaſt of Egypt, was attack d. 
by a: Tur+:/b Gallion near ro Alcx-. 
ohh andria. 
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andria. 'The Knights who were in 
the Ship "defended themſelves ſtout, 
ly, and hadreduc'd the Turk toths 
Jaſt extremity; bur when the Ship 
was juſt upon the point of-yielding, 
another Veſſel, well arm'd, came © 
her relief;: ſo that the Knights were 
forc'd to quit her. They made for 
Alexandria, and putting up the 
Soldan's Colours, : enter'd | the: Port, 
But the Admital of Alexandra, a 
perfidious Brure, without any re- 
Sard either ro the Peace and Laws 
of: Nations, made the' Knights Pris' 
niers;and- fent chem to Cazre, with all 
the Chriftians:thar were iri rhe Ship. 
i The Grand' Maſter  conjeQtur'd, 
by the artempr of the .Gallion,: that 
the: Turks had no intentions any 
longer to keep fair with. the Order. 

However, he complain'd ro the Sol- 

dan of the Admirals behaviour, and 

that in high rerms'too, as of a vio- 
lence inſupportable. The Soldan 
underſtanding, that fuch ſharp com- 
plaints were as good as threats, and: 


that he that made them would be. 


as good as his word,  diſown'd 
the 
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the Admiral, and relcas'd the Pris*- 
ners,' '-/ 

But the Grand Signior's pro- 
ceedings were far different. For all 
his Civilitics ro the Grand Maſter, 
and his Embaſlie to :the Court of 
France, did not hinder the Infidels 
from continuing the War againſt 
the Venetians, nor from - invading 
Italy. Twelve thouſand Spahi's en- 
tred into Fzu/:, through uncouth 
and difficult - paſſages ; and putting 
all ro Fire and Sword, carri'd away 
above 20000 Chriſtians into Slave- 
ry. The Pope, who minded nothing 
bur the advancement of his Family, 
till rhen had onely been a SpeQta- 
ror of the War ; but now he began 
to think himſelf concern'd, when 
he ſaw the Enemy at his Gates. 
And beſides. that his own Intereſt 
engag d him ro at, he thought 
himſelf oblig'd in Honour to wipe 
off thoſe reproaches, which the 
death of Z72im had thrown upon 
him, and to repair, by ſome notable 
action, what had been irregular in 
his Government. Thereupon he 
Cc un- 
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undertook, . with all the heat ims- 
ginable, to unite the Chriſtian 
Princes, that he might put a ſtopto 
the incurſions of the Barbarians. 

Nor was his diligence unſucceſs- 
ful. The Kings of Caſtile, Portugal, 
and Hungary declar'd themſelyes 
firſt of all. Maximilian, whom the 
Wars of Guelders and Switzerland 
had diverted from the Turki/ War, 
entred into this Holy League with 
Louis the 12th. when their diffe 
rences about M:lan were ended, by 
the Marriage of the King's Daugh 
ter with the Emperor's Son. 

The Grand Maſter convincd 
more then ever of the Infidelity of 
the Grand Signior, and not beliey- 
ing himſelf obligd to have any 
more reſpect for them, who had no 
more for him, Leagu'd himſelf with 
the Croiſado'd Princes. And ' noy 
Forces are raiſing all over Europe; 

| Ships making ready, Money ga- 
thering together in all places; and 
the bloody Croſſes that fell from 
Heaven in Germany, which Maxi 
mlian himſelf ſaw, ſeem'd to por: 


rend 
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tend a happy ſucceſs. The Turks 
take the Alarm ar theſe Prepartions 
and Prodigies; though that which 
molt affrighted them was the choice 
that was made of the Generaliſſimo 
of the League. | 
Alexander, who, among his wic- 
ked qualities, had ſome ye ones, 
and who had a very ready wit, be- 
thought himſelf, that ro bring about 
ſo important an Expedition, nothing 
could be more available then the 
choice of an Experienc'd Captain, 
and ſuch a one as ſhould be accepta- 
ble to all the Princes, He caſt his 
eyc upon. the Grand Maſter D” Au- 
buſſon, and propos'd him in a full 
Conſiſtory, after he had made him a 
large Encomium. All the Cardinals 
applauded the Popes Propoſition. 
However, Alexander , before he 
made the Choice publick, reſoly'd 
to try the Inclination of rhe Grand 
Maſter. To this end he wrote to him 
in a very obliging ſtyle, nevertheleſs 
with a chargeable condition in his 


time that the Grand Maſter ſhould

continue General, ſhould keep out 


at Sca four Galleys, and four Barks, 
well appointed, for the Service of the 
League. 

The Grand Maſter, who lov'd to 
at ar his own liberty, ponder 
upon the Condition ; and it may be 
his modeſty had made uſe of this 
pretence, to rid himſelf of an Em- 
ployment, which he thought above 
him, if the Council had nor advisd 
him to accept of the Condition at 


any rate whatever, and that the Þp 


Letters of ſeveral Cardinals his 


Friends had not ar length brought 


him to an abſolute determinarion, 
Thereupon he wrote to his Holineſs, 
Thar with all acknowledgment and 
humble baſhtulneſs he was willing to 
rake upon him the Charge, with 


which he was pleasd ro honour 


him : And he ſent a very ampk 
Procuration, as to this Aﬀeair, to the 
Commander of Az;jgnon, then Vice- 
Procurator-General of the Order in 

the Courr of ome. 
The Pope, nor doubring but that 
his Propoſal would be as acceptable 
| to 
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tothe Princes, as it was to the Car- 
dinals, gave them advice of his 
choice, ſo ſoon as he had receiv'd 
the Grand Maſter's Anſwer. All the 
Courts of Chriſtendom applauded ſo 
wiſe a Choice ; and this one Action 
did Alexander fo much honour, thar 
his Reputation was much repair'd 
thereby. Thereupon before all the 
Ambaſladors of the Confederate 
Princes, he publickly declar'd the 
Grand Maſter ZD' Auvuſſon, Captain- 


| General of the Croiſado. 


After which, his Holineſs, by a 
Solemn Brief, fill d with his Praiſes, 
gave him information of ir. 
The Purport of the Brief was, That 
the' Princes had approv'd the Choice 
which he had made of his Perſon : 
That they were very readily dil- 


pos'd to obey him; and that his 


Experience, Valour, and Piety, gave 


them confident hopes of Victory. 
The Pope added, That he was re- 
ſoly'd togo to the War himſelf, not- 
withſtanding his Age, reſolv'd to 
partake with the Grand Maſter in 
all the Labours of a Chriſtian War- 

Ce 3 fare, 
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fare, and to lay down his life, if oe- 


caſion ſhould be, to render the Ex: 
pedition ſucceſsful, He ſent word, 
Thar there were 15 Galleys, which 
he had expreſsly caus'd ro be made 
ready ; and that the Biſhop of 7; 
voly had orders to ſend them away, 
ſo ſoon as they were fitted out. He 
alſo wrote him word, that he had 
given notice to the Princes by their 
Ambaſſadors, that his intention waz 
that they and all their Forces ſhould 
render to him the. ſame Honour 
and the ſame Obedience, as to the 
Head of the Church. Exhorting him 
him at length to defend the Faith 
upon this occaſion, with the ſame 


Courage and Virtue, with which Þ 


alone he had defended it, when he 


forc'd Mahomet to raiſe his Siege Þþ 


from before Rhodes.

Bur in regard the ſafety of Chri- | 


ftendom, in ſome meaſure, depend- 


ed upon the ſafery of "Rhodes, he | 
was of opinion,. that the Ships be- | 


longing to the Order thould not 
diſtance themſelves any farther then 
Cape Mal:o. He alſo thought it ne- 
ceſſary, that the Fleet of the Con- 
federate Princes ſhould not come 

ro 
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to Rhodes, to ſpare them the labour: 
of returning back to the Morea, 
and Rhodes the inconvenience of 
being caren out by ſo many people. 
Upon which conſideration it was re- 
ſolv'd to ſend before to Raveſtery, 
to defire him to ſtay at Cape Sr. 


| Angelo, there to attend till the Ma- 


ſier came himſelt to bring them into 
ſome good Harbour. 

Raveſtein was already entred-in- 
to the Archepelago, and ftecr'd di- 


| rectly to the Iſland of Merelzn, to 


ſignalize himſelf immediately by 
ſome notable action, Bur in regard 
he hated Dependency, and was co- 
vetous of all the Honour to himſelf, 


| ſo far was he from following the 


Ordcrs of the Grand Maſter, that 


 Þ not vouchſafing to follow his Coun- 
| fel, he onely ſent to invite him to 
| comeand joyn with him. However, 


though this ſeem'd a very diſoblig- 
ing act of RaveFezn, yet the Grand 
Maſter more reſented the ill-timing 
of the Enterprize, then the ill-be- 
haviour of Raveſtein, .knowing well 
it was contrary to the King's _ 
ure, 
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ſure, and that the wills of Princes 
are uſually ill obey'd, when thoſe 
that are employ'd rake upon them 
to follow their own inclinations. And 
indeed this Bad beginning of the 
League, created an ill opinion of the 
Event. Nor did the ſlowneſs of the 
Pope leſs trouble him, then the for: 
wardneſs of the French. The fifteen 
Galleys that were to appear With 
the firſt, were not to be heard of; 
neither was there any news of the 
Biſhop of 7:v0li, who had order to 
conduct them. 


How zealous ſoeyer the Grand 


Maſter was to advance the Afﬀairs 


of the Croiſade, he could not deter- Þ 
mine with himſelf to joyn with the Þ 
French before the arrival of the | 
Pope's Fleet. He confider'd, that Þ- 


having no Inſtructions from his 


Hotineſs touching the Duties of | 
his Office, it behovd him not | 
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to begin the Exerciſe of it. He 


conſtder'd alſo, that in difficulties 
which might happen, the other Ca- 
ptains would be ſubje& ro diſpute 
his power, when they found the 

| | Galleys 
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Galleys of his Holineſs abſent. To 
ayoid all theſe inconveniences, he 
preſs'd the Pope ro keep his word, 
preſenting to him with an extra- 
ordinary | reſpe&t and zeal mix'd 
rogether, that his Holineſs being the 
Chief, and Soul of the Enterpriſe, 
there was nothing to be done with- 
out him- That the Fleets of the 
Chriſtian Princes would come in 
vain into the Levant, if he did nor 
appear in the head of them. That as 
for his parr, he deſir'd onely to ac- 
quir himſelf of tha Charge where- 


| with he had been pleas'd to honour 

| him, as having all his life-time one- 
| ly ſoughr a fair opportunity to ruine 
| the Mahumetan Puiſlance. 


Raveſiein, who had unadviſedly 


Z engag d himſelf in the Siege of Me- 
| ztel;n, and began to ſee his fault, en- 
| deavour'd all he could to re-fix him- 


| felfin the good opinion ofthe Grand 


| Maſter, and to oblige him to come 


| tohisrelief: He ſent to him by the 


Knight Je Gawaſton, who was come 
to him on the behalf of the Order, 
that the Venetianus having drawn 
him 
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him to Meteline before the arrival 
of the Knight, he could not avoid 
beſieging the City. That at firſt he 
had raisd a Battcry, which had ng 
ſucceſs, as being planted againſt the 
ſtrongeſt part of the Wall ; but that 


having chang'd his Battery, the Cx Þþ 


non wrought wonders ; bur that he 
_ could not determine with himſelf 
to make a general Onſer without 


him ; believing withall, that the Þþ 


Event of the Storm . would not 


prove ſucceſsfui, unleſs the Knights Þ 
of Rhodes had their ſhare. Thar the Þþ 
Fenetians had thirty Galleys before 


Alrteline, not counting his. That 
for the: Popes Galleys, they were not 


to be expeted ; nor did he know Þ 
where his”:Hblineſs ſhould. have fif- 
cen; 'for that being at Naples, he Þ 
knew he-had -burt two, which the Þ 
Dake : of Hateztino;s made uſe of | 
again{? the Prince-of P:;omd:no; and F 


that -hevtonld nor learn: that he had 
made any :Preparations againſt the 
Turk; concluding at: laſt, that he 
acknowledg'd the Grand Maſter for 
General of the Chriſtian Fleet, mn 
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that he would nor procecd any more 
without his Orders. 

The Grand Maſter hearing -no 
news of the Pope's fifteen Galleys, 
and not cnduring that any thing 
ſhould be a&ted againſt the Tur, 
wherein he had nor his ſhare, re- 
ſoly'd toſacrifice his Reſentments ro 
his Honour, and the Intereſts of the 
Church. He thought himſelf oblig'd 


| alſo, for the Reputation of the Arms 


of France, not to deſert Raveſtezn, 


{ whar ever reaſon he had tobe diſ- 
| pleas'd with him. Therefore that-he 


might a& with Honour, befides the 
four Galleys and four Barks which 
he was to ſet forth by the Articles 
of the League, he refolv'd ro take 
along with him the Great Ship be- 
longing to the Order, twelve great 
Galliots, ſeveral Briganrines, ſeveral 
Foiſts,with ſome 1ra/;az and Catalo- 
nan Veſkls which he had hir'd. 

Art his departure, he lefr very 
good Orders behind him ; for hay- 
ing declar'd the Grand Commander 
Coſſa his Licutenant to govern with 
the Council, he preſcrib'd him every 
week 
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week to give | pgs Audience ty 
the People : and in caſe any of the 
Knights ſhould withſtand him, tg 
proceed againſt them according tg 
the Forms and Rigour of the Sta: 
rutes. The management of the 
Treaſure, for a time, he committed 
to the care of the Admiral; 
and particularly charg'd' the Grand 
Marſhal to be exa& in doing Juſtice 
to the Knights. 

For the ſecurity of. Rhodes, he 
gave order, that Guards ſhould be 
kept in all the Poſts of the Lan- 
guages, as if the place were Beſieg'd; 
and he himſelf. nam'd ſuch and ſuch 


the Ifland, to hinder the Landing of 
the Barbarians. . 

The Council, in requita], to ſhew 
the particular eſteem which the 
had for the Grand Maſter, ner) 
Thar all the Knights that accom- 
ar him ſhould enjoy the privi- 
edges of Reſidence, as it preſent at 
Rhodes : Thar all EleRions of Pri- 
ors and Bailiffs ſhould ſurceaſe in 
his abſence, that he might deliberate 
upon 


Knights to ride their Rounds about 
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upon ſuch Affairs as ſhould preſenx 
themſelves, and that his Dectees 
to ſhould be of the fame force and au- 
to thority,as it iſſu'd our ofhis Palace : 
2-W and thar in regard a great number of 
he Knights were to attend the Grand 
dB Maſter, it was ordain'd, that after 
I; their departure, no Knight ſhould 
dB ftir our of the Ifland, but upon the 
e urgent affairs of the Order. 

Things being thus ſetled , and 
twelve Veſlels of the Fleer being 
gone before to ſtay for the Knights 
at Zango, the Grand Maſter em- 
bark'd the 21 of November, attend- 
ed to the Sea by a great throng of / 
'People, who could not bur let fall 
rears at his departure, eſpecially 
when they ſaw him threaten d by a 
riſing Tempeſt ere he was out of 
ſighr. 

His impatience to beat the aſſaulr 
of Meteline, caus'd him to make all 
the haſte imaginable. Scarcely had 
he reach'd Zango, when the Knight 
Baldovin, whom he had ſent be- 
fore to advertize the French and Ve- 
netians of his coming, brought him 

: news 
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news that the Siege was rais'd ; at 
the ſame time delivering him Letters 
from Raveftein and Peſaro, Ra- 
weſtein ſignifid to him in a few 
words, That the Siege of Metelne 
| being an Enterpriſe much more dit- 
ficulr, then it had ſeem'd to be to 
men of very good judgment, he 
thought fir to leave it off. Thar the 
Seaſon being far ſpent, his care was 
how to be gone before it grew 
worſe, which would be in two days 
at fartheſt, with his good leave. 
The Letter from Peſaro was larger, 
and more rational ; the effe& where- 
of was, Thar whereas Raveſiein 
had undertaken the Siege without 
adviſing with the Venetzans, he had 
alſo rais'd it of his own head : That 
it was no wonder, that an Enterpriſe 
ſo ill manag'd thould have no better 
ſucceſs. That the French preparing 
for home, there was no likelihood 
that the Venetians ſhould ſtay at 
Meteline. That they were making 
ro Sczo ; and thar if it were hisplea- 
ſure they ſhould joyn with the 
Knights, they were ready to do 
what 
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whar he ſhould think. beſt for the 
good of Chriſtendom. - Peſaro 
added, that there was -no heed ro 
be given to the Popes Promiſe, for 
that his Fifteen Gallies were onely 
in Idea. Thatthe Span Fleer was 
about Taranto; and that the Por- 
tugat Fleet having gain'd. Corfr, 
was return'd home, notwithſtanding 
all the intreatics of the; Venerzans, 
pretending they cou'd nut fiay long 
out in bad weather in thoſe Scas. 
The Grand -Mafter was more 
perplex'd art the ill: ſucceſs of rhe 
Enterprize of Metreline, then ſur- 
priz dat it, Bur believing that the 
return of the French Ilcet wou'd do 
more harm to the Aﬀairs of the 
League, then the raiſing of the 
Siege, hediſpatch'd away a Foiſt to 
Naxi, by which the French were 
to paſs, deſiring Raveſiezy not to 
return till they had diſcours'd to- 
| = He ſent another to Jczo, to 
elire the Venetiansto meet him at 
Naxz, and to let them know, that 
| he had made great Preparations for 
their aſliſtance ; that he had left 
BER Dd Rhodes 
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Rhodes in a bad Seaſon, and almoſt 
contrary to the advice of his Coun- 
cil : That rhe misfortune of Mexe. 
tine was not paſt recovery, and 
that they might return to the Sicge 
with more ſucceſs, provided the 
French had. not loſt their courage, 
He deſired Peſaro to ſtay Raven- 
ſtein, at what rate ſocver, it they 
were yet together, or earneſtly tg 
write to him, if they were parted. 
The Rhodian Fleet ſer ſail from 
Lango preſently after the Foiſls, 
and, in ſpight of contrary Winds, 
arriv'd at length before Naxi, But 
Raveyſteins impatience to quit the 
Levant, would nor permit him tq 
ſtay for the Knights. He ſer fail 
preciſely two days after he had 
wrote to the Grand Maſler, accor- 
ding to the purport of his Letrer, 
the Prayers of the Venetians, the 
Honour of France, nor his own, be- 
ing able to ſtop him. | 
'The Grand Maſter had nor been 
ſo well appeas'd at the departure 
of the French, had he not met the 
Penetians in ſight of the _ 
TONE | Aiter 
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After mutual Salutes of both Fleets, 


| Peſaro came aboard the Grand 


Maſter, where after ſome delibe- 
ration upon the preſent ſtare of 
Affairs, they concluded rogether, to 
write to all the Princes ot the Croz- 
ſade, to engage them to let their 
Fleets be ready againſt rhe Spring. 
They alſo agreed, that the true way 
ro ruine the Turh, was not to make 
any attempts upon the Iſlands of 
the Archipeligo, the loſs of which 
would do him but little harm; bur 
to force the Dardanels, and be- 
ſiege Gall/:poli with a potent Army ; 


| then ro make up direAly to. Con 


iFantinopte, and fire the Fleet that 
uſually rode in the Sea of Marmora ; 
which the Grand Maſter would un- 
dertake to do, provided that Za- 
a perform'd his part upon 
ungary ſide. This being the con- 
dition of Afﬀairs at that time, the 
Grand Maſter rook his leave of Pe- 
ſaro, and ſet ſail for Rhodes, three 
of the Venet;zan Galleys attending 
him out of refpe&. The Rhodzans, 
who did not expect his Return fo 
DES ſoon, 


Wat 
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foon, were pleaſingly ſurpriz'd at 
it ; yet caſily brookt the misfortune 
that reſtor'd them their Grand Ma- 
ſter. 

No ſooner was he arriv'd, but he 
had intelligence, that ſeveral Turky 
Merchants Ships, very richly laden, 
were in the Seas of Syrza and Egypt 
homeward bound. The Council 
was of opinion, that ſuch a Booty 
was not to be Jer ſlip, bur that they 
ſhould take this opportunity ab- 
ſolutely ro break with the Port. 
Thereupon the Grand Maſter com: 
manded out ſeven Gallies, and ſome 
Boats, to way-lay them. The Knight 
Diomede de Villaragut, Caſtellin of 
Empoſia, was nam'd Admiral of 
the Squadron. He pur to Sea, and 
took the Ships ; ſo that the Prize 
almoſt recompenc'd rhe Expences 
which the Knights had been ar. 

Bur for all this ſmall ſucceſs, the 
Maſter was not a little troubled at 
the ſlowneſs of the Princes. He was 
ſenſibly afflicted ro ſee the League 
halt-broken; and thereforc to re- 
new it again, he ſent Ambaſſadors 

: ro 
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toall the Chriſtian Courts: Who 
were no ſooner departed, but Am- 
baſſadors arriv'id from Lad:/ſzus 
King of Hungary; who, after they 
had congratulated the Grand Ma- 
ſter as General of the League, af- 
ſur'd him, that the Hungarian Ar- 
my was in readineſs ; and therefore 
delir'd him ro engage the Grand 
Caraman, the Soldan of Egypt, bur, 
above all, the King of Parſis ro 
take up Arms againſt the Turk. 
The Reſolutions of Ladzfl ms ex- 
tremely rcjoye'd the Grand Maſter 
bur the Revolutions then hapning 
in Perſia ſomewhat qualifi'd his 


boy. - 
7 Fo the Son of Uſſum Caſſan, 
ſucceeding his Farther in the King- 
dom of Per/i, was affraid leſt Ar- 
duel, his Coulin,ſhould one day uſurp 
the Crown ; and his fear was up- 
on good grounds. Arduet publick- 
ly gave our, that A/; was the true 
Interpreter of the Law ; and there- 
by he almoſt overthrew Mahume- 
tiſm. The People, who are always 
diſpos'd to receive Novelties, and 
-- Bev are 
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are eaſily govern'd by them thar 
know how to tickle their fancics 
with Religion, declar'd themſelves 
for the Doctrine of _ _ 
upon Jacup thought the favour 0 

ole b bea Fic crime for 
which ro put him to death, and rid 
himſelf of him withour any noile. 
And a little while after he gave the 
ſame order for 1/hMe! the Son of 
Arquel. Thar order of the King of 
Perſia was not ſo ſecret, but I/hmael 
had notice of it, Upon which, he 
fled towards the Caſpian $ez, tO a 
Prince that was one of his Friends, 
and there immediately made a pub- 
lick Profeſlion of what his Father 
had raught him. His comely Pre- 
ſence and his Eloquence, ſoon begat 
h:m1 a high eſteem among thoſe Bar- 
barous Nations, even to be regarded 
as a kind ot Deity ; for which cea- 
ſon they gave him the name of Jo- 
þ4:, or Wiſe. He dextrouſly kept 
up ſo fair a Repuration, and beliey- 
ing it lawtul for him to do any 
thing to obtain a Crown, he got the 
King of Per//a to be pur to death, 
by 
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by the yery means of the Queen 
her ſelf, who hated her Husband, 
and lov'd Iſhmael. After the death 
of Jacup, Iſhmael return'd into Per- 
ſia, with a great number of his fol- 
lowers, who lookt upon him as a 
Prophet ſent by God - The moſt 
part of 'the Per/ians took his part, 
ſo that haying got rogether a good 
Army ,. he march'd agaiuſt A/vanr, 
who had tak'n poſleſſion of the 
Throne, as being the eldeſt Son of 
Zacup. The new King was driv'n 
firſt trom his Ciry, then defeated in 
a great Barrel, and ſlain by 1/bmae!'s 
own hand. This fatal news quite 
dampt the courage of Alvani's 
Brother, whoſe name was Maraca-> 
tam, and lay at Babylon with a nu-. 
merous Army. So that in ſtead of 
marching againſt 1/hmaet, he fled 
to the Mountains; and abandon'd 
the Throne that belong'd ro him to 
ſave his life. Thus the Uſyrper be- 
came the Maſter; and though all 
the Kingdom had not yer ſubmitted 
to his Scepter, he caus'd himſelf to 
be call d King of Per/72. | 

Dd 4 Theſe 
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Theſe Revolutions appear d ng 
way favourable ro the King of Huy: 
gary, nor to the intentions of the 
Grand Maſter. There was no pro- 
bability thar 1ſmaet Sophi would 
engage in the Aﬀairs of the League, 
while Per/i2 was not yet at Peace 
within it felf, and all thoſe acci- 
dents were ſtill ro be fear'd that 
might ruine a new Dominion, un- 
Juit and unſetl'd ; beſides, that the 
Succeſſes of I/hmael naturally bred 
ſuſpitions in- the King of Carama- 
71i.1's breaſt, Which reaſons would 
nor permir him to enterprize againſt 
the Tur4s, when he had enough to 
doto fecure himſelf ar home. Nor 
was the Soldan of Fe 5pt in a bet- 
ter condition to fayour rhe Princes 
of the Croz(ade; for beſides that 
he was embroil'd in the Domelſtick 
Diſſentions of his own Court, he 
fear'd the victorious Arms of T/h- 
mael, who, by the advicegiv'n him 
by Attuli Turcoman, threaten'd to 
b-gin his Conqueſts with thoſe of 
Syr:i2 and Eg ypt, when he had 
ferl'd himſelf in Per/ca. Fn 
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leſs, when the Grand Maier better 
conlider'd, he bethought himſelf, 
that the Troubles of #erſa would 


, be ro way diſadvantagious to the 


Enterprize of the Chritiians; for 
that the Tw 4 aiarm'd with the Suc- 
ceſs of his Victorious Neighbour 
and Enemy, would be obligd to 
keep very numerous Armies upon 
the Fronteers of Turky; and that 
being thereby much weaken'd, he 
might be rhe caller vanquiſh'd at 
home. 


The noiſe of the League no leſs 


perpiex'd PB 1j4Sef, then the Revo- 


lurions of Per//z. Underſtanding 
therefore that che Grand Maſter was 
the Head and Sou] of the Enter- 
prize, he bethought himſelt of deal- 
ing with him, by the means of Sul- 
tan Corcur, the beſt beloy'd of all 
his Sons, tro whom he had giv'n the 
Government of Anato/:z. Corcut 
being weli inſtructed by the Mini- 
ſters of the Port whace part he was 
ro act, ſenr very rich Preſents to the 
Grand Mailer, with a moſt obliging 
Letter, wherein he requeſted his 
friend- 
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friendſhip; and conjur'd him, af- 
rer a thouſand offers of his fer: 
vices, that they might live together 
in Amity and good Correſpondence, . 
and thar there might be a freedom 
of Trade between each others Sub. 
zets. He addcd, that his Father had 
given him all power, in reterence to 
a peace, and that he was ready to 
do whar ever the Knights defir'd. 
Bur theſe fair words could not da 
zle the Grand Maſter. He knew by 
the Turks themſelves, who were 
his Spies, that the famous Pirate 
Cama1l;, who had fitted out ſeveral 
Veſſels at Ga!lipol: for the ſervice 
of Bajazet, was juſt ready to ſet 
Sail our of the Straits with above | 
fifty men of War, ro arrack the Iles 

that belong'd to the Order. So that 
without entring into any further 
Negotiation, he frankly declar'd, 
That being nominated General of 
the League by the Pope, he could 
not forſake the Common Cauſe, nor 
could hearken to any Peace which 
the Grand Sciynior would not make 
With all the Princes of Chriſtendom, 
as 
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as well as with the Knights of 
Rhoges. 

The Grand Maſter declar'd him- 
ſelf upon this point ſo much the 
more boldly, becauſe he knew, that 
ſeven of the Popcs Galleys were 
joyn'd to the Venetian Armado at 
the Iſland of Cerigo, and that his 
Holineſs was ſetting out thirteen 
more, the care of which he had 
given to the Knight Fabricio de Ca- 
retta, who was then at Genoa. This 
news was brought ro Rhodes by an 
Envoy of the Piſhop of Baffo, un- 
der whoſe ConduCt the Galleys ſer 
Sail, and who had alſoin Charge a 
Briet irom the Pope to be deliver'd 
to che Grand Maſter. This Brief con- 
tain'd many Applauſes of the Grand 
Maſters Actions, and many Excuſes 
of rhe Popes Neglect : That he had 
the moii ſincere intentions in the 
world, bur that the misfortunes of 
the times would not ſuffer him to 
keep his word ; that he would re- 
pair what was paſt with advantage, 
and ſend Twenty Galleys inſtead of 
Fifteen. 

Bur 
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But to return to the Sophi. He 


had no ſoonereſtabliſh'd his Throne, 
partly by fair, partly by foul means, 
but he reſoly'd ro extend his Con- 
_ Inſtead of advancing againſt 

2 ypt, as he intended, he tell into 
Armenia with fourſcore thouſand 
fighting mcn, drawn thither by the 
"Neighbourhood , and the hatred 
which he bore the Turks. In this 
Expedition, 1/hmael ſoon maſtcred 
Armenia, after he had cut in pieces 
above rwenty thouſand men. Baya 
Set alarm'd by 'the Succeſs of the 
Conqueror, gather d all his Forces 
together ro detend himſelt ; but he 
could not believe himſelf able to 
reſiit ſo potent an Enemy, while he 
Was at odds with the Chriitians. For 
that reaſon he made Propoſttigns of 
Peace to the Grand Maſter and the 
Republick of Vence. 

The Grand Maſter, who had in- 
telligenc? of every thing, and in par- 
ticular knew the Conſternation of 
the Grand Signior, fail'd not to give 
notice of it to the Pope, that never a 
fairer opportunity offer'd it ſelf ro 

ruine 
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ruine the Common Enemy : That 
Bajazet was .oblig'd ro go in Pcr- 
ſon againſt the Per/ian, for want of 
a Baſha experienc'd in Military At- 
fairs, in whom he could abſoJutely 
confide: Thar the Sophz, a liberal 
and affable Prince, drew to his Party 
the Militia of the Grand Signior : 
That there was no likelthood of any 
accord between Perſia and Turky, 
in regard a Conqueror hates -no- 
thing more then Peace. T herefore 
he beſought his Holineſs not to ne- 
oject the opportunity that Provi- 
dence preſented. But the Commo- 
tions in [taly render'd all theſe Re- 
monſtrances void. For while the 
Turks and Per/irns make War one 
againſt another, the Frerch and 
Spaniards break the Peace which 
they had made. They had contra- 
cd an Alliance againit Frederick 
of N.tples, who ſucceeded Ferdinand 
his Nephew, and had got poſleſ- 
fion of his Nominions by force of 
Arms. Burt Ambition ſoon divided 
them, which it had united. Zewzs 


the XII. and Ferdjmand King of 


Caſtile, 
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Castile, became jealous each of 


other ; neither could endure a Com. 
peritor nor a Companion, borh of 
them claim the whole Kingdom 
which they had parted betwixt 
them. And rhe differences of their 
Miniſters, touching tie limirs of 
their common Conc uelts ſerving for 
a pretence, occalion'd a moli bloody 
War, that filt'd ail Jaly with hor- 
rou: and confuſion. 

The Bithop of Baffo, who had 
joyn'd himſelf with. rhe Fleer of the 
Venetians, had intelligence of the 
Rupture between the two Crowns, 
at whattime the Naval Army of the 
Venettans had taken the Iland of 
Sunta Maura from the Turk, with 
the afliſtance of a Squadron of 
Knights which the Grand Maſter 
ſent them, and ſome Galleys of a 
French Captain, call'd Pre Jan de 
Bidoux, a very underſtanding Sea- 
man, and a very ſtout Souldier. Pre- 
fently the Biſhop gave a ſhrewd 
eneſs at the ill ſacceſsof the League 
by the ſtate of affairs in 1taly, and, 
according to his InſtruQtions, he 
gave 
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Peter TY Aubuſſon. 415 
gave notice to the Grand- Maſter, 
That new diviſions hinder'd* his Ho- 
lineſs from being exact to his word, 
He added, Thar of Twenty Galleys 
promis'd by the Holy See, he had 
receiv'ed bur Thirteen; That he 
could not keep them above four 
months, without expreſs command 
from the Pope ; which were almoſt 
expir'd, and moſt certainly would 
not be prolong 'd ; That the French 
Fleet would not come ata!l; Thar 
Captain Pre Fan de Pidoux was 
gone from St. Maura upon the firſt 
intelligence of the Broils between 


France and Spain; That the Vene- 


tzans being reſolv'd ro fortifie St. 
Maura, could not ſpare their Fleer 
any farther ; ſo that Winter being at 
hand, he did: not believe thar the 
Confederate Princes would under- 


| takeany thing againſt the Turk this 


car, 

: However,the eager longing. which 
the Grand Maſter had to ſce- the 
League renew'd, and his joy for 
the taking Soria Maura, made 
him belieye, that the flames of War 
bc- 
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between the French and Spanzryds 


might be as eaſily extinguiſh'd as 


they were kindled ; upun this conſi- 
deration he reſolv'd nor to give off 
ſo. So that wirhour raking any no- 
tice of the Biſhop of Þ rffo's advice, 
he fellagain ro writiny to the Pope. 
After he had congrarulared the Pope 
for the Succelis of his Galleys in the 
taking Santa Manra, h> beſought 
him to keep them ſtill in readineſs, 
and to excite the Vener:ans to pre: 
pare the moſt powertul Armado 
they could. He beſoughr him to en- 
deavour the reconciliation of the 
two Kings, and tv make uſc of all 
his Art in thar particular. He 
preſs'd with new vehemency the Em- 
perour, and other Kings, particu/ar- 
Iy the King of England, who was 
very powerful at Sea, and who was 
very zealous for the Intereſts of the 
Church. After which, committing 
the reſt into the hands of Provi- 
dence, he ſer himſelf to regulare 
the Cuſtoms both of the People, and 
the Knights. 

In the firſt place, underſtanding, 
that 
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that the Jews that dwelr in Rhodes, 
led a very ſcandalous life, and that 
their bad example was the occa- 
fion of many fins committed in the 
City, he took up a reſolution to ex+ 
pel them. Having aſſembl'd a Coun- 
cil for this effe&, he ſet forth, in a 
long diſcourſe, all the evil that the 
Trade of the Jews might produce 
among the Faithful; and that an 
Order particularly conſecrated to 


| the defence of Chriſtendom, ought 


to abhor a Nation which was ſo 


much the Enemy of Chriſt himſelf. 


Then he came 1n 'particular'to the 
Jews of Rhodes, whom 'the Prodi- 
gies of the laſt —_— thoſe upon 


| the Wall, had harden'd the more. 


The Grand Maſter's judgment 


| was approv d in Council, and they 


all decreed with one accord, that 
the Jews ſhould depart the Iſland, 
and all the Territories of the Or- 


| der, within fifty days. They were 
| alſo forbid to ſettle in the Eaſt, 
leſt they ſhould prove ſpies to the 


Turks : and all that was perrhitred 


| them, was, to put off their Goods 


. Ee In 
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in fourty days. Bur all ſorts of Tj. 
berty and priviledges were offer, 
on the other ſide, to thoſe that 
would turn. Chriſtians. As for their 
little Children, it was decreed, that 
they ſhould be Baptiz'd whether 
their Parents would or no. And the 
Decree of Council was drawn in 
expreſs terms, That ſince it was the 
opinion of all Divines and Cano- 
niſts, that the Jews were the Slaves 
of the Chriſtian Princes, they had 
not the Right nor Juriſdiction 
Parents over their Children. So thar 
the Grand Maſter might diſpoſe of 
them for the good of Chriſtendom, 
and the Salvation of their Souls, 
Thereupon according to the power 
of the Laws, the Jews Children 


were Baptiz'd. And leſt they ſhould | 


renounce their Chriſtianity when 
they came to years of diſcretion, 
the Grand Maſter kept them at 
Rhodes, and. brought them up at the 
publick Charge, in ſome meaſure 
doing the Duty and Office of a Fa- 
ther ro them. 
After this, the Grand Maſter - 
pli 
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pli'd himſelf ro examine the Statutes 
of the Order, which the Vice- 
Chancellor Caour/i3 had reduc'd in- 
to a Method- ſome years before. 
Some he cancell'd rhat were 
grow nout of uſe, the obſervation 
whereof did more harm then good, 
ſerving onely to multiply Quarrels 
and Suits of Law. Others he made 
new, according to the Conſtitution 
of the preſenr Time. For ſeeing 
how far the Impiety and Luxury of 
the Knights had extended it ſelf, 
who liv'd more like Seculars and 
Libertines, then men in Holy Or- 
ders, he ordain'd, That whoſoe'er 
ſhould ſwear by, or blaſpheme the 
Name. of God, or ſpeak a word to 
the diſhonour of the Virgin Mary, 


| or the Saints, for the firſt fault ſhould 


undergo the puniſh- | 
ment of * Lent; for * Faſt forty — 
0 : an e z2Þt 
the. ſecond » LUWO .,pice a week or 


months impriſon- Fore the High Al 


ment in the Caſtle ; 


and for the third, be ur in the pub- 
lick Priſon during the pleaſure of 
the Grand Maſter and the Council ;

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and that they that were pur into 
theſe Priſons, ſhould loſe three years 
priviledge of Precedency. 

He alſo forbade, that the Knights 
ſhould habit themſelves like other 
people of the world, or wear any 


thing that had* the leaſt ſem- 


blance of Gallantry or Vanity. He 
order 'd particularly, that their ha- 
birs ſhould be plain, and of one co- 


lour ; and that if any Knight dif- | 


obey 'd this Order, beſides the pu- 
'niſhment of the Quarantine, his Hz: 
"bir ſhould be confiſcate ro the Pub- 
lick Treaſury. | 
Bur though he lov'd Modeſty in 
Habir, he was Magnificent in al| 
things that concern'd the Ornament 


and Beautifying of the Church; as, 
the ſtarely Tapeſtries, Statues of Sil | 
ver, Croſſes of Gold, Chalices, and | 


 Image-Chariots of Ma/ta, engraven 


with his Arms for the moſt part, tc-| 


Nie to this day. 


While he employ 'd himſelf in this, 


| manner,in expectation of his Embaſlic 
 &Letrers in reference to the League, 
'the Span;zards, who had for their 
: Captain 
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Captain in the Kingdom of Naples 
Alexander Cordova, ſir-nam'd the 
Great Captain, fade moſt cruel 
War againſt the French ; and both 
Parties grew ſo violent one againſt 
another, that «there was no likeli- 
hood of Peace. The Pope, inſtead 
of |abouyring an accommodation and 
reconcilemenr between the two Na- 
tions, as the Grand Maſter had de- 
ſir'd him, openly favour'd the Spa- 
nzards, and fed the fire which he 
ought to haye exringuiſh'd. Beſides, 
he had no other thoughts in his 
head, but how to Aggrandize Ceſar 
Borzia his Son, Duke of Valentinozs, 
whom he paſlionarely lov'd ſo far, 
as to dare any thing, and think 
any thing lawful for his advance- 
ment and enrichment. Bur that 
which dire&ly ruin'd the- Croiſage, 
was this, Thar the Venetians, tir'd 
with the War, made Peace with the 
Turks, after ſeveral private Negoti- 
ations, wherein the Knights cf 
Rhodes were nor taken notice of in 
the leaſt. By this Peace, the Vene- 
tins reſtord the Iſland of Santa 

| Ee 3 Manra, 
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Maura, which Peſara had fortifi'd 
at great Expences ; and the Grand 
Signior engag'd himſelf to reſtore 
what he had taken from the Ve. 
netian Merchants, from the begin- 
ing of the War. Zad:flaus King of 
7; Anda ſoon follow'd the example 
of the Republick, making an agree- 
ment, though not very Honourable, 
with Bajazet, Theſe ſad ridings 
pierc'd the very heart of rhe Grand 
Maſter; and to add to his afflii- 
on, he underſtood at the fame time, 
that his Holineſs had conferr'd 
Commanderies of the Order upon 
Secular Perfons , and that he had 
promis'd the Priorie of Caſt:le to 
Don Henry of Totedo, Conſidering 
neither the Priviledges of Innocent 
the VIIT.the Nature of the Revenues 
of the Order, nor the Dignity of the 
Generaliſfimo of the Zeagne, whom 
he had elefed himſelf.” 

* The Grand Maſter fo highly re- 
ſented ſuch irregular proceedings, | 
thar he wrote ro the Pope; and 
without ſwerving from that reſpe&t 
which he ow'd to the Chzef of the 
Tr Church, 
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Church, and the Vicar of Chriſt, he 
told Alexander his own, as far as a 
real Zeal could inſpire him. Bur 
Alexander - taking little notice of 
his Complaints, continu'd his at- 
fronts and injuries to the Order, 
and that with ſo much the more 
Liberty , believing, that now the 
Venetians had made Peace with the 
Turks, he ſhould have no more need 
of the Knights. 
| TheLeague thus brok'n off, and 
the proccedings of the Pope, brought 
the Grand Maſter into a deep Me- 
lancholy, that waſted him by de- 
grees, and at length caſt him into 
a mortal diſtemper. He began tro 
fall ill the Eeve of St. John Baptiſts 
day. Bur then he would notdiſcloſe 
that he ail'd any thing, and was 
preſent at the Bonfires, and at the 
publick Annual Ceremonies before 
the Caſtle, for which therc are ex- 
traordinary preparations in Honour 
of the Patron of the Order. He alſo 
went in ſtate ro Church upon the 
Feſtival day; and concealing his il! 
diſpoſition of body, perform'd all 
| Ee 4 the 
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the Datics of a true Chriſtian. 

This ſtriving againſt his Diſtem- 
per out of Piety , re-doubl'd the 
torce of the diſeaſe; ſo that in two 
days heſell ſo Jl, that the Phyſicians 
at firſt deſpair'd of his life : never- 
zheleſs they were willing to try 
what Art could do.

Then was 
their ſorrow ſoon expreſs'd by their 
rears and wailings, and after that 
by a deep ſilence, as uſually happens 
incxtreme afflitions. 

Thus di'd Peter D' Aubuſſon, 
Grand Maſter of Rhodes, Cardinal 
of St. Adrian, Legarte of the Holy 
- See in A/zz, and nominated Genera- 
liflimo of the Holy League. He was 
aged about fourſcore years, and he 
had govern'd the Order above twen- 
ty ſeven. 

So ſoon as grict would permit 
the Knights rocome to themſelves, 
they made it their bus'neſs to ren- 
der to the dead their laſt duties with 
all the Magnificence imaginable. 
He was expos'd upon a Noble Bed 


of State. Nor did the — 
0 
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of death deprive him of that ſweet 
and amiable Majeſty, that always 
appear'd in his countenance when 


alive, Three Knights ſtood at the 


' Beds head in Mourning, one holding 


the Cardinals Cap, another the Le- 
gats Croſs, and the third the Stan- 
dard of Generaliſlimo. Four other 
Knights held each of them a Ban- 
ner, whereon were embroider'd the 
Arms of the Order, and thoſe of 
D* Aubuſſon. On each ſide of him 
ſtood two Altars, dreſs'd up with 
Canopies over each ; on the one was 
laid the Dalmatick Gown, the M;- 
tre, and all the Ornaments proper 
for a Cardinal Deacon, On the 
other lay the Caſque, Corſlet, Half- 
Pike and Sword, which the Grand 
Maſter made uſe of upon the day 
of the Grand Aſſault ; rogether with 
his Cloathes, all ſtain'd with his 
own and the bloud of the Barba- 
rians. Two hundred Knights at- 
tended beſides, all in deep mourn- 
ing. The People that crowded to 
this fatal Spectacle, could nor Kona 

car 
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bear weeping bitterly; they crid 
our, They had loſt their Father ; 
and then kiſs'd his hands to caſe 
their grief, and took their laſt 
leaves. . 

His Obſequies were perform'd 
the nexr day following, which the 
publick Griet contribured ro render 
more ſolemn, then all rhe Funeral 
Pomp. He was carri'd to the Church 
upon the ſhoulders of the principal 
Grand-Croſſes, and Interr'd in the 
Chappel he himſelf had built. 

The firſt General Chapter that 
was held at Rhodes under Emery 
D' Amboiſe, his Succeſlor, decreed, 
That in Honour of the Memory of 
the Grand Maſter D' Aubuſſon, the 
Order ſhould, at the Expence of the 
Publick Treaſury, ere& him a Mag- 
nificent Tomb in Braſs ; and that 
an Epitaph ſhould be Engrav'd 
upon it, reciting the molt 1lluttrious 
Actions of his Life. The Hiſtorians 
of the Order of St. John do not men- 
tion this Epigram, and with all the 


diligence I haveus'd, I could never 
hear 
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hear any thing more of it. . How. 
ever, the Encomiums which Popes, 
Princes, and Hiſtorians have 
given the famous Peter D' Aubuſſon, 
may well ſupply the place of thar 
Epitaph. $7xtus the IV. and Inno- 
cent the VII. affirm in their Briefs, 
that the Holy See was infinitely 
oblig'd ro him, and that. they could 
not ſufficiently acknowledge the 
Services he had done the Faithful, 
in putting a ſtop, by his cares, and 
with the price of his own blood, to 
the Conqueſts of Mahomet the Se- 
cond, the moſt Formidable Enemy 
of Chriſtendom. Alexander the 
Sixth confeſs'd, That there was in 
the Grand Maſter a Sincere Faith, 
an Heroick Valour, an Exquiſite 
Prudence, and a moſt perfe&t Ex- 
perience in all things that concern'd 
the War againſt the Turks, The 
Emperour Maximilian, Ferdinand 
of Caſtile, and Matthias Coruin 
King of Hungary, often call'd him 
-in their Letters, The Tamer of the 
Ottomans, and the Support of the 
Church. 
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Church; Caour/iz calls him, The 
Father of his Countrey, the Pro- 
tector of the Unfortunate, and the 
Invincible Defender of MAhodes. 
Vifforellus, in his Additions to 
C. Gaconius , ſays, That all was 

reat in him, his Wit, his Courage, 
and his Piety : Thar being inveſted 
with the Sacred Purple, he was never 
the more remiſs in Military Du- 
ties ; and that he had perform'd 
at one time Actions worthy of z 
Holy Cardinal, and: a Generous 
Souldier. The ſame Author adds, 
That the Magnanimous 7D” Aubuf- 
ſon, in all the Condud of his Lite, ' 
had no other aim, then onely the 
Glory of God, and Honour of his 
Order ; That he govern'd his Sub- 
jets with as much Lenity as Ju- 
tice; and that his Paternal Good- 
neſs was principally eminent to- 
wards the Poor. The Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Hiſtory ſpeaks .of him as of a 
moſt - admirable Perſon, and one 
that merired all manner of Ap- 
'plaufe, In ſhort, the Hiſtory of rhe 
Knights 
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Knights of Sr. John extolls him 
above all the Grand Maſters , 
equals him to the Hero's of An- 
tient times, and propounds him, as 
a Model to all the Princes of Chri- 
ſtendom. 
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Rhodes, 
Under the Government of Philip

— =*® then: abſent, was choſen 
in his place; 'in whoſe time, though 
Bajazet ſwore to befiege Rhodes with 
Ff a puiſſant 
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a puiſſant Army, yet he attempted 
nothing. He was a Prince, vertuous, 
valiant, charitable, and ſucceſsful i 
his Enterpizes; * ſo that under his Go- 
vernment the Knights pertorm'd fe 
veral notable Exploits to the honour 
of _the Qrder, and won among the 
reſt that fpmous Vittory at *Sea trom 
the Soldan of Egypt , ſignaliz'd by 
the death of the Soldan's Nephey 
who commanded the Fleet. "Yo Eme- 
ry D' AmboFe ſucceeded, by-a fair 
Election;"Gay de Blanthefort Prior if 
Azvergne.” h Tis time Sulfax-Selin 
Raving caus'd his Father Bajazet to 
be firangl'd, and put to death Achmur 
and Corcatt,. his two, Brothers, with 
their Wives and Children, poſſeſs 4 
himſelf of the Empire 3- wherein fr 
was 0 ſooner fettl d, but he deſignt 
to lay ſiege to Rhodes. ; The Report 
whereof. alarum'd the Grand Maſter 
to make preparations tor. his-detengr; 
wherein he procceded as- far as Yn 
be expetted, conſidering the ſhort tifye 
of his Government; far, un leſs theft! 
year he dy/d, and left. jus place to br 
ſupply'd. by the 4dmiral de C arreth 

"2 wil 
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who the firſt thing he did, made a 
League with 1/hmael Sophi the King 
of Perſia againſt Selim. For under- 
ſtanding that the Zurk ſtill continu'd 
his vait preparations for War, he 
thought it was but a piece of com- 
mon Providence to provide for him- 
felt. But the Storm tell upon the Sol- 
dan ot Egypt, who being overthrown 
in Battel, loſt all Syrza, together with 
his lite, in the firſt place; and ſoon 
after his Succeſlor, having twice un- 
fortunately fought Se/z2 himlſelt, and 
being by him at length taken and 
hang'd upon one ofthe Gates of 
Caire, loſt all Egypr, of which Selim 
made himſelf abſolute Maſter. But 
whether Se/im intended any miſchief 
againſt Rhodes or no, his death haſten'd 
the fate of Rhodes ; for upon that the 
Empire fell to his Son Solymon the 
Magnificent, the ſhock of whoſe fury 
and puiſſance, upon the death of the 
Admiral Caretta, Philip de Villiers 
Liſle Adam Prior of France,was choſen 
to withſtand; being ele&ted Grand 
Maſter . the 22d. of January, 1521. 
whoſe deportment in ſo Grand a 

Ff 2 Slege 
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Siege would he too unkindly left ow, 
where D' Aubuſſon's Fame is ſo ho. 
nourably expanded ; it being certain 
that never two Courages were better 
mated in ſtory. Never was a City 
more valiantly defended, nor more 
valiantly loſt. - And it is a queſtion 
undetermin'd whether of the two got 
moſt, Amurach by riſing from it, or 
Solyman by taking it ; while the one 
prudently fav'd, the other became a 
meer prodigal of blood. Phzlip 
Villiers was abſent at the time of his 
being eleCted, and therefore Gabriel 
de Pomerols was choſen his Lieutenant 
till his arrival. Which dignity while 
he executed, he thought fit to ſend 
to the Pope a Model of the City of 
Rhodes, that he might ſee how it was 
fortifi'd. But that which might have 
prov'd of higher concern, was the 
arrival of another Embaſlador from 
the Grand Sophi, to continue that pri 
vate correſpondence which was be- 
gun with Carretta. Unluckily he finds 
Carretta dead ; ſo that his Commiſſion 
being at an end, he wentto viſit Amu- 


rath the Son of Sultan Zelim, in the 
behalf 
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behalf of the Sophz. That young Prince 
was entertain'd by the Order at their 
own Expences in the Caſtle of Fer- 
racla, whither the Knights ſent ſeveral 
Preſents to the young Sultan, that he 
might be able to gratitie the Embaſla- 
dor, who ſoon aiter return'd home 
to his own Prince, not ſo much as 
mentioning any thing of the buſineſs 
for which he was ſent. 

The Grand Maſter being in France 
at the time of his Election, made all 
the haſte he could to his charge, de- 
parting from Marſeilles in the Car- 
rack of Rhodes, together with four 
other hir'd Veſſels. But his Voyage 
ſeem'd to be ſomewhat inauſpicious. 
For one of the Veſlels was ſplit by 
the way; and the great Carrack it 
ſelf had like to have been burnt ; be- 
ing all on fire through the careleſneſs 
of the Cook, but. was happily quench'd 
again through the induſtry and autho- 
rity ofthe Grand Maſter, More then 
this, having paſt by Nice and Corfica, 
a flaſh of lightning ſhot it ſelf into the 
main Cabin of the Carrack, and melt- 
ed his Sword without hurting the 
Ft ; Scab- 
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Scabbard. Which little accidents were 
by ſome interpreted as ill omens of 
the ſucceſs of the Siege of the Rhodes, 
that ſoon after happen'd. Cortogol; Þ ,

But being diſcover'd, the Grand Ma-f 
ſter fent torta the Rhogan Fleet againſt N x; 
him, the fight whereof not my 
| um 
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him to flight, but madehim forfake a 
Veſſel of Candia which he nad almoſt: 
taken. | 
While things were thus tranſacted 
at Rhodes, Solyman being come to the 
Empire, contrary to the Opinion of 
all men; that he would be a peace- 
able-Prince ; ſoon after diſplaying the 
inordinate Ambition of his Predeceſ- 
ſors, with a vaſt power of men ke- 
ſieg'd Belgrade in Hungary, and took 
it. This Vi&tory ſwell 'd him up; fo 
that burning with a defire to conquer 
Rhodes, yer willing to conceal his de- 
ſign, that he might the better make 
his preparations, he ſent an Embatia. 
dor to the Grand Maſter, to whom he 
deliver'd a Letter, written in the 
Greek Language, wherein he magni- 


| fd the Grandeur of his Empire, and 


his Victories, highly extoll'd the Ver- 
tues of the Grand Maſter, and ofter'd 
him peace and friendſhip. The Grand 
Maſter, and thoſe of the Council im- 
mediately underſtood the crait and 
fallacy of Solyman, and that being 
young and full of Ambition, his cou- 
rage and deliberations tended to other 
Ft 4 deſigns 
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deſigns then the Tenor of his Letter 
imply'd. And therefore there was an 
Anſwer return'd him in the name of 
the Grand Maſter; by which he plainly 
underſtood that he was diſcoyer'd;that 
the Rhodians neither fear dnor truſted 
him; ſo that he was likely to find it 
afar more difficult task to conquer 
them, then he had found at Belgrade, 
Therefote he enter'd into ſeveral con- 
ſultations about this Enterprize, con- 
ceining which the moſt” part of his 

Council laid betore him the difticul- 

ties he would meet with,and diſlwad- 

ed him from hazarding either his For: 

ces or his Reputation upon an attempt 
ſo unlikely to ſucceed. And indeed 
Muſtapha Baſha, and Curtogol; were 
the only perſons that fix'd him 1n his 
Reſolution. Among other things they 
repreſented to him that there was no 
other means for him peaceably to en- 
Jjoy the Provinces of Egypt and Syrza; 
for that theſhorteſt and only way for 
him to receive intelligence from 
thence, and to ſend thither, was cut 
of by the Knights of Rhodes, who 
ſpread themſelves upon thoſe = 

x an 
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and intercepted all his Veſſels. For 
which reaſon he was conſtrain'd to 
keep a Fleet alwaies out at Sea: Be- 
ſides, that as long as thoſe of the Or- 
der kept footing in Rhodes,they would 
be continually animating and inciting 
the Chriſtian Princes ro make War 


upon him, and to league themſelves 


together for the Recovery of the holy 
Land. He had found among the pri- 
vate Memoirs of Se/zm his Father, that 
the onely way for him to ſecure his 
own affairs, was to make himſelf Ma- 
ſter of Belgrade and ſehodes ; by the 
ſcituation whereof the Chriſtians had 
alwaies an opportunity to bring the 
War into the midſt of his Territories. 
He was alſo importun'd and preſs'd 
thereto by the complaints of the Inha- 
bitants of Metelin, Negropont, Cara- 
mania, the Morea, and his new Sub- 
je&ts of Egypt and Syria, who were 
perpetually alarum'd, pillag'd, and 
plunder'd by thoſe of the Order. He 
was alſo the more incited thereto by 
the opportunity which preſented it 
ſelf by reaſon of the Diviſions and 
Wars between Charles the fifth and 
the 
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the King of France, from whom all 
the main Succour muſt come, which 
the Knights could expec&t: and more 
then all this, by the daily intelligence 
which he had receiv'd from a Jewiſh 
Phyſician, whom Selzm had ſent to 
live in Rhodes for a Spy. This Phy- 
ſician expert in his Art, had perform'd 
many excellent Cures, and by his 
officiouſneſs and diligence toward all 
people had ſo infinuated himſelf into 
the acquaintance and favour of the 
Principal Knights of the Order, that 
he eaftly div'd into their ſecrets, and 
ſent his Advices to a Greek of Sco, 
who convey'd them to Conſtantinople. 
Among other things he advertiz'd So- 
lyman, that there was a great part of 
the Wall thrown down near the Bul- 
wark of Auvergne to be rebuilt ac- 
cording to the Deſign and Directions 
of the Engineers, ſo that the City 
might be eaſily ſurprizd, if his Fleet 
came in time to attacque 1t in that 
place. But the beſt Intelligence that - 
Solyman receiv'd was givin him by 
Andrew D* Amarall, Prior of Caſtile, 


and afterward Chancellor of the 
Order, 
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Order, who bare in his mind a mor- 
tal hatred and enmity againſt the 
Grand Maſter, ever ſince the diffe- 
rence that happen'd between them 
ever ſince the Battel of Zayaſſo; and 
againſt the Order it ſelf, for that not- 
withſtanding all his underhand deal- 
ing for the Honour, they had eleted 
with an unanimous conſent, the Grand 
Maſter, both for his merit and his ver- 
tues. This venom of Ambition, Ma- 
lice and Revenge ſo ſtrongly poſleſs'd 
him, and gain'd ſo far upon him, as 
to make him reſolve upon this hideous 
Att of Treaſon. "The day of the Ele- 
Ction he was heard to ſay, that this 
would be the laſt Grand Maſter of 
Rhodes : And ſome daies before the 
Siege, he with'd his ſoul inthe hands 
of the Devil, ſo that Rhodes and the 
Order might be ruin'd. He had in 
his ſervice a Turkiſh ſlave, of a quick 
and ready apprehenſion, to whom he 
, pretended to have giv'n his Liberty, 
as being ranſom'd. This ſlave he ſent 
to Conſtantinople with a particular and 
exact diſcovery of the State of the 
City, of the Proviſions and Ammuni- 
tion 
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tion therein, and what Corn was 
wanting ; perſwading the Great Turk 
to ſend his Fleet with all ſpeed, pro- 
miſing him a certain Victory, and to 
oive him all the Intelligence that 
thould be requiſite. 

Solyman found this to be ſound In- 
telligence, knowing that Amaral was 
one of the Principal Knights, and be. 
ing of their Council, knew whatever 
| was decreed or veted for the defence 

of the City; and ſent back the ſlave 
laden with gifts, and promiſes of fu- 
ture rewards. Amaral entertain'd 
him, pretending he had brought his 
Ranſom. This ACtion caus'd in many 
an extream diſlike, and a general ſuſ- 
pition of him, but by reaſon of his 
Digaity and Authority, there were 
none that durſt to ſpeak their minds 
treely. 

In the mean time Leo deceas'd,after 
he had govern'd the Papacy eight 
years ; and Se/yman made all his pre- 
paracions as privately as poſſibly he 
cou'd, giving it out that he intended 
either for Apulia or Cyprus. Never- 
theleſs the Grand Maſter was 'ac _ 
t1zd 
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tizd of every thing by his Spies; and 
being aſſur'd thathe ſhould be beſieg'd, 
fate in Council every day ; and as of- 
ten did Amarall labour to ſuppreſs the 
report of the Siege, as much as in him 
lay, to divert and hinder the Order 
from making thoſe Proviſions which 
were neceſiary for their defence ; in- 
ſtancing how often ſuch Rumours 
had been in vain, and how needleſs it 
was for the Order to put themſelves 
to unneceſlary chargesat a time when 
their Exchequer ran low. However 
the Grand Maſter receiv'd more cer- 
tain and pregnant Intelligence by a 
Raguſian, a perſon of underſtanding, 
and one that had the Turkiſh Lan- 
guage at command, whom he had 
lent to Conſtantinople for a Spy, that 
the Grand Sigmor was ſetting forth a 
vaſt number of Ships, and preparing 
all ſorts of Engines of War, and Guns 
of an extraordinary bigneſs; and that 
there was a ſtop upon all perſons go- 
ing to Rhodes without the leave of the 
Governours. Thereupon the Grand 
Maſter making no farther doubt of 
the Truth, put all hands to the forti- 
fications 
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fications, giving the charge thereof to 
the Knights, Anthony Brito, a Por. 
togueſe, and Francis Nueres of the 
Priory of Aquitaine. He alſo made 
proviſion of Ovens and Mills, and 
Lodgings for the Country people that 
ſhould retire into the City. While 
theſe things were in hand, he ſent to 
Pope Adrian, of whom he earneſtly 
requeſted ſuccour-againſt the Turks; 
| as alſo to the Emperour and the King 


were then in open War one againſt 
the other. 

As for . the Pope, he rather pre- 
judic'd, then aſſiſted them. For the 
talian Knights being inform'd that he 
conferrd every day Commanderies 
in /taly totheir detriment, complain'd 
| to the Council of Rhodes, and defir'd 
| leave that they. might go alrogether 
| to Rome, to make their complaints to 
bis Holineſs; which Liberty, conſider- 
ing the State of Afairs, was at that 


Pope the Occaſion of an unſeaſonable 
diſorder. For upon this the /ta/zans 
openly complain'd of the Grand Ma- 

| ſter, 


of France, but in vain, becauſe they - 


time deny'd them. Thus was the 
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ſter, while the Chancellor Amarall ſe- 
cretly blew the bellows of diſſention, 
and carry'd it ſo far, as to deny their 
ſervice to the Order, and to obey the 
Commands , of the Grand Maſter. 
'Thereuponthe Grand Maſter depriv'd 
of their habit three of the Principal 
Ring-leaders, Gabriel Solier, Fames Pa- 
lavicins, and Lewis Moroſo. And to 
zuſtifie himſelf, he referr'd the whole 


to the conſideration and examin:tion 


of the Council, who made their re- 
port, that the Grand Maſter had 
done nothing but what was juſt, pru- 
dent. and rational. However ſome of 
the Knights fearing the miſchief of 
Commorion and Alteration at ſuch a 
conjunEure, made it their buſineſs to 
pacifie the 1talzans, laying before 
them, that the world'would think and 
could not judge otherwiſe, but that 
they. ſought tor a pretence to go to 
Rome, not 1q much for the. fake of 
their Commanderies, as to eſcape the 
danger of'; the approaching Siege. 
Whereby. the perſwaders wrought ſo 
far, that the Mutineers laid aſide their 
anger, made their excuſes and return'd 

to

to the Obedience of the Grand Ma- 
ſter, who as kindly embrac'd an 
pardon'd them. 

"This buſtle being over, there arriv'd 
at Rhodes an Agent from Peri Baſha, 
who deliver'd a Letter to the Grand 
Maſter, wherein the Baſha invited 
him to a Treaty of Peace with the 
Grand Signior, aſſuring him that if 
he ſought it, he ſhould be well re- 
ceiv'd ; and adviſing him withall to 
ſend for that purpoſe perſons of Qua- 
lity to the Port. The Embaſfador 
alſo deliver'd other Letters from the 
Grand Signior himſelt, much to the 
ſame effect. Moſt part of the Coun. 
cil, conſidering the Age of Peri, who 
was ancient, and his known-priidence 
and moderation, had a good opinion 
of the Truth of the Embaſhe, info: 
much that they reſolv'd-to ſend to 
Conſtantitiople the Chevalier Marquet 
Cataline, ' and with him a' Rhodzan 
named Caſtrophylaca, a perſon of great 
judgment, KL. well $skilld in the 
Turkiſh Language , to conclude a 
Peace in the ſame manner as it had 


been concluded in the time of D' Au- 
buſſon, 
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buſſoen- But when they were conſul- 
ting about their Inſtruftions, ſome 
better conſidering of the buſineſs, be- 
gan tobe of opinion; that Peri was 
only a diflembler, and obſerv'd that 
Solymans Letter gave no credence to 
that of Per/, and that it was not 
praCticable to ſend an Embaſladour 
without a ſafe conduct in ample man- 
ner from the Grand Signiour. While 
they were in theſe doubts , the Grand ' 
Maſter was advertiz'd that Perz's Em- 
baſſadour wandred about the City, 
and with a diligent eye obſervd the 
Fortifications, and made enquiries after 
theQuantity of Proviſtons,the number 
of Souldiers, aud what relief was ex- 
pected. This open'd the eyes of the 
Council and gave them to underſtand 
that they were abus'd, and that the 
Embaſſadour was only come as a 
ſpie. Thereupon they preſently ſent 
him away ; ordering a Greek of,mean 
Quality to go along with him, to 
whom they gave two Letters, one to 
Solyman, the other*to the Baſha, where 
in a few words the Grand Maſter 
declar'd that he had intelligence of 
Gg every 
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every thing, and that he had neither 
any thought or tear of the Grand Sig- 
niour, or of his torces. Nevertheleſs 
he deſir'd a fate conduct for an Embaſ- 
ſadour, and offer'd to reſtrain the In- 
curſions of thoſe of the Order. The 
Embaſladour being arriv'd at Port Fiſ- 
co, found Horſes there ready for him, JJ. 
and went Poſt to Conſtantinople, lea. F- 
ing the Greek behind; who being 
unwilling to travel alone through an 
Enemies Country 1o far a journey, re- { 
turn'd to Rhodes in the ſame Veſſel 
that carry'd him. By which miſcar:- 
riage every 'one was then aſcertain'd 
that the Embaſſie was but only a de. 
ceit, and that the Town would ſud- 
dainly be befiedg'd. 

The City was well provided of Fleſh, 
pulſe, and wheat, of which there was 
enough all the time of the fiege; & as 
for warlike munitions 1t was thought 
there had bin enough,though the Siege 
had laſted a. whole year. But they 
found it otherwiſe, for they ſpent a 
great quantity to hinder the approaches 
of the Fnemies Trenches : beſides 
the continual waſt of powder and ſhot 

day 
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day & night againſt ſo many thouſands 
of buſy Enemies. Thereupon the Che- 
valier Antonie Boſto,a perion of a quick 
Capacity,;and one who did many fervi- 
ces for the Order, while heliv'd, was 
ſent into Caxdy for wine, and to make 
aLevy of Archers ; but the Candzors, 


K: afraid of the 7ark, forbid him to raiſe 
+F- any men ; However under pretence 


of a convoy for his freight, he brought 
away four hundred Archers, which 
. did eminent ſervice all the time of the 


| Siege. The ſameBo/ro met alſo upon the 


 Seawitha Yexetian, whole name was 
Anthony Bonaldi, coming trom Alex- 
andria in a great Vellel laden with 
Wine and bound for Conſtantinople. But 
Boro perſwaded him to alter his 
Courſe, and bring his Cargo to Rhodes; 
whereafter he had fold his Wine, he 
pur himſelf and his men into the ſer- 
vice of the Order, and behav'd himſelf 
during the ſiege, like a perſon of 
great valor. And now intelligence 
came from all parts, eſpecially from 
the Duke of Nzx:a, that the Galleys 
were lanching,and that the whole fleet 
would depart at the Latter end of May. 

Gg2 There. 
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Thereupon the Grand Maſter caus'd a 
General Muſter to be made as well 
of the Knights, - as of the other Soul. 
diers. As to thoſe of the Habit, there 
appear'd oneand fifty of the Language 
of Province ; 26 of that of Auvergne; 
Sixty two of France; Forty ſeven of 
Ttaly; Fifty one of Arragon, Catalogne 
and Navar; Eleven of England; Six of 
Germany ; Fifty ſeven of Caſtile; beſides 

x3 others more that kept guard in the 
Caſtle of St. Nicholas. "Lhe whok 


Garriſon conſiſted of about 5coo men. 


After the muſter was thus made, the 
Grand Maſter appointed to everyCom- 
mander his particular duty,what Poſts, 
what Baſtions to keep or relieve as 
neceſſity requir'd ; and what Knights 
to be continually about his own per- 
fon. Particularly  W://;:am Watſos 
commanded the Engliſh Poſt. Nicholas 
Huſſey the Engliſh Baſtion; and The 
mas Sheffeild was Captain of St. An- 
thonies Gate. 

The City was in this poſture, when 
there was a ſignal made by fire from 
Fiſco, that there were ſome perſons 
there which deſir'd to parley. "There- 
. | upon 
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on the Grand Maſter ſent the Knigh 
Boniface D' Alluys a Provencal thither 
with his Gally. When he came neer 
the place where the fire was, certain 
horſemen that ſtood upon the. ſhore 
gave the Knight to underſtand that 
they had a Letter todeliver from the 
Grand Signiour ; and invited him a 
ſhoar : But the Knighttoo well under- 
ſtanding the humour ofthe 7urts,told 
them he had but a ſhort time to ſtay, 
and therefore if they had any thing to 
fay, they ſhould diſpatch quickly, o- 
therwiſe he would not tarry. There- 
upon the 7arks threw a Letter ty'd - 
to a ſtone into the Galley ; which Let- 
ter was deliver'd to the Grand Maſter, 
and read in Council. In this Letter $o- 
Iman demanded that Rhodes ſhould 
be ſurrender'd up to him, promiſing 
ſecurity, and good uſage to all in ge- 
neral, with liberty to the Inhabitants 
to enjoy their own Laws and Religi- 
on, permiſſion to them that would 
depart freely with their families and 
cltates, and great advantages to them 
that would take up Armes in his ſer- 
vice, Otherwiſe he tlireaten'd utterly 
Gg 3 to 
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to ruin the City, walls and Towers,and 
to make the Inhabitants all ſlaves. To 
this theCouncil thought it not conveni- 
ent to return any aniwer, but to ſtand 
reſolutely upon their guard. There- 
upon the Grand Maſter having certain 
advice that the Fleet was under fail, 
defac'd all the Gardens without the 
City, beginning with his own, and 
caus'd the Earth and rubbith to be car- 
ry dinto the Town, where 1t was of 
great uſe tor the repair of breaches. 
He ſent alſo tor the Country peoplein, 
poyſon'd the waters, and burnt the 
Corn and ſtraw that remain'd upon 
the Ground. The Vanguard of the Fleet 
that firſt appear'd conſiſted of 3o Gal: - 
ys; out of which ſome few of the 
[Lurks lypded in Largo to 'burn and 
pillage according to their cuſtom. But 
the Commander of the Fort mounting 
all his men, charg'd them ſo vigo- 
rouſly, that having flain five or fix, and 
taken three priſoners, he drove thereſt 
to their Galleys, though his own 
Horſe were kill'd under him, and ſome 
tew ofhis merwounded. Thereupon 
the Tris left Largo, and made to tne 
Jews 
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Jews Caſtle, and ſo entring the Gull 
of Eſimes,' about fifteen miles from 
Rhodes they were firſt diſcover'd by 
the ſertinels jrom Mount Sal/ac. The 
24th. of June, being St. Johns day, the 
Turks came to an anchor on that ſide 
of Rhodes, where ſtood the Caſtle Fa- 
vit, There they landed,and burnt the 
Corn upon theground,& the ſame day 
the body of the Fleet appear'd in the 
Gulf of F//tmes, where the 30 Galleys 


joyn'd with the main Body. And yet 


the danger being ſo neer, there hap- 
pen'd almoſt as dangerous a Conteſt 
between the: Auvergnzar, ., and Ger- 
man Languages; while the Germans 
pretended thar one part of the new 
Baſtion next Sr. Georges Gate belong'd 
to them, and the Auvergnians, claim'd 
it to themſelves; inſomuch that they 
had like to have come to blows. But 
the Grand Maſter , interpoſing his Au- 
thority, the deciſion of the contro- 
verſie was referr'd tothenext General 
Chapter. Inthe mean time it was or- 
der'd that no other enſigns ſhould be 
ſet up there but thoſe of the GrandMa-, 
ſter and of the Order, Gg 4 


The 
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The 26 of Jaxe the whole Fleet wag 
diſcover'd making diretly from the 
' Gulf ofE//mes for Rhodes; and comin 
to that part of the Ifle which ts call'd 
the Foſs or Hole, 8 miles from Rhodes, 
they came to an Anchor; which nota 
little conſternated the women and com: 
mon people ot the City.But the Grand 
Maſter without the leaſt ſhew of Alte- 
ration in his Countenance, with his ac- 
cuſtom'd conſtancy and ſerenity, went 
upand down trom place to place pro- 
_ viding forevery thing ; and that very 
day, which ſeem'd to be the molt 
terrible, caus'd Service to befaid, and 
Proceſſions to be made with the ſame 
order and tranquility, as if ithad bin 
in a time of undiſturb'd peace. After 
that, he caus'd the Gates to be ſhut, 
and ifſu'd out of his palace arm'd, and 


attended by his guards, cauling the þ. 


Drums to beat, and thetrumpets to 
ſound, the Souldiers to take their ap- 
pointed Poſts,and ſet up the ſtandards 
and enſigns upon the ſeveral Towers 
and Baftzons, which a far off afforded 
a noble and magnificent ſight, reviv'd 
the courage of the Souldiery, and - 
| | tle 
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tled the Reſolution of the people. In 
the mean time the 3o Galleys made 
up to Cape St. Martin, there to kee 

Guard, and to ſuxprize ſuch Veſlels 
as ſhould come to bring relief to the 
beſieged.Late in the evening the whole 
Fleet, conſiſting of a hundred fail, left 
the Foſs or Hole, and' paſling by the 
Port at three miles diflance, came 


and rode in another part of the Ifland 


at a place call'd Parambolin, {ix miles 
from the City ; becauſe it was a rode 
ſecure from the Weſt winds that blow 
hard in that Channel. Some dayes 
after the reſt of the Fleet joyn'd, and 
lay there at an Anchorall the time of 
the Siege. 

There were in this Fleet a hundred 
Galleys, beſides the thirty before men- 
tioned ; thirty great Galeaſles, fifteen 
Mahons, twenty Flat-bottom'd Boats , 
ſixty Fuſts, and a great number of 
Brigantines, ten or twelvegreat Ships, 
as big as Gallions, carrying proviſions. 
Some few daies after arriv'd more 


. from Syria, and other parts; ſo that 


the whole Fleet conſiſted of 400 Sail 


of all forts, and the Army of two 
hundred 
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hundred thouſand men, of which ſixty 
thouſand were Pioneers. 

The ſame day that the Fleet ar- 
riv'd at Parambolin, the Grand Maſter 
diſpatclyd the Chevalier Breſols to the 
Pope, the Chevalier . Andugar to the 

Emperour and King of Spazz, and the 
Chevalier D' A»fonville to the Kings 


of Exgland and France, to give them 


notice of the Siege, and to crave ſuc- 


cour. Other Knights he difpatch'd , 


away to buy all the Ammunition and 
war-like Proviſions they could, and to 
haſten back with all ſpeed to Rhodes. 
He alſo ſent away ſummons to the 
abſent Knights, to repair forthwith to 
tac defence of their Iſland. 


The 7urks were thirteen daies be- 


fore they made one ſhot, or any other 
attempt, by reaſon that the Lyczan 
Army was not come up;but no ſooner 
was that Army enter the Iſland, but 
the 7urks began to ſet up their Pa- 
vilions, and to lodge their Camp in 
a place out ofthe reach of the Rhodzan 
Artillery, to land their Guns, mount 
and plant them, open their Trenches, 
and make their approaches. Then it 
was 
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was that the Grand Maiter left his 


own Palace, and took up his Quarters 
in St. Marys of the Victorie, as being 
the weakeſt part of the City, and upon 
which the Turks in ther tormer Siege 
had made their chieleſt Afaults. At 
the ſame time alſo the Zurks,tor a be- 
ginning, rais'd a little Penthouſe of 
Boards, trom whence they ſhot at 
the Poſts of Evgland and Provence. But 
the Artillery trom tne Town imme- 
diately ruin'd it, and kill d the Can- 
noneers. After that they rais'd two 
other Batteries upon the Hill of Saint 
Coſmus, and St. Damian, and ſhot a- 
gainſt the Poſts of Exg/and and Spain, 
but the ſhot from the City ruin'd thoſe 
in the ſame manner. 

As the Turks were labouring to ad- 
vance their Trenches to the place 
where they deſign'd to plant their 
Canon, the beſieg'd were very deſt- 
rous to make a Salley; to which the 
Grand Maſter having giv'n his con- 
ſent, St. Athanaſins's Gate was open d, 
and out they fell upon thoſe that were 
working in the Trenches ; with whom 
they made ſuch work, that the Turk 

wer” 
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were all cut to pieces, before any re- 
lief could come to them. But then 
the beſieged obſerving a great Body 
making toward them, retir'd skir- 
miſhing under the Emg/i/h and Spa- 
»iſþ Guns, which then playing upon 
the Enemy, made a dreadtul havock 


among them, in regard they came 


on ſo thick, that it was impoſſible for 
a bullet to miſs. The Chriſtians at: 
terwards made ſome Sallies with like 
ſucceſs; but becauſe ſome one or 
other ſtill fell, the Grand Maſter con- 
ſidering that the loſs of one man was 
more to him then the loſs of a hun- 
dred to the Enemy, forbid any more 
Sallies to be made: For it was ob- 
ſerv'd, that during the Siege the firſt 
Army was recruited with above a 
hundred thouſand men; which was 
an eaſie thing for them to do, havin 
the Land ſo near them to befriend 
them, and ſuch a number of Veſſels 
every day ready at command. 

The Salleys being over, the Turks 
advanc'd their Trenches with more 
freedom. So that they rais'd in ſeve- 
ral places above ſixty Batteries,chicfly 
| againſt 
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againſt the Poſts of Eg/and, Provence, 
Spain and 7traly; but the Artillery 
from the Town overthrew ſo many, 
that only thirty four remain'd. : 

At that time arriv'd at Rhodes a 
Gentleman whoſe name was Gabriel 
Radin Martinengo, a perſon well 
known for. his skill in Fortifications, 
whom Bozio had perſwaded to leave 
Candy and come to the aſſiſtance of the 
Rhodians., Him the Grand Maſter 
highly honour'd, gave him the habit of 
the Order, and permiſſion to wear 
the Croſs ; made hum ſupernitendant 
over the Artillery, with a promiſe of 
the firſt Vacancy that tell in the /za/;- 
an Language:honours which he highly 
deſerv'd, by crying himſelt ſo nobly 
and vertuouſly all the time of the 
SIEPE. | 
Now that the Grand Maſter might 
ſethim at work, he fignifd his deſire 
to know the condition of the Turkiſh 
Army, and what they intended to do. 
Whereupon, a Mariner, born in 7re-. 
Hi20nd,then in the ſervice of theOrder, 
took ſeven or eight young men of 
his acquaintance, and having —_—_ 
an 
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and clad themſelves in Turkiſh Habit, 
they took Melons, Cowcumbers, and 
other truits, and ſecretly embark 
themſelves the next night: and avoy- 
ding the Turkiſh Fleet,made out to the 
Sea, and ſo return'd by break of day 
in ſight of Rhodes, as it they had 
come from 7Tarky. From thence they 
made to the . Cape which 1s nearelſt to 
Lycia, where the Merchants met from 
all parts to ſell Refreſhments ot all 
ſorts to the Army. There they put 
to fale their Melons and Cowcumbers, 
and I rankly inquir'd what news of 
the Army, The 7arkts, who took 
them for natural Zarks, as willingly 
fatisfy'd them, and told them the 
whole condition of their Forces. When 
they had fold all, and underſtood all, 
they. made out to Sea again, having 
receiv'd two T7urks into their Veſlel, 
with much entreaty, that were weary 
otan Army Life. Thoſe they bound 
hand and foot, and brought along with 
them into Rhodes, and preſented to 
the Grand Maſter, who order'd the 
Prior of St. Giles, and Martinengo to 


examin them. Theſe two ZTarks be- 
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ing carry'd up to theſteeple of St.Johy, 
ſhew'd the Prior and Martinengo how 
the Quarters of rhe Turkish Army 
were diſpos'd; told them the Number 
of the Souldiers; that So/yman himſelt 
was ſpeedily expected; that the Soul- 
diers grew ont of heart, and mutined a- 
ginſt theirCommanders, being weary 
ota war,to which they cry'd they were 
lead as to a Slaughter Houſe, with - 
many other things not believ'dat firſt, 
as being thought to have bin ſpoken 
out of tlattery, or to procure good en- 
tertainment to themſelves, but which 
were 'indeed really true. For Peri Ba- 
ſha obſerving a maniteſt and dangerous 
Mutiny in the Army, diſpatch'd away 
a Courrier to So/yman to give him In- 
telligence, and to ſupplicate him to 
come in perſon forthwith, that he 
might put aſtopto the ſedition by his 
preſence and Authority. Solyman flies 
chrough 4/7 the leſs with an incredi- 
ble ſpeed, and embarking at Port 
Fiſco, arriv'd in Rhodes the 28th. of 
Jaly, where he was receiv'd with great 
triumph, and lodg'd himſelf four or 
five miles from the City at a place. 
calld 
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call'd Megalandra, out of the reach of 
the Canon. Solyman held a council, 
and reſolv'd upon a ſtrict enquiry 
whence the Mutiny proceeded, and 
a ſevere puniſhment of the Authors, 
But Peri Baſha by his grave remon- 
ſtrances ſoon ſottned and appeas'd 
his wrath, He laid before him that 
this mutiny rather proceeded from fear 
& anapprehenſion ofdanger then from 
Malice orRebellion, and that theretore 
his Majeſty might by his authority 
reduce them to their duty, knowing 
that the 7urks had the Ottoman name 
in ſomuch Veneration, that upon his 
appearance they would ſoon recollect 
tzemſelves, and return to their Obedt 
ence; but that Rigour was now unſea- 
ſonable,eſpecially againſt the old Soul- 
diers, without whoſe aſſiſtance he 
could never compaſs ſo great a deſign 
as the taking of Rhodes. Solyman 
hearken'd to his advice, aſſembled 
all the Army together, made them lay 
down their Armes, and proſtrate 
themſelves upon the Ground: then 
ſitting on a RoyalThrone, under a Rich 
Canopy, turning his face this way = 
* that 
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_& that way with a Majeſtick and ſtern 
« Countenance, He firit accus'd their 
&« Infidelity;hightn'd the 1njuries dene 
« by the Knights of Rhodes to his Sub- 
&« zects, advancd his own power, his 
© Triuwphs and his Victories; upbrat- 
& ded the Old Souldters of ingratitude, 
<* as having enrich a themſelves by his 
&© fortune 112 war; of Cowardice, to 
&« let ſucha handful of men make head 
« againſt ſuch a Potent ana flouriſhing 
* Army. Laſtly, ſaid he, am not There 
©*the Companion of your dangers ? 
«Nor will I part-from hence till I 
« have them in my power. I ſwear 
*« it by. the holy head of divine 2a- 
& hom:t; and it I tail, may my King- 
« domes and my houle beruain d, and 
© my own perſon periſh eternally. Go 
« then, and think of nothing elſe but 
« what youare commanded. Nor let 
«any man diſtruſt my c:emency, nor 
* my word,but build upon my Libera- 
« lity. For I am here the ſpeCtator and 
 *;udge of yourValour & your Merits. 
Solyman had no ſooner ended his 
Harangue, but he withdrew into his Pa- 
vilion, and commanded that the Soul- 
H h diers 
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"diers ſhould be all ſworn anew to their 
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Captaines. And from that time it was, 


' that the Souldiers recover'd their cou. 


rage, became more obedient and de. 


liberate, and proceeded in all things 


with more order and conduct. Now 


- they continu'd their batteries more 


terribly then before. They alſo playd 
in three ſeveral places with two great 


-braſs-Cannons hke Morter:Peices,that 


carry'd marble-bullets of a prodigious 


weight, and yet all the harm thento 


kill 25 men, andthe Chevalier Lyoncel 
that commanded theBaſtion of Coſquiy. 


'This battery they left off by the ad- 


vice ofthe Jewiſh Phyfitian, who gave 
them notice how little good it had 
done. After the 7#ris made it their 
buſineſs to advance their trenches, 
and to fill up the moats with 
Earth; and though the Artillery of the 
Chriſtians continually fir'd upon them, 
nevertheleſs they gave not over their 
work till they had tiniſh'd a great bat- 
tery between the Sp.22iſh and Auverg- 
ian Poſt, and another againſt that of 
7tals, and there they lodg'd their Can- 
10n that play'd upon the befieg'd fo 
furiouſly 
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furiouſly that they durſt not peep a- 
bove ;the battlements, till they had 
made themſelves new defences of 
wood and plankes, upon which the 
Beſiegers having advanc'd their-tren- 
ches to the fide of the Moat, made 
certain gaps in the wall on their fide, 
through which they much annoy'd the 


- defendants with their Mugsket-ſhor, 


and kill d fome few of them. In the 
mean while the Captains lodg'd them- 
ſelves in their Trenches: My/fapha the - 
General * againſt the Bul-wark of Ex- 
gland, Peri agawſt the /zalian Poſt, 
Achmat againſt that of Spain, and 
Auvergne, with the Aga of the Faxz: 
ſaries; the Beg/erbeyot Natolia againſt 
that of France; the Beg/erbey of Ro- 
mania againſt the Gardens of St. Antony, 
who began a battery at the beginning 
of Augyft, againſt the German Poſt, 
which was weak,and without any plat- 
form. Nevertheleſs the Grand Maſter 


.caus'd it to be fortify'd within, with 


ntrenchments ofEarth,great pieces of 
Timber-planks, and Bavines, and play'd 
his Artillery ſo thick from ſeveral 
places and Poſts on that ſide, ſo that 
Hh 2 . he 
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he diſmounted the Artillery, and 6 
verthrew the batteries of the Tarks 
till they were aweary of repairing 
them, and ſo remov'd them. 

By this time it was that the Rho. 


dians began to find the want of their | 


powder, and though the Grand Maſter 
continually employ'd tourteen of 
his own horics to bray faltpeter, 
and other materials proper to make 
powder, in a ſure and well-guarded 
place, yetthe beſieged were forc'd to 


be very ſparing of their powder, which | 
gave great advantage to the encmy. | 


The Tarts ſeeing no good to be done 
on that ſide, play'd upon the ſlceple 
of St. Fohns Church, and beat it down, 
upon advice giv'n them by the Jewiſh 
Phyſitian,thar from thence the Chriſti 
ans difcover'd what was done in the 
Camp. The ruin of this ſteeple being 
a lovely ſtructure was much lamented 
by the Inhabitants. This done, the 
Beſiegers under the command of the 
Beelerbey of Natolia remov'd their 
5atterics againſt the Tower of St. N:- 
cholas, which they furiouſly play'd 


upon tor the ſpace of ten days with | 


twelve 
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twelve great pieces of Canon ; Eut the 
Artillery trom the Tower broke and 
ruin'd all their batteries, fo that the 
Beelerbey was conſirain'd to change 
the form of his batteries, to remove 
his mantlets; ( which are made 
of Earth cloſe ramm'd, and clos'd with 
boards faſten'd together with great 
ſpars of timber)to diſmount his Guns, 
and plant them inthe night upon great 

lat torms without gabions or Mant- 
» , with which playing ſecurely all 
the night, .vhen day appear'd they co- 
ver'd them Tpain with Earth and gra- 
ve!, Thus they made above 500 thot 
which onely beat down a pane ofthe 
wall on the weſt-ſide, through which 
appear'd another good wall, and fo 
many ſtout defendants, that theſe dit- 
ficulties being related to Solyman, he 
caus'd the ſaid Battery to be remov'd, 
whereby the Chevalier Ca/te/laine 
Captain of St. Nzcholas Tower ac- 
quir'd great honour. At the fame time 
the Turks rais'd 14 Mantelets againſt 
the Poſts of Fg/and and Spair, upon 
which they planted Guns of a prodi- 
gious bigneſs, and play'd'vupon them 
H h 3 tor 
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for a month together, ſo that they. 
ruin'd the new wall of the Zng/if 
Platform, while the old wall ſtood en- 
tire; beſide that they brought through 
their trenches unto the Moat three 
huge peices of Canon, with which 
they levell'd thedefences of the Baſti- 
onof Spain, and beat down the wall, 
by theruins whereof the Turks might 
eaſily mount the Baſtion. "The ſame 


Battery they rais'd. againſt the Baſtion 


of Provence witn three peices of Ca: 
non planted uponthe fide of the Moat, 
and in a ſmall time threw down more 
then the beſtegers in along time were 
able to repair. Then the Grand Ma- 
ſter leaving St. Maries of the Vittory 
came to St. Athanaſius Gate, and 
lodg'd himſelf under the Emg/i/h wall, 
and there he conſtituted four Captains, 
allotting to each ten Knights, beſides 
the Ordinary Guard to ſuccour and 
preſerve the Engliſh wall. Beſides all 
this, the Zurks continually play'd with 
their Sacres and Falcons, and ©- 
ther ſmall Artillery ; and the beſieged 
did the like, which ſtood them in no 
ſmall ſtead to ruin their —_— 
Y an 
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and diſmount their  peices. Among 
.the reſt, a Culverin - ſhot, pierced. 
through a Mantlet upon one piece, 
kill d five men, and carry'd away 
both legs of the Turkiſh Canoneer, of 
which he dy'd. So/yman was much. 
troubl'd for his loſs, infomuch that 
he ſaid he had rather have loſt one of 
his Batha's. Nor was the /#a/ian Poſt 
more mercifully hanal'd, which was 
continually batter'd by ieventecn pie- 
ces of Canon, ſo that it had bin an 
eaſy thing to have-mounted the wall 
by the ruins that fell into the Moat. 
Yet though this long battery had made 
a great breach in the /zalzar Poſt, yet 
would not the beſiegers venture anaſ\- 
fault, but onely .continu'd to make 
their approaches and to ruin the en- 
trenchments, and defcnces of the-be- 
fieged . Which the Chevalier Marti- 
zengo ſeeing, with the Grand Maſters 
permiſſion, made a ſally with about 
an hundred choice men, and falling 
upon- the Enemy unawares, -kill'd 
& put to{light whatever ſtood in their 
way, and ſo with one priſoner and 
the head of another, return'd with 
H I great 
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greatapplauſe. The 7arks that came 
in heaps to the reliet of their own, 
were miſerably torn to pieces by the 
Artillery of the Town, having no 
ſhelter, and loſt a greater number in 
their retreat then Martinengo flew. 
This being the condition of theCity, 
the Grand Maſter, who knew it would 
not be long ere ticy gave-a General 
Aſſault, ditpatch'd away Bo/o to the. | 
Pope, and his Secretary into Provence 
and to the King of France, beſeeching 
them to haſten the: ſuccours which he 
expected from them. Being alſo de- 
firous to know what news was in the 
Terkiſh Camp, one Carpathio a ſeho- 
4;an undertook to ſatisfy him, and get- 
ting out of the Poſt in a Brigantine 
with a crew of good Souldiers clad af: 
ter the 7Zarkti/h manner, he coaſted a- 
long the ſhoar as tar as the Foſs, where 
he 1aw ſeveral Souldiers that were ta- 
king the freſh Air by the Sea-ſide, 
who immediately diſcover'd him. The 
Ryodiot put on a bu! face, and in the 
Terkiſh Language calld to them aloud, 
and told them, the Baſha had ſent for 
them, 
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them, which they caſily believ'd, and 
went aboard the #rigant:ne. One of the 
Zurks finding he was 1n thewrong,drew 
his Sword and wounded the Rhodiot 
in the thigh, for which the Rhodzar 
repay d. hum by cutting off his head; 
the reſt being elev'n, were eaſily ma- 
_— and brought to the Grand Ma- 
or, * 

Now Martinengo ſceing the great 
ruins which the Enemies Artillery had 
made, rais'd barricadoes, and wrought 
entrenchments upon the walls, where 
he planted a good nfimber of Guns, 
which playing into the Enemies-Tren- 
ches, kill'd a great Number of the 
Turks; he alſolodg'd ſeveral Souldiers 
under the ſhelter of the houſes, who 
ſhot inceſſantly, and made a - great 
ſlaughter. 

The Batteries of the Zarks not ſuc- 
ceeding to their wiſhes, they tell to 
mining; and had in ſeveral parts of 
the City made above forty, ſo that of 
ſx patts of the City, five ina few days 
were undermin'd. But the moſt part 
of thoſe Mines prov d ineftectual, be- 
cauſe of the Counter-mnies which 
were 
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were continually made round about, 
There was one that was percelv « in 
the midſt of the Trench of Provence. 
But Martinengo immediately enter'd 
the Trench, open'd the Mine, and 
caſting inbarrels of Powder and other 
combuſtible ſtuff, burnt and ſtifled all 
the Zurks within. Another Mine the 
Turks made under the Bulwark of Ex- 
tland which play'd the fourth of Sep- 
zember, and blew up above ſeven times 
nine. foot of the wall, and fill d the 
Moat ſo full ofrubbith, that the Zarks, 
that they might eaſily mount the wall, 
and come on furiouſly to the Aſſault 
with theiraccuſtom'd cries, gain*d the 
top of the Baſtion immediately, and 
{et up ſeven of their Colours, and had 
made themſelves maſters of it, but 
toran Intrenchment which Martinengo 
had made the day betore, which ſtood 
entire about four foot from the Ruins 
ofthe wall. That Intrenchment ftopt 
the Enemy; and thither the Knights 
ran and came to a cloſe fight with 
Pikeand Sword; while others did great 
miſchief to the Enemy with hand-Gra- 
nadoes and other Artificial fires; and 

there 


{ 
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there it was that Mar!inengzo and the 
Chevelier d? Bidoux did wonders, be- 
coming men ofExtraordinary valour 
and courage. Here they came to Sword 
and Dagger, andeven to coller one a- 
nother; the 7urks perceiving that if 
they could but get the victory here, 
they might cafily get into the City. 
And indeed that ſmall handful of 
Chriſtians that ſuſtain/d the weight of 
ſuch a multitude, could not have bin 
able to have held out, had not the 
Grand Maſter, upon the noiie of the 
blowing up of the Mine hafted to their 
Relict, and with the Knights of the 
reſerve, and the Souldiers ot his guard, 
ruſh'd into the midft of his Enemies, 


and charg'd them fo furioully, that in 
{a mall time a good part of them 


were cut topieces, + and the reſt ſo 
ſmartly repuls'd, that they quitted the 
fight, and fled in confuſion, and dil- 
order'd and aſtonith'd thoſe that were 
coming to their aſſiſtance, ſo that net- 
ther the threats, nor Exhortations of 
the Captains could ſtop them. Which 
the General. Muſtapha ſeeing, flew out 
ofthe Trenches in great indignation, 

crying 
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crying to the fugitives aloud, that if 
they would not return to the Affault, 
he would go on without them, and 
having ſo ſaid, boldly march'd toward 
the breach. 

His countenance and Language in- 
ſpir'd the fugitives with new vigour, 
fo that they rally'd and return'd with 
their Ba/ha more reſoſutely then be- 
fore to the Aſſault, and maintain'd the 
fight for above two hours. At length the 
Chriſtians redoubling their courage, 
and animated by the preſence and Ex: 
ample of the Grand Maſter, tell upon 
the 7urts with that fury, that being no 
longer able to reſiſt, they turn'd-their 
backs; beſides the Rhodian Canoneers 
had planted certain pieces againſt the 
botrom ofthe breach which play'd up- 
on the Tarts retiring, ſo ſucceſsfully, 
that they kill d morethen were lain 
in the Aſſault. Two thouſand of the 
Turks wereſlain that day : of the Rho- 
dans twelve or fifteen ſlain out-right; 
and fifteen or twenty wounded. In 
the midſt of theſe encounters the Che- 
valier Didier de Pay Governour of 
Ferraita gavenotice tothe Grand Ma- 


ſter, 
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ſter, that he had taken certain Turks, 
who conteſs'd that there were in 
Rhdes certain Perſons of Quality who 
ſent the Enemy Intelligence of what 


was deliberated & concluded in Coun- 


cil, and of all that was done in the City, 
and that the Turks weredigging a large 
Mine nere St. John's de Collaccio. This 
wasno ſmall trouble to the Grand Ma- 
ler, ſo much the more becauſe he 
was torc'd to conceal his reſentments, 
by reaſon that no perſons were nam'd. 
However he promis'd a large reward 
to thoſe that could diſcover the Mine. 
But it was not long before it diſcover'd 
it ſelf under the Baſtion of Erg/and, 
by ſeven a clock in the morning upon 
the ninth of September, overthrowing 
about nine yards of the wall next to 
the Mine betore-mention'd, and came 
to the very barricado's betore they met 
with any reſiſtance. But when the 
Dread and terrour was once over, the 
Knights reſuming their wented cou- 
rage , put the Zarks to_a ſhametul 
retreat, till torc'd by the ſwords and 
{cunitars of their Commanders, even 
of their General himſelf, they return'd 
nN again 


C 
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again with more vigour, and renew'( 
a bloody fight ; but the Grand Maſter 
coming to the relief ofhis own with 
his reſerve, {ought them with ſo much 
fury for three hours, that the Turks 
no longer able to abide ſo powerful 
a defence, quitted the fight, and retir'd 
into their Trenches, leaving one of 
their Enſignes behind them. "This Af: 
fault coſt the Great Zurk three thou- 
ſand of his men, and three Sazgzacs ; 
of the Chriſtians about zo were ſlain 
and ſome of the Knights wounded. 
The Zarkes repuls'd with ſo much 
loſs in two aſſaults, began again to 
murmur and diſcommend the enter- 
prize as rath and impoſſible. Which 
Solyman perceiving, began to deſpair, 
and to be offended againſt Mu/fapha. 
The mean time Per B 1/ha to preſerve 
himſelf in the good Opinion and fa- 
vours of the Grand Signiour, preſs'd 
him continually to make a turioys bat- 
tery of 17 Canons againſt the /talian 
Poſt: But the beſieged ſtillrepair'd 
with ſo much ſpeed and diligence 
whatever the Enemies Artillery ruin'd, 


and play'd their great and ſmall ſhot 
with 
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with ſo much ſucceſs, that the 7urks 
durſt hardly peep out. of their Tren- 
. ches. The Heg/erbeg of Natola did 
the ſame again{t the Poſt of Provence, 
and fell to mining very induſtriouſly, 
being advis'd thereto by a treacherous 
Greek,who under pretence of trade had 
well obſerv'd the ſtrength ofthe City. 
But the moſt remarkable accident was 
the killing ot the Governour of Negro- 
pont, and Solyman's Favorite, who ri- 
ding by the /zalzan Poſt richly clad 
with a red Battoon in his hand, was 
hit by a musket-bullet from the /talzas 
Poſt, and tell down dead immcdiately ; 
to the great griet of So/ymay. 

Per: enrag'd againlt the /ralians, 
reſolv'd to make a moſt terrible aj- 
fault upon their Plattorm ; which he 
did ſounexpeCtedly and with ſo much 
ſpeed, that the ſentinels that flood 
without the Entrenchment were kitid 
before they could be ſuccour'd. But 
the /talians taking the Alaram, and 
being well ſeconded by the Grand Ma- 
ſter and his uſual guard, in an hours 
time the Baſtion was well ſoak'd with 
the Blood of the Tarks. Peri, — 

| uch 
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ſuch a ſtout reſiſtance here, and belie- 
ving that other places were lett naked, 
gave immediate order for other forces 
roaſſail the New Baſtion ofthe Grand 
Maſter Carretta; but there the Cheva- 
ler Angelo? Captain of the Baſtion ſo 
behav'd himſelt,navinga good number 
of Souldiers and Cit:zens with him, 
that the moſt part of the Zaris were 
either kill'd or wounded,and the Flank:- 
ing Artillery of other Baſttons made 
ſuch havock among the thick mult; 
tudes of the Zarks,that at length, quite 
diſmay d, they began to retire. Per! 
thereupon ſeeing the Souldiers would 
no longer abide the heat of ſuch a 
terrible encounter, ſounded a general 
Retreat, though with the loſs of 
more men then in the former com- 
bats. 

Not long after Muftapha, covetous 
to repair his honour, and to regain 
the favour of the Grand Signiour, re- 
ſolv'd to give a third aſſault to the 
Baſtion of Exg/and. He imparted his 
reſolution to the Achmat, who agreed 
with him at the fame time to aſlail 
the Baſtzons of Spain and Auvergne. 
Upon 
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Upon the 34d. of September Muſtapha 


uncxpectedly fell upon the Baſtion, 
mounted the Ruins, and fix'd their 
Enſigns neer the Rhodi/an Entrench- 
ments, and at the ſame time endea- 
vour'd to make their way forward. 
The fight was terrible and doubtful: 
neither was Muftapha wanting in any 
part ofa judicious and couragtous Cap- 
tain. Achmat alſo. at the tame time 
play'd two Mines, one inthe Auverg- 
11a, the other in the Spaniſh Polt. 
The Auvergnian Mine prov'd in effe- 
Atual-; the Spaniſh Mine brought 
downa conſiderable: part of the wall 
of the Barbacan ofthe ſaid Baſtion. 
And yet for theſe dreadful Ruins, the 
Chriftians ſo well behav'd themſelves 
in every place, that tae Tris, having 
loſt above 3coo men, were torc'd to 
retreat with ſhame to their Trenches. 
Two dayes atter the F-w//þ Phyſitian 
(often ſpon of betore) was diſcover'd 
ſhooting an Arrow 'into the 7wrkiſh 
Camp,' with a Letter faften'd . to the 
end of it. Thereupon he was apprehen- 
ded; and upon his exanunation 
confeſs'd that he was a Spy for the 
- Turks: 
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Turks ; that he had ſent them five Let- 
ters; that he had given them ſever] 
advices ; and hadencourag'd them to 
continue the Siege: For which He was 
condemn'd to be quarter'd. 

After theſe Repulſes, and the giy- 
ing fire to three other Mines ſoon atter, 
that did little or no harm, the Za- 
ſha's conſulted together, and reſoly'd 
togive a general aſſault upon fore ſeve- 
ral places ofthe City all at a time. Sol 
an approv'd their Reſolution, aſlem- 
bl'd his Captains together, encou- 
rag'dand chear'd themup; and aſſurd 
them of Victory; and by publick Pro- 
clamation gavethe common”Souldiers 
the whole Plunder of the City. Thus 
the whole Army reſum'd their won. 
ted courage, and full of Hopes pre- 
pard themſelves for a general Aſſault. 
As a preparation to which the Baſha's 
order the Engliſh Bulwark, the Poſts 
of Sparn and Auvergne, and the /ralian 
Platform to be batter'd for two dayes 
together, on purpoſe to widen and en- 
large the Breaches. 

The Grand Maſter obſerving this 
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their continual Batteries for 2 days to- 
gether, withan extraordinary diligence, 
prepar'd for his defence.Day andnight 
he viſited all the Poſts, earneſtly be- 
ſought every one to be watchful and 
ready; and having takena little repofe 
his armes,by break of day herang'd 
the Souldiers 1n their ſeveral Poſts;and 
that there might remain no fear or 
aſtoniſhment among them, he made 
*them a ſhort ſpeech , Declaring 

© to them the glorieus opportunity 

« which offer'd. it ſelffor them to ſig- 

«© nalize their :Zeal for the honour of 


 « God, & their fidelity to their Order 


&« 2nd the welfare ofChriſtendom; and 
« their affection to-a peoplethat had 
* liv'd utider their Dominionfor above 
* 200 years. He gave them to un- 
« derſtand how. often they-had prov'd 
« their own valour and the timidity 
« of the Enemy. That thoughtheir 
© number were great, yet that there 
&was yet a ſufficient number left of 
«brave and valiant men to defend 
* a juſt cauſe, and repel the force 
* of Ambition and pertidious impie- 


| © ty. That they were to confider 
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<+.their Enemies were a ſort of igno- 
<,rant people, torc'd on by their Ba- 
*/ha's, tor tear of encurring the dif 
+ pleaſure of their Maſter, to whom 
* they had repreſented the enterprize 
* ſo eaſy: that they themſelves were 
** perſons of honour, dedicated from 
{, their Infancy to the ſervice of God. 
&.And therefore he beſought and cor- 
& ;ur'd them todo their duties. 

The Zaurks by break of day dif: 
charg'd all their Artillerty at Once, 


that they-might paſs the Moat un- | 


der the covert-of the ſmoak; and that 
don, they boldly fell on in all places 
at once. The Grand: Maſter - poſted 
himſelf in the Eg/i/h. Bulwark,as be- 
ing the weakeſt phace;': Nor was the 
 ipaniſh--Artillery: a' little; favourable 
to the Erglif, flanking the Zurks, and 
making a great ſlaughter among them 
iſomuch that they were almoſt rea- 
gy..'to recoyle; when -- Muftaphid's 
Lieutenant throwing himſelf amo 

them, pray'd, entreated, - threaten, 
promis'd; and heading them himſet, 
brought them on again; though. to 
his coſt, being the firſt manſlain with a 
E Canon 
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Canon Bullet: as he was mountir 

the Ruins. The 7urks: enrag'd. by 
his fall, diſcharg'd their” ſmall ſhos 
and arrows like hail upon the Rho» 
dians. And Muſtapha obſerving their 
Metall, fent 'them continually freth 
ſupplies, and with fair words and pro- 
mutes exhorted them to their Duties. 
Yet could they not force the befieg'd 
toſtir a toot, who in the view of tre 
Grand Maſter with an invincible cou: 
rage ſuftain'd all that Impetuoſity, 
and at the ſame time fought with & 
qual valour and obſtinacy in all the. 
other Quarters. The very womeft 
were not unſerviceable; while fome 
carry'd Bread, Wine and other retreil- 
ments tothe Souldiers, others threw 
ſtones ; others pour'd down boyt 
ing Oyle and water upon the Enemy: 
But the greateſt danger of the Com- 
bat was in the Span/h Poſt, where 
the Aga General of the Janifſaries, 
having piek'd out the Ehoiceſt of his 
men, march'd himſelf to the Aſſault 
at the head' of them, who tollow'd 
him with ſuch a Reſoluton, that they 
I13 coverd 
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cover'd all the Breach, gain'd the 
platform above, and planted forty of 
their Enſigns upon it, with the ſame 
violenceruſhing an to the Barrzicado's, 
not minding the prodigious ſlaughter 
of their own that fell on every ide. 
Thereupon the Knights and Souldiers 
in the Spani/þ Bulwark, ſeeing the 
diſtreſs of thoſe in the Poſt, ran to the 
aſſiſtance of their friends, leaving only 
fome tew for'a guard behind. Which 
certain of the 7urks that lay con- 
ceal'd behind the rubbiſh percewang, 
preſently mounted the Bulwark, and 
made themſelves Maſters of it; pull'd 
down the Enſigns of the Chriſtians, 
and ſetting up their own, cry 'd out in 
their own Language, Yieory, and 
invited their Companions to aſſiſt 
them. Upon which Achmats Regt 
ment advanc'd; but the Auvergnian & 
Spaniſh Artillery ſoon ſtopp'd their 
Career, So that the Grad Maſter 
bei ng advertiz'd of this new accident, 
left the Engliſh, and entring the 
Spaniſh Poſt, charg'd the Enemy ſo 


yigorouſly, that he put them abſolutely 
to 
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to flight. Then ſeeing the Spaniſh 
Baſtion maſter'd by the Z#rks, he ſent 
the Commander of Bourbon with a 
Company of ſtout Souldiers with or- 
der to enter the Mine and Caſemart, 
anJtomount the Baſtion. Which he 


did ſoeffectually, that in a ſhorr time 


he wholly regain'd it. Notwithſtanding 
all this, the 4ga with treth forces re- 
turn'd to the aſtault of theSpani/h Poſi; 
and the Grand Maſter having left a 
ſufficient Guard in the Baſtion, re- 
turn'd to the defence of the fame, 
and ſending for two hundred trefh 
men from St. Nzcholas Tower, attcr 
a bloody fight of ſix hours, forc'd 
the 7urks to abandon their Colours, 
and to retreat to their trenches, aſter 
the loſs of above 15:00 men. Soly- 
man was ſo highly incens'd againſt 
Muftapha upon this defeat, that he con- 
demn'd him to be ſhot to death with 
arrows. Peri Baſha, upon the pre- 
ſumption of his Age, his merits, and 
his Authority, coming to intercede 
tor Muſtapha, was ſentenc'd to the 
ſame deatiz. And. both had ſuffter'd 

It 4 had 
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had not Achmat Baſha and all the ref 
of the . Principal Commanders, pro- 
ſtrate at Solymans tect, implor d their 
pardon. 

Solyman ſecing, all his attempts up- 
on the City oi Rhodes fo vain and 
truitleſs, tell into ſuch a deep melan- 
choiy, that he ſhut himſelr up in his 
Pavilion for ſev eral dayes, and would 
not be ſeen, reſolving to raiſe the liege 
and to be gone. Ihe great Comman- 
ders whoſe hopes lay allin the Mines, 
finding their expeCtations truſtrate, 
reſolv'd to raiſe the Ca mp. Nay ſe- 
veral had carry'd their baggage to 

the Sea ſide, and ſeveral Companies 
had quitted the Trenches. Whenan 
Albaneſe Souldicr ſlipping out of the 
Town, gave intelligenceto the 7arks, 
that the greateſt part of the Kni ht 
and Souldiers were either kill 

W —— in the laſt General Af: onde 
Otncr Traytours wrought the'ſame, 

ady cid them to ſtay, aiſuring them 
' 2347 the City could not hold outtwo 
Atiaults more. And it was giterwards 
known tht tac Chevalier D' Amaral 
wrought 
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wrought to the ſame purpoſe, and en- 
courag'd the continuance of the ſiege. 
Upon this Intelligence the Captains 
chang'd their Relolutions, divulg'd 
the news through the Army,and began 
to batter the City more turioufly then 
before. Solyman alſo to let the Soul- 
diers underſtand his Reſolution, and. 
to encourage them, began to build 
him a pleature-houſe upon Palermos 
Hill. Muftapha allo, though he had 
orders to repair to his Government, 
ventar'd to give rhree Afſſaults ſuc- 
ceflively upon the Exg7i/h Baſtion with 
the Mamalacks, who were ſo ill enter- 
tain'd, the greateſt part ofthem being 
kill'd or wounded, that the reſt retir'd 
to their Quarters, reſolving to return 
no more. Per; ſecretly undermind 
the /tal;an Baſtion,& the Mine indeed 
made a terrible noiſe and ſhaking, 
but took vent on the Camp fide, and 
kill'd a great many of the 7urks. 
Muſtapha having ſuch ill ſucceſs, 
thought it not convenient to ſlay any . 
longer, ſo that upon his departure 
Achmat was made General. He con- 
tinu'd 
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tinwd the fiege with the ſame vio- 
lence, fo that there was not,a day paſs'd 
wherein he did not both batter, Aſ- 
fault and undermine the defences of 
the City. However the Grand Ma- 
ſter remitted nothing of his wonted 
care and diligence, fighting and haz- 
arding his perſon every where, where 
need requir'd, beyond what was rea- 
ſonable tor a perſon of his degree and 
Importance. | 

And now when it was almoſt too 
late, thoſe conſpiracies and treaſons 
were diſcover d, which were the loſs 
_ ofthe Iſland, For in the firſt place 
Lucio Cuſtrophilaca, a Rhodian, and 
a perſon of great wealth, reputation 
and alliances, who had the charge of 
the fortifications, the bread and. am- 


munition was perceiv d, at a time : 


and 1n a place very much to be ſuſ- 
pected, to have ſhot an arrow into 
the Zarkiſh Camp, who was there- 
upon lay hold on, examin'd, and put 
upon the wrack, but would conteſs 
nothing to t22 purpoſe. Next to 
him Blas Dicz Servant to the Chan: 
cellour 
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cellour D* Amaral, was taken in the 
ſame tact, and -being put to the Tor- 
ture, conteſs'd his Maſters Treaſon, 
declaring how he had wrote to the 
Turks Haſha's to contiuue the Siege, 
for that both men and proviſions fail'd 
in the City. Thereupon the Grand 
Maſter.caus'd the Chancellour *to be 
apprehended, who being examin'd 
and tortur'd, would conteſs nothing 
himſelf; but being,convicted by ſufft- 
cent teſtimonies, confirm'd to his 
face by his Servant, his Servant 
was hang'd, and he beheaded, dying 
without any ſign af repentance or 
Chriſtian devotion. 

In the mean time the Canons of the 
Enemy thunder'd againſt the Baſtion 
of 7taly, where they ruin'd all the 
defences and Barricado's that Martz- 
nengo had rais'd; by which means 
they advanc'd their Trenches to the 
very foot of the Breach. The Baſtion 
of England was alſo beaten down to 
the Ground, and the moſt part of 
the Barricado's and entrenchments ru- 
in'd, fo that ſome advis'd the quitting 
and blowing it up. But becauſe that 
ſigoifi'd 
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fignifi'd little in regard of the vaſt num- 
bers of the 7arks, the Grand Maſter 
refolv'd to hold it out to the utmoſt, 
and tothat end gave the command of 
it to the Chevalier Job» de Bir, who 
kept it to the laſt. 

At this time arriv'd the Chevalier 
de RocqueMartin with twelve Knights, 
2 hundred Souldiers and tome Ammus- 
nition. But notwithflanding this 
fmall rel1ef, the Grand Maſter obſer- 
ving the deſperate condition of the 
City (for now in ſome places there 
were no other defences but beames 
and boards betwecn the Enemy and 
him, beſide that they had ſet up three 
Pravilions within the City neer the 
Rhodian entrenchments) ſent away to 
Candy tor Souldiers, Ammunition 
and victuals, which the Duke of Can- 
dy had provided, as alſo to Naples to 
haſten the ſuccours, which the winter 
ſeaſon hinder'd from coming, 

In the mean while the Turks 
gave too deſperate Aſſaults upon the 
Htalian and Spaniſh i letiorms, but 
were {til} repuls'd with tne loſs of a- 
bove 
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kove 3o0co men. Infomuch that Ach- 
mat finding . it unpollible to take the 
City by torce, reſolv'd to give no 
more Aſlaults, but rather choſe to 
preſerve his men, who were grown 
quite weary of the Chriſtian valour; 
nevertheleſs he continu'd-his batteries, 
and advancd. his Trenches, thinking 
to creep by. degrees intothe City. So1y- 
man allo thinking to make ſhort work 
caus'd ſeveral Letters 'to be ſhot into 
the City,ihviting the Inhabitants to ſur- 
render, - oftering them all the Immuni- 
ties they' could defire; and threatning 
on the other fide in caſe of obſtinacy, 
all the ſeverity unaginable. Per/ alto 
ſuborn'd aGeaoeſe, who. having liber- 
ty to ſpeak to the Knights, adviz'd 
them as, Chriſtians to :conſider' the 
deplorable.condition-of-the City, and 
told them-withal, that; 4fithey werx 
{o diſpos'd, he: coul put them \in's 
way to-'make an-honoyrable compo- 
ſition ; but, they believing him to he 
{ome impoſtor, ſent, ander hand by 
Solyman or his Baſha's, gave little 
credit to his words. - Iwo ads 
"Ag e 
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he came to the ſame place, pretend: 

ing he had a Letter from the Grand 

Signiour, but then they bid him re- 

tire, and to forte him the ſooner ſo to 
do, they ſhorat him. 

-  Somewhile after came the A/banian 
Souldier before mention'd, pretending 
Letters alſo from So/yman to the Grand 
Maſter. But then the Grand Maſter 
forbid any farther Parlying. 

However theſe offers were di- 
vulg'd abroad in the City, which begat 
in many a deſire to heark*n to propofi- 
tions of peace'as more regarding their 
wives and Children then their honour. 

And it was carry ſo far, that ſome 
ofthe Citizens wentand declar'd their 
deſires to the Metropolitan, and ſome 
of the Grand Croſs, requeſting them 
to declare their grievances to the 
Grand Maſter. Buthe ſeverely check'd 

them, telling them that it was not a 

requeſt to be mention'd; that they 

ſhould rather reſolve to die for the 
commen liberty, and the Honour of 
the Order. The nextday- they came 
and beſought him again to —_— 
| Or 
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for the Common ſafety, for that they 
wereaſſur'd that the Citizens would 
yeild to a treaty, rather then be cut in 
pieces themſelves , their wives and 
children. Then the Grand Maſter find- 
ing himſelf preſs'd and importun'd of 
all hands, ſubmitted to neceſlity, and 
call'd a general Council. So ſoon as 
the Council was ſat, a Petition was 
preſented to the Grand Maſter, hum- 
bly requeſting him to thinkof a Capi- 
tulation; or at leaſt ro give them 
leave to ſecure their wives and chil- 
dren ; and at the foot of the petition 
was an intimation that if the Grand 
| Maſter would not, they would pro- 
vide for them themſelves. In this 
diſtreſs the Grand Maſter; deſirous 
to know the condition of the City 
more particularly, before he would 
reſolve any farther, requir'd the ad- 
vice ofthe Prior of St, Giles, and Mar- 
tinengo, Who both declard in full 
Council that in either conſciences,and 
upon their Honour and allegeance, 
they could not think the City any 
lofiger tenable,theEnemy being lodg d 
-Þ forty 
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forty yards one way, and 3o yards a- 
nother way within the City, ſo that 
it was impoſiible.tor them to retire 
any farther, nor tor the Enemy to be 
beaten our. | | 
Upon the advice and Relation of 
two ſuch judicions and great men, 
the whole Council conſidering how 
much it concern'd them to preſerve 
the holy Reliques and the ſouls and 
honour offo many Chriſtian Women 
and Children, and the evident dan- 
ger .of, the whole Orders being dif- 
pierc'd and aboliſh'd,” if all that were 
there ſhould be loft, refolv'd with one 
accord: to Capitulate. 'The . Grand 
Maſter {till lay'd before them, the du- 
ty ,that lay upon them to preſerve 
the honour of the. Order, which had 
,neyer yet bin defil'd -with any ſtain 
of. cowardice or -pufillanimity, - ha- 
ving :alwaies-preferr'd their honour 
and Neath betore:the ſafety of their 
Lives;-- But the Council overrul'd 
him-with ſo many: circumſtantial and 
ſolid reaſons, that he' was'conftrain'd 
toyield to the preſent and inevitable 
neceſlity, 
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neceflity, and their grave advice. I his 
deſign Heav'n was ſo far pleasd 
to favour, that Solyman began firſt. 
For he firſt ſet up. an Enſign upon 
the Church of St. Mary de Lermont- 
tra ; and then the Grand Maſter ſet 

-up another upon the Mill belonging 
to the Coſqain Gate. Immediately two 
Turks came out of the "Trenches, de- 
firing to parley:upon which the Grand 
Maſter ſent forth the Prior of St. Gz/es 
and Martinengo ; to whom the Turks 
deliver'd a Letter from Solyman. 

This Letter was read in Council ; 
wherein So/yman demanded a ſurren- 
der ofthe Town,& offer'd the Knights 
liberty to be gone, with ſecurity 
for their perſons and their Baggage: 
which if they would not accept, he 
was reſolv'd to put all to the ſword. 
Thereupon in conſideration onely 
of the people and Inhabitants of the 
\Town, the fame Reſolution was a- 
gain taken, and the Chevalier Antho- 
#y de Grolee, and Robert Perucci, 
Judge of the Caſti/l;ans, were com- 
miſſtonated to attend So/ymay. So ſoon 
K k as 
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as they were gone forth, a near Kinſ- 
man of Achmats, and a Trucheman 
much favour'd by the Grand 7urk, 
were admitted unto Rhodes as Hoſ- 
tages, and a truce was concluded for 
three dayes. 

The next day Achmat preſented 
the Embaſſadours to So/yman, who 
declard to him what they had in 
commiſſion, Solyman to maintain his 
Reputation, firmely deny'd that he 
had ever wrote or ſent to the Grand 
Maſtcr; neveriheleſs ſince the Grand 
Maſter had ſent to him upon the 
fame Occaſion, he commanded them 
to let him know his mind, whieh 
was,the ſame that he had written, and 
demanded his Reſolution within three 
dayes, and that in the mean time 
there ſhould be no working toward 
the repair of their fortifications, be- 
ing firmly reſolv'd, though all 7ar- 
ky periſh'd, not to ſtir out of the 
Itand, till he had Rhodes in his poſleſ- 
ſon. And having ſo faid, he diſmis'd 
them. Peruccz, return'd to the City. 
But .4chmat keptthe Chevalier Gro/lee 

; with 
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with him, led him into his Pavilion» 
and caus'd him «to drink with him 5 
and diſcourſing of ſeveral paſlages 
in the ſiege, Achmat told him with 
a great oath ; that above forty thou- 
fand Turks had bin lain, and as many 
were fick and wounded. Peruge7 ha- 
ving made his report to the Council, 
it was reſolv'd upon good confidera- 
tions that they ſhould not accept thoſe 
conditions the firſt time, but ſend 0- 

ther Commullioners. 
© In. the mean time certain of the 
Citizens, took upon them, and were 
mightily offended that the Capitu- 
lation was begun, without their pri. 
vity. Declaring alſo thatthey would 
never conſentyto any ſuch conditions, 
but rather die with their Swords in 
their hands for their 1iberty, then fur- 
render themſelves to the power of 
the Tark. For that whatever the 
Turk promis'd, he would be ſure to 
exerciſe nothing, but rapine and ſlaugh- 
ter as he had done at Be/Zrade. The 
Grand Maſter obſerving this Grecan 
fickleneſs, told themin friendly man-

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ner that the Reſolutions he had ta- 
ken, were refolv'd upon upon mature 
deliberation;which conſultations were 
tobe kept ſecret that they might not 
come to the Enemies knowledge, 
and that it was more for their ſafety 
then for the good of the Order, that 
they made any conditions atall, To 
which purpoſe he was ſending away 
other Commiſſioners the better to 
afiure himſelf of Solymaxs word and 
fidelity. With which anſwerthe Ci- 
tizens ſhew'd themſelves very well 
ſatisfy d. 

' Upon this two other Commiſſio- 
ners were diſpatch'd away, Raymond 
Margquet, and Lopezde Pas, both 
Spaniſh Knights, who repreſented to 
Solyman that the Grand Maſter had 
to confer with ſeveral people of ſeve- 
ra] Nations that the time Limited 
was too ſhort, and therefore defir'd 
that he would be pleasd to grant 
them a longer time. So/yman not re- 
liſhing this Eſcourls without ſaying 
any more, commanded Achmat to 
continue his batteries, which were 
begun 
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begun again upon the 15th. of De- 
cember. and-'{o the Truce was bro: 
ken- Solyman however detain'd one 
of the Commiſſioners, which ſhew'd 
that he had. yet ſome inclinations to 
to.Capitulats. The Grand Mafter ob- 
ſerving the Hoſtitity begun again, 
and that the-Zurks advanc d with their 
Trenches -farther and farther into 
the ' Town; ſent tor thein - that 
hinder'd the treaty, and proteſted to 


| live and die. with them, and com- 


manded all the. Inhabitants to. repair 
home to theif Quarters there to keep 
guard, and. that no perſon ſhould 
quit his Quarters upon pain of Death. 
'Fhis Order was oblerv'd for two 
days, but the 34. a young -man left 
his Quarters, and went and lay at. 
home, tor waich the 'Grand Maſter - 
commanded him, to be hang'd. Some 
few days after that, all the reſt of the 
Inhabitants , lolt” both their courage 
and thgir patience, and foriook the 
walls and breaches, ſo that the Turks 
mizhr eafily have -enter'd,.-. had not 
the Grand Maſter withſtood them 
K k } with 
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with that ſmall handful of men which 
he. had left him ; which ſome' few 
dayes ' after was a little augmented 
by the coming ofthe Chevalier D' 4: 
dugar, and the Chevalier  Farfay an 
Engliſh man;with a hundred Souldiers 
and ſome Wine. B27 

This Wine was a great conſolation 
to the City, beſides that the Ship 
made ſuch Bravado's as it enter'd the 
Port, that the 7arks generally be- 
hev'd it had brought a Relief of a- 
bove a Thouſand men. However the: 
Turks continu'd their Aſſaults, and 
particularly they made a violent on- 
let upon the Spaniſh Barbatan, from + 
which; though they were at firſt re- 
puls'd, yet returning with ſuch vaſt 
numbers the Rhodrians were over- 
whilm'd and' oppreſs'd by multitude, 
and forc'd to retire into the City. 
The 7urks having gain'd the Barba- 
can, preſently came to the foot of the 
Engliſh wall, and by the Ruins of 
the Barbacan got to the top of it, and 
there planted ſeveral of their C&fours. 
The Citizens keholding the Extream 
danger 
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danger they were in, confteſs'd their 
folly, and beſought the Grand Maſter, 
as the common Father, to provide 
for their ſatety, who gave them li- 
berty to conſtitute Deputies of their 
own to attend Solyman, and to pro- 
cure particular ſecurity from him tor 
themſelves, and order'd them to go 
along with the Chevalier Grol/ee. 

The Grand Maſter however ha- 
ving ſome hopes of relict, ' to the end 
he might temporize for a while, ſent 
Perucci firſt to ſhew to Solyman a Let. 
ter of Bajazet his Grandfather, 'where- 
in he bequeath'd his malediction to 
thoſe of his ſucceſlours that ſhould 
make war againſt Rhodes.-Perucct ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to 4chmat, who deſfi- 
rous to ſee the Letter, took it, and 
having. torn it to pieces, threw 1t un- 
der his feet in great diſdain. . Having 
ſo done, he ſent Perucc? back to the 
Grand Maſter, to tell him, that if he 
did rt ſuddenly return So/yman ag 
anſwer, he muſt expect to be \miſe- 
rablc,

However the Grand Maſter had 
one more delay, which was to of- 
fer to Solyman by the propoſal of the 
Chevalier de Grol/ce, otherwiſe call'd 
Paſim, the expences and charges 
of the whole fiege, if he would rife 
from betore 'it. But Achmat would 
not ſufier any ſuch word to be*delt- 
ver'd to Solyman, ſaying that Solymar 
had more regard to his honour and 
his Reputation then to all the Riches 
in the World. At length the Grand 
Maſter finding no way 'to avoyd an 
agreement,” and that delay would 
.be the Loſs ofall, vanquith'd his own 


courage, and overwhelm'd with - griet ' 


and vexation, gave h's word to ſur- 
render the Town upon tie conditions 
propos'd. . To which purpoſe he ſent 
away theChevalier Pa//im-&t the Depu- 
ties ofthe Tawn,who were preſented 
to his Majeſty; to whom the Knights 
declar'd that the Grand Mafter was 
now reſolv'd to ſurrender the City 
upon the conditions propos'd to him, 
upon a full aflurance in the faith and 
promiſes of his Majeſty, and hum. 
bly 
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bly. entreated -him to favour the In; 
habitants inthe petition which they 
had to preſent to him for their peace 

and fafety. ' The Inhabitants beſought 
| him. to remove his Army a little tar- 
ther off, that they might not receive 
any Injury either in their perſons 
or. goods, and that thoſe that would 
be gone might depart in ſafety. So- 
lyman accepted the offer of the Grand 
Maſter, and promis'd. to obſerve in- 
vioiably every article of the * Capi- 
tulation. 4 That the Churches ſhould 
* not be profan'd; that nohe of the 
<« Children thould be carry'd away. 
«as Tribute Children to make Janil-. 
« faries. That the Chriſtians' ſhould: 
<« have the free. exerciſe of their Re- 
& ligion. That the Inhabitants ſhould 
& be exempt from all duties for five. 
*« years. hat they that would might 
& depart in three years with their E- 
* ſlates unmoleſted. . That Solyman 
** ſhowld furniſh the Order with Ships 
«ſufficient to, carry them and their 
& Subjects to Candy. That they 
* ſhould carry off as many of their 
6 oreat 
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« great Guns as they could Load: 
*« 'That the Caſtles of St. Peter, Lango, 
5 and the other Iflands and Fortref. 
« ſes belonging to the -Order ſhall be 
&« ſurrender'd to Solyman. After that 
& Achmat ſent into the City 400 Jani- 
© faries with an 4ga totake poſleſſi- 


« on, and the Grand Maſter fent into 


* the Camp tor Hoſtages 25 Knights, 
< and as many Citizens, who were 
© by Achmat curteouſly entertain'd, 
In ' the ' mean time Achmat came 
to viſit the Grand Maſter in the Moat 
of the : Spaniſh Poſt, . where after 
ſome diſcourſe between them, 
he gave the Grand Maſter Notice 
that $o/yman was deſirous to ſee him, 
and therefore adviz'd him, as his 
beſt courſe, .to go and wait upon 
him. The Grand Maſter unwilling 
to provoke Jol/ymay, and to give 
him any occaſion to break his word, 
by. being ſevere either to the 
Knights -or the Rhodzays, reſolv'd 
to follow Achmats advice. The 
next morning. therefore he went, 
in 2 plain habit, accompani'd with 


ſeveral. 
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ſeveral of the Knights ; and after 
he. had attended for ſome * time 
before Solymans Tent, he was pre- 
ſented with a noble Veſt, that So- 
lyman gave him; which ſo ſoon 
as he had put on, he was intro- 
duc'd into the Grand Signiours Pa- 
vilion, and kifs'd his hand. Soly- 
man receiv'd him curteouſly, chear'd 
him up, and told him by his. in- 
terpreter, that it was'a common 
thing to looſe or gain Cities and 
Signiories through the Inſtability 
of Fortune; exhorted him to take 
his loſs patiently, and afſur'd him 
of a moſt punaual performance 
of all his promiſes. Then turn- 
ing to his own people. I cannot 
but. pity, ſaid he, this brave Man, 
whom in his Old Age, Neceſjity 
thus compels to abandon the Seat 
of his own Dominion. The Grand 
Maſter return'd him thanks, be- 
fought him to. remember what he 
had promis'd, and ſo taking his 

leave, retir'd. . So/yman caus'd him 
| | to 
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to be guarded into the City, and 
gave habits of honour to ail the 
Knights, that attended him. ted 
Three days after So/yman | him- 

ſelf rode to view the Trenches, 
the Batteries, the Breaches, and 
the Tower: of St, Nicholas. Upon 
his return he enter d the Palace 
attended only by Achmat, and 7- 
brahim, then a Page, but highly 
belovd by him, and askd tor 
the Grand : Maſter. When he ſaw 
him, he madea kind of offer to raiſe 
his Turbant from his head with 
his hand, out of reſpect not per- 
mitting the Grand Maſter to make 
any obeyſance to- him below his. 
dignity. © Bidding him fear nothing, 
and telling him withall, if he had 
not time enough, he would allow 
bim more. The Grand Maſter re- 
turn'd him thanks, but defir'd no- 
thing more of him then to be 
mindtul of his promiſe. 'Thereupon 
Solyman remounted, 'and having 
view 'd the Church of St. John, re- 


tirn 'd to 1s Pavilion, 
Upon 
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Upon New-years. day the Grand 
Maſter having taken his leave of 
Solyman, and embark'd as many 
of the choiceſt great Guns as 
the time would permit, attended 
by all the Knights, and as many 
of the beſt of the Citizens, who 
rather choſe to follow his fortunes, 
then ſubmit to the Tyranny of 
the Turks, went aboard the Gal- 
leys appointed to carry the diſcon- 
ſolate 'Traine, and the beſt of their 
goods, and ſteer'd away for Candy. 

Thus did The Order of St. Johx 
looſe Rhodes, after they had held 
and- maintain'd it with fo much 
conſtancy, ſo much Expence of trea- 
ſure, and loſs of blood, againſt the 
whole power of the Barbarous Ma- 
hometans, tor the ſpace of two hun- 
and thirry years. 
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
